Bhipped on the Hoof From Ver- 
mont to Massachusetts

A REPORT TO GOVERNOR 


Condemned Cattle} Billed to the 

, Slaughter Houses Along With 
Healthy Animals--Gross Neg- 
livence Is Alleged 


Burlington, Vt., Oct. 1.—Gross negli- 
gence on the part of the eattle commis- 
slon of Vermont in faillng to safeguard 
the interests of the state in the disposal 
of diseased cattle is charged in a report 
submitted to Governor Bell by Attorney 
General Fitts. Fitts explains at the 
opening of his report that the cattle 
commission have construed the law of 
1904, which amends the law of 1902, as 
giving them the authority to dispose of 
a condemned animal whether alive or 
dead, but Fitts doubts the authority 
of the commission to dispose of any 
condemned animal! before it is slaugh- 
tered. The report says in part: 

“The cattle commission of Vermout, 
it appears, did not strictly follow the 
law of 1902, which requires that the 
carcasses of condemned animals shall 
be buried, and in several instances it 
has appeared that the commission took 
the condemned animals to the slaugh- 
ter house of the Burlington Rendering’ 
company and had them slaughtered 
there and disposed of the carcasses for 
fertilizing purposes.” When the law 
of 1904 went into effect, the report 
says that the cattle commission con- 
strued it as empowering them to have 
condemned live animals shipped out of 
the state by some drover to the plant 
of the New England Dressed Meat and 
Wool company at Somerville, Mass., 
and there slaughtered and disposed of 
in the same way that the company bhan- 
dies stock for anybody else. This 
slaughter house {s under United States 
government inspection. The report 
says that condemned animals have 
been mixed with shipments of the dro- 
vers in many instances and that the 
commissioners have understood this 
and have consented to it. 

The consignments to the New Eng- 
land company at Somerville have al- 
ways been in the name of the drover, 
and returns made direct to the drover. 


“No attempt,” says the report, “has 
been made by our cattle commission to 
keep a record of the different herds, of 
where they were disposed of, or of what 
returns were received from them. It is 
not possible to know from any records 
the commission have whether the ani- 
mals were sold for purposes of food or 
disposed of for fertilizer. There is no 
‘evidence to show that the matter has 
not been honestly and correctly han- 
dled, but there is nothing which the 
cattle commission have done to give us 
light upon this question one way or the 
other.” 

The attorney general directs atten- 
tion to the sale in October or November, 

905, of over 200 cows condemned in 
two herds to a drover who offered $11 a 
head for them to Commissioner Spear. 
The report says: “Commissioner Spear 
inust have understood that Rowell (the 
drover) was buying cattle with the ex- 
pectation of using a considerable por- 
tion of them at least for food purposes, 
for they were not worth anything like 
the sum paid if they were to be used 
only for fertilizer.” 

One carload of 27 head of these cattle 
mixéd with some belonging to the dro- 
ver were sent to Havephill, Mass., ac- 
cording to the report. “These were of 
the poorer stock. It does not definitely 
appear as to just what purpose this 
stock was expected to be put other than 
that they were shipped to the slaughter 
house at Haverhill, which is a market 
for cattle called ‘canners,’ a term mean- 
ing poor stock used for canned beef. It 
is supposed that this stock was sub- 
ject to the inspection of the Massachu- 
setts state officer, but there is no evi- 
dence to show what became of the herd. 

“The other 174 head which Rowell 
purchased he shipped to the New Eng- 
land company at Somerville. I am un- 
able to find just how much Rowell re- 
ceived for this stock. He testifies that 
he cannot himself tell exactly, except 
that he made a good profit on It. He 
has furnished me with one return cov- 
ering 50 of the cattle. Of these one ani- 
mal was used for fertilizer and the 
other 49 were used for food purposes, 
prices varying from 23-4 to 31-4 cents 
a pound. Rowell testified that of the 
174 head taken to the New England 
company, not more than 20 were put 
into fertilizer, the remainder being sold 
for food.” 

The report says that the commission 
afterward shipped some condemned 
cattle which had failed to pass the 
tuberculin test to the Burlington Ren- 
dering company at Burlington, and that 
the only protection the state had in the 
transaction and the final disposal of the 
cattle was the integrity of the render- 
ing company, there being no records 
kept and no supervision exercised by 
the cattle commission. 

“It is apparent from all that has de- 
veloped,” says the report, “that the tu- 
berculin test is by no means sure, and 
that many cattle have been condemned 
under it which have afterwards passed 
the United States government inspec- 
tion and the post mortem inspection of 
the state commission and been used for 
food purposes.” 

The attorney general suggests in the 
report that an expert accountant be em- 
ployed to go over the books of the cattle 
commission and investigate and audit 
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imong other amendments obviously 
necessary to the existing state law is 
pune repealing the six months’ limitation 
on prosecutions under the act. “There 
would seem to be no reason,” says the 
report, “why the crime of selling dis- 
trased meat should not be treated as 
other offenses, and the statute of limita- 
tions be the same, to wit: three years.” 


An Undisturbed Prize Fight 

Kansas City, Oct.*1.—Joe Wolcott of 
Boston and Billy Rhoades of this city 
fought a 20-round draw Sunday on a 
rand island in the Missouri river 12 
miles below Kansas City, 2000 men 
standing around the ropes to see the 
contest. The island being uninhabited 
and unassigned to either of the neigh- 
boring counties, neither sheriff con- 
cerned himself about the fight. Both 
men were in good condition at the end 
of the scheduled 20 rounds. The fight 
was announced to be for the world’s 
welterweight championship, which 
Wolcott claims. 


Sentence of Mutineers 

Cronstadt, Oct. 1—The sentences of 
the court martial on the sailors and 
others charged with participation in 
the mutiny at Cronstadt last August 
have been delivered. M. Onipko, one of 
the leaders of the Peasant party in the 
outlawed parliament, is condemned to 
deportation and the loss of all his civil 
rights. Nineteen sailors are con- 
Gemned to death, 12 to life servitude, 
120 to terms of servitude varying from 
four to 20 years, and 429 other sailors 
to service with the disciplinary bat- 
talions and various terms of civil im- 
Peisonment. 


Satisfactory Test of Electric Train 

New York, Oct. 1—The New York 
Central railroad’s first electric train, 
drawn by a 100-ton electric locomotive, 
was run from Highbridge, seven miles 
from New York, where ‘the present 
electric zone terminates, to this elty. 
The test was pronounced satisfactory. 
A total of 85 miles of track have been 
equipped with the third rail and the 
electrification of the road will be grad- 
ually extended. 


Quick Was the Quickest 

Dillon, 8S. C., Oct. 1—John 8. Bain 
was killed in-front of his store here by 
Kelly Quick, a cotton mill employe. 
Quick’s wife complained to him that 
Lain had spoken disrespectfully to her. 
Quick went to Bain’s store and both be- 
gun shooting with revolvers, but their 
aim was bad. Quick then got a gun. 
Bain also secured a gun, but as he 
stepped from the store Quick shot and 
killed him. 


Dynamite Explosion In Subway 

New York, Oct. 1.—In a dynamite 
explosion last night under the East 
river subway tunnel John McCoughlin, 
a tunnel worker, was struck by flying 
rock and fatally hurt. Three other 
men were seriously injured. Davis 
Harrington, the superintendent in 
charge of the work, was arrested on a 
charge of criminal negligence and 
homicide. 


Great Victory For Castelane 
Paris, Oct. 1.—Count Boni de Castel- 
lane bas been re-elected an anti-minis- 
terial member of the chamber of depu- 
ties by 2250 votes against 2154 polled 
by his three opponents combined. 
Count Boni was unseated after his last 

election on charges of corruption. 


Workhouse Inmate Strangled 
Providence, Oct. 1.—Patrick Swee- 
ney, an inmate of the Rhode Island 
state workhouse, was seized with an at- 
tack of apoplexy at the supper table 
and choked to death. Sweeney was 52 
years of age. 


New Mexico Wants to Comes In 

Las Vegas, N. M., Oct. 1.—Resolu- 
tions endorsing joint statehood were 
adopted, 122 to 48, by the Republican 
territorial convention. Delegate An- 
drew was renominated without a dis- 
senting vote.

Military Department Is In Close 
Touch With Cuba 


—_——<_ 


TROOPS ARE MOBILIZING 


Six Thousand Will Be Landed 
In the Island as Precautionary 
Measure--Five Thousand Ma- 
rines and Bluejackets Already 
In Cuban Waters 
Washington, Oct. 1.—American 

troops now are moving toward Cuba. 

Mobilization of the forces will be at 

Newport News, Va., for the most part, 

although a part of the first expedition- 

ary force will be sent from New York 
and Tampa, Fla. 
Advices to the government indicate 


that all is quiet in Cuba and that the 
insurgents intend to lay down their 
urms. The probability is that the Unit- 
ed States forces in the island will be 
lunded only as a precautionary meas- 
ure. So far as officials of the govern- 
ment here are advised, no trouble of a 
serious kind is anticipated, but in ac- 
cordance with instructions from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt hurried preparations are 
being made for the sending of an expe- 
ditionary force. 

The first American troops will be 
landed at Havana next Saturday. 
Meantime the marines and bluejackets 
from the American fleet in Cuban wa- 
ters will protect American interests 
and support Secretary Taft, Cuba's 
provisional governor. : 

How long intervention may continue 
it is impossible to foretell, but the na- 
ture of the intervention and the prepa- 
rations for it indicate a supervision of 
Cuban affairs on the part of the Amer- 
ican government for an indefinite pe- 
riod. Arrangements have been con- 
ciuded not only for the first expedition- 
ary force of about 5600 men, but for a 
second force of equel number. No or- 
ders for the mobilization of the second 
force have been issued, but if the men 
are needed all arrangements have been 
completed for hurrying the men to 
Cuba. Developments during the next 
two weeks will determine whether ad- 
ditional troops shall be sent. It is cer- 
tain, however, that a sufficient force 
of American troops will be maintained 
in Cuba to support the provisional gov- 
ernment and to insure security to life 
and property pending the establishment 
of a stable government by the Cubans. 

Operations in all departments of the 
military establishment are on a war 
basis. The acting secretaries and 
chiefs of all bureaus are at their desks 
and every oflice is humming with ac- 
tivity. Scores of clerks are on duty. 

Secretary Taft, as the head of the 
president’s special commission to Cuba, 
has available nearly 5000 marines and 
bluejackets, who could be landed on 
Cuban soil in a few hours in case of 
emergency. Other marines are en 
route to Cuba and will be available in 
two or three days. 

No time is being lost in hurrying 
troops to the point of mobilization— 
Newport News. The order of President 
Koosevelt, received at 10:55 o’clock 
Saturday night at the war department, 
was imperative. Its text was as fol- 
lows: “Arrange for 6000 troops to 
start for Cuba as soon as possible.” 

The troops to go to Cuba on the trans- 
port Sumner are two battalions of in- 
fantry from Plattsburg (N. Y.)_ bar- 
racks, and a battalion of engineers 
from Washington barracks. Accom- 
panying them will be some officers and 
men of the medical corps and hospital 
corps, and, perhaps, of the signal corps. 

The Sumner now is loading at New 
York. She will carry commissary sup- 
plies for the first expedition for 80 days. 
It is likely that the troops to sail on 
the Sumner will be concentrated in 
New York tomorrow. The commissary 


| department is getting together a second 


30-day supply of commissary stores to 
be sent to Cuba by a merchant liner 
after the first supplies are off. One 


week later a third supply for 80 days] 


will be forwarded. The object of 
sending the supplies so rapidly is to get 
them into the depots at Havana and 
have them handled without confusion.

Damage by Storm Will Reach 
$8,000,000 Around Mobile 
Louisville, Oct. 1—The first news by 

telegram out of the stricken city of 

Mobile was received in Louisville by a 

correspondent who sent a dispatch ina 


roundabout way from an improvised 
office in the swamps just on the edge 
of the city. 

The information is that the loss of 
life in Mobile and vicinity from the 
great storm of Thursday will probably 
reach 120, although the death list in 
the city itself will not be large.

VETO 


Not to be 


Compulsory 
Requirement 


To Enter 


A regular meeting of the City 
Council was held Monday evening. Al- 
though in session but thirty minutes a 
large amount of business was transacted. 
Every member was present. 

A communication was received from 
the Mayor returning without his ap- 
proval, the order amending the Sewer 
ordinance so as to compel all abutters 
to connect with the public sewer with- 
in three years after such sewers is built. 
His reasons for vetoing the order were 
as follows: 

‘*The installation of a system of 
sewerage in a community is for the 
purpose of removing unsanitary condi- 
tions, which may be prejudical and 
detrimental to public healtb. 

‘Where a sewer bas been constructed 


| io our city ithas been availed of con- 


siderably by abutting property owners 
voluntarily, they being actuated, no 


| doubt, by a desire to improve the sani- 


tary conditions of their premises, and 
the final disposition, for all time, of 
its sewage. 

‘*Where premises involuntarily bave 
been connected with the sewer it has 
been by order of the Board of Health, 
who have adjudged said premises as 
unsanitary anda menace to public 
health, under authority conferred by 
the laws of the Commonwealth, and 
whose orders are enforcible under 
penalties, as therein prescribed. 

‘*This amendment now proposed to 
the ordinance is not clearly drawn, be- 
ing open to divers constructions and in 
my opinion does no fully cover what 
was intended; neither is it enforcible 
as no penalties are attached. The 
authority to compel premises to con- 
nect with the sewer still remaining in 
the Board of Health, the amendment is 
therefore no gain in that respect. 

‘*Further I wish to call attention of 
the Council to the fact that in my 
correspondence with ten cities in the 
Metropolitan Sewerage District I find 
that in eight of them no ordinance or 
regulation of a compulsory kind exists, 
other than now vested by the statutes in 
Boards of Health.’’ 

The Council sustained the Mayor’s 
veto,

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WON'T TAKE CUBA 


President Wants the Island to 


Remain a Republic 


HARD PROBLEMS COMING 


Public Opinion Would Not Back 
Congress In Any Effort Toward 


Annexation--Transport Sum- 


ner Gets Away In Record Time 
Washington, Oct. 2.—President 
Roosevelt last night had a long confer- 
ence with Secretary of State Root and 
Attorney General Moody. Both cab- 
inet officials declined to comment on the 
rature of the discussion. Just before 
their arrival the president recelved Mr. 
Quesada. the Cuban minister, with 
whom he had a brief talk regarding 
Cuba. Upon leaving the White House 
Quesada stated that he had called to 
thank the president for his letter to 
him, for Secretary Taft's “kindly” proc- 
lamation and for the efforts that the 
president is making for the people of 
Cuba. 

At the conference between the presi- 
dent and the two officials who repre- 
sent the diplomatic and the law depart- 
ments of the government in the cabinet 
it is believed that not only Cuba, but 
some other important questions engross- 
ing the attention of the government 
were discussed. 

Many difficult problems connected 
with intervention in Cuba must be 
solved. Unquestionably the public 
clamor here at Washington is that the 
United States shall so shape its policy 
as to be prepared to annex Cuba within 
the next six months. The first few 
meetings of the cabinet will indicate 
what the administration’s policy is to 
be. 

Unless indications are misleading, the 
members of the cabinet will stand out 
firmly against any move looking toward 
annexation. Secretary Root is pre- 
pared to oppose the annexation doctrine. 
He maintains that annexation cannot 
honorably come in the face of the Tel- 
ler amendment and President McKin- 
ley’s declarations, except it be eventu- 
ally shown that the Cubans cannot gov- 
ern themselves. To favor annexation 
would also be to oppose the policy which 
Secretary Root espoused during his re- 
cent trip through Central and South 
America. 

A good deal of talk is current here to 
the effect that the administration is 
likely to be embarrassed in its effort to 
set up @ new government in Cuba by 
the declarations of prominent Republi- 
cans that the United States has gone 
iuto the island to stay. Some of the 
president's advisors intend to suggest 
to him that he call off these preachers 
of the annexation doctrine. 

It seems to be a settled fact that the 
administration intends to proceed on 
the theory that the island is not to be 
annexed. Of course it will be possible 
for congress at the coming session to 
direct that another policy be pursued, 
but the prevailing sentiment here is 
that the public will not back congress 
in any effort to thwart the plans of the 
administration. 

Mr. Quesada yesterday conferred 
with Secretary Root regarding the sit- 
uation in Cuba. Quesada expressed 
full confidence in the friendly attitude 
of this government toward Cuba.  As- 
sistant Secretary of State Adee was in 
frequent conference during the day 
with Secretary Root, advising him of 
the details of Cuban affairs. 

The transport Sumner, which sailed 
last night from New York for Havana, 
carried the first detachment of troops 
for the Cuban expedition, consisting 
of two battalions of infantry from the 
Flattsburg, N. Y., barracks, and one 
battalion of engineers from the Wash- 
ington barracks, 900 men in all. In 
addition to the troops, the Sumner is 
loaded with a large consignment of com- 
missary stores. The sailing of the 
Sumner was within 48 hours from the 


of the troops. Practically the first bit 
of information conveyed to President 
Roosevelt after his arrival here was 
that respecting the Sumner’s readiness 
to proceed. He expressed gratification 
at the expedition shown.

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But Bay State e Republicans See 
a Hard Contest Ahead 
Boston, Oct.’ 2.—The arrangement 


for the Republican state convention on 
Thursday next, at which the present 
state officers will probably be renomi- 
nated, were practically perfected at a 
meeting of nearly the entire member- 
ship of the state committee. Only the 
make-up of the committee on resolu- 
tions was announced, leaving the bal- 
ance of the convention officers to be 
made public on the eve of the conven- 
tion. 

Five members-at-large of the plat- 
form committee, headed by Attorney 
General Moody, were selected some 
weeks ago. Yesterday the committee 
was completed with 14 additional mem- 
bers, one from each congressional dis- 
trict. The advocates of tariff reform 
and Canadian reciprocity have but few 
supporters on the committee, and a 
platform opposed to any revision is an- 
ticipated. 

The committee was in session the 
greater part of theday. Governor Guild 
and Lieutenant Governor Draper both 
made speeches, as did Senator Lodge. 
Guild defended his administration aud 
said that he would stand on his record. 
Lodge, while he predicted a hard con- 
test, said he felt confident of the result. 
Draper said that recent developments 
had shown clearly that Hearst was sup- 
porting Moran and that every effort 
should be made to defeat the latter in 
Massachusetts.

SOCIALIST TICKET NAMED 


Carey Is Again Nominated For 
Governor ot Massachusetts 
Boston, Oct. 2.—The Socialist conven- 

tion nominated a state ticket, with for- 

mer Representative James F. Carey of 


Haverhill again being the party’s choice 


for governor. The convention also re- 
nominated Ambrose Mills for secretary 
of state and J. W. Sherman for attor- 
ney general. J. F. Mullen was nomi- 
nated for lieutenant governor, G. B. 
Cushman for state treasurer and F. L, 
Johnson for auditor. 

The platform declares fidelity to the 
International Socialist party and in- 
vites all laborers to join the party In 
this state. The platform also declares 
that the recent life insurance investi- 
gation showed that both Republican 
and Democratic parties were mixed up 
iu wrong doing and that even the Mas- 
sachusetts legislature adjourned with- 
out clearing itself of the bribery 
charges. 

The party nominee for governor last 
year polled a trifle over 8 percent of the 
total vote, which gives it the right to ap- 
pear on the official ballot this year with- 
out having its candidate indorsed by 
uomination papers. 


Objection to Marine Band 

Boston, Oct. 2.—A_ resolution pro- 
testing against the employment of the 
United States Marine band of Washing- 
ton by members of the Food Fair, 
which opened here yesterday, was 
adopted at a meeting of the board of 
aldermen. .The resolution was offered 
by Alderman Bromberg, who said that 
he did not think it fair for the govern- 
ment to allow its bands to enter into 
free competition with civilian bands.

COSSACK ATROCITIES 


Innocent Peasants Slaughtered 
and Brutally Mutilated 

Khirson, Oct. 2.— Ninety-seven peas- 
ants were tried here on the charge of 
having devastated the estate of M. 
Krivoshein, ex-minister of railroads. 
Sixty-three were sentenced to imprison- 
ment, while 34 were acquitted. 


The trial brought out a recitai of the} 


horrible atrocities committed by the 
authorities upon the accused. The 
chief of the district, accompanied by a 
detachment of Cossacks, reached the 
estate soon after the devastation. Atl 
the peasants were gathered in. No In- 
vestigation was made. Thechief in- 
vited priests to administer the last 
sacrament to the prisoners and then or- 
dered the Cossacks to beat them all to 
death. The butchery lasted for four 
hours. Twenty-three peasants were 
killed and 130 were mutilated. 

The Cossacks, then thoroughly tired 
out, compelled the peasants to continue 
flogging each other, and men had to 
beat their own brothers, sons and 
fathers. The victims of this slaughter 
were innocent, those really guilty hav- 
ing escaped. In spite of these revela- 
tions the court found sentences as re- 
lated above. 


Promises to Mohammedans 

Simla, India, Oct. 2—The most influ- 
ential body of Mohammedans that has 
ever approached the Indian government 
presented an address to Viceroy Minto, 
setting forth the grievances and aspira- 
tions of the Mohammedans of India, 
and especially their claim for a fair 
share in any modified system of repre- 


| Sentation that might be contemplated. 


Minto promised all reasonable ald to 
the desires of the deputation and prom- 
ised that in any attempted modification 
of their religious beliefs the national 
traditions would be respected. 


Record-Breaking Coal Product 

Washington, Oct. 2.—The geological 
survey has made public statistics on 
the production of coal in the United 
States in 1905. From these it appears 
that both in quantity and value the 
production surpassed all previous rec- 
ords in this country. The output 
amounted to 392,919,341 short tons, 
which had a value at the mines of $476,- 
756,963. The total production in this 
country last year was nearly 50 percent 
larger than that of Great Britain, which 
until 1899 was the leading coal produc- 
ing country in the world. 


Mormonism’s Leader Arrested 

Salt Lake City, Oct. 2.—President Jo- 
seph F. Smith of the Mormon church 
was arrested and bound over to the dis- 
trict court here on the charge of living 
unlawfully with five wives. Smith 
was arraigned Immediately after his ar- 
rest and waived preliminary hearing. 
He was released on his own recog- 
hizance. Smith reached here two days 
ago on his return from Europe. He 
then learned that an attempt had been 
made to secure his arrest for a statu- 
tory offense in connection with the birth 
of his 48rd child. 


Amassed Fortune From Poor 

New York, Oct. 2—*“Al’’ Adams, 
policy king, bucketshop gambler, Sing 
Sing convict, former millionaire, ended 
his career by looking upon his gray 
face and grizzled head in a mirror, plac- 
ing a revolver at his temple and send- 
ing a bullet into his brain. Despond- 
ency over the loss of his large fortune, 
taken for the most part from the hands 
of the very poor, who were his policy 
victims, is given as the reason for the 
act. He was 65 years old. 


American Wins Balloon Race 

Paris, Oct. 2—A _ semi-official an- 
nouncement of the result of the com- 
petition for the Bennett cup for Inter- 
national aeronauts was given out as 
follows: Winner, Lieutenant Frank P. 
Lahm of America; second, Signor Von 
Willer of Itaty; third, Count de la 
Vaulx of France. Lahm was in the 
air for 23 hours, and landed in Flying- 
dale, near London. 


American Mission Reaches Fez 

Tangier, Oct. 2—Upon‘the arrival at 
Fez of the American mission to the sul- 
tan, under Minister Gummere, an im- 
posing military force gathered outside 
the capital and accorded a brilliant re- 
ception to the members of the mission. 
The Moors are in a state of great per- 
plexity over the object of the mission, 
which is the first American official visit 
to the capital. 


Suicide of Newspaper Artist 

New York, Oct. 2.—John C. Baker, 38 
years old, head of the art department 
of the New York Herald for several 
years past, committed suicide last night 
in his apartment by shooting. The sui- 
cide was due to extreme nervousness, 
immediately induced because his 
apartments were in a state of disorder 
owing to painters being at work there. 


The Rooseveits In Washington 

Washington, Oct. 2.—President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt and three of their chil- 
dren, Ethel and Archie and Quentin, re- 
turned to Washington yesterday after- 
noon from their summer home at Oyster 
Bay. The president looked the picture 
of health as he stepped from the train.

House.

Timely Arrival of 
The Des Moines 


A Santiago dispatch of Monday con- 
cerns a Quincy bailt warship. It says 
the arrival here this afternoon of the 
American cruiser Des Moines relieved a 
serious situation. Fully 4000 armed 
revolutionists were encircling the city 
within three miles. They were undis- 
ciplined, badly organized, without 
shelter and hungry. There had been 
constant rains, discontent was rife and 
they were threatening te raid the city. 
The government forces concentrated in- 
side Santiago were not sufficient to 
drive the besigers away. 

All the official Cupan flags had been 
lowered when the Des Moines entered 
the harbor. Commander Culver says be 
has no instructions to change the pres- 
ent government and that his mission 
here is solely for the preservation of 
order. Demetrio Castillio is expected 
here tonight. He will proceed at once 
with the work of disarming the revolu- 
tionists. With the exception of the 
lifting of cattle and horses and the 
seizing of provisions there has been no 
outlawry. Commander Culver will not 
land maripes unless such action becomes 
necessary.

Negro Instantly Killed on Crowded 
Station Platform 


SPECTATORS IN A PANIC 


Slayer Immediately Arrested-- 
Is Said to Have Been Jealous 
ot His Wife, Who <s Known 
as a Beauty Among Her Race 


Boston, Oct. 3.—Charles F’. Queen, a 
negro living at 11 Irvington street, was 
shot and instantly killed yesterday af- 
ternoon in the Park street station of the 
subway. The man who did the shoot- 
ing, Henry A. Brown of Springfieid, 
Mass., also a negro, 35 years old, Is now 
locked up. 

The two men, accompanied by two 
negresses, left an elevated train in the 
Park street station and started down 
the steps leading to the lower level 
where the surface cars stop. As they 
reached the lower step Brown sudden- 
ly drew a revolver and fired five shots 
at Queen, who fell unconscious and lay 
motionless on the station floor. 

Immediately there was a panic in the 
station. The platforms were crowded 
and there were scores of women shop- 
pers in the throng. All hastened to get 
out of range of the shots, which rapidly 
succeeded each other. Nearest to the 
murderer of any of the station employes 
was the ticket chopper at the northern 
entrance, but it would have been folly 
for him to have attempted to intervene, 
and Brown had full sway of the station 
for the moment. 

Satisfied that he had accomplished his 
purpose, he dashed for the southern 
exit, about 50 feet distant. He reached 
it and ran up the stairs. By this time 
some of the unwilling spectators of the 
crime had regained their composure 
enough to give chase, and Brown had 
only time to gain the top of the stairs 
before he was caught by Fred C. Hem- 
enway, who held him for the police. 

Several women in the crowd in the 
station fainted, and there were un- 
grounded fears that others besides 
Queen had become targets for the 
Weapon so recklessly used. Ambu- 
lances were summoned from the hos- 
pitals, but there was no need for them. 
Queen had been killed instantly. 

The quartet of negroes had entered 
the elevated train at the Scollay square 
station, having visited the court house 
in Pemberton square for the purpose 
of obtaining a warrant against some- 
one for assault and battery. They 
were excited and attracted the atten- 
tion of passengers by their vehement 
conversation during the ride between 
there and Park street. 

It is rumored that the affair is at- 
tributable to a jealous husband. 
Brown's wife, who was a Washington 
girl, is known as a beauty among her 
race, and acquaintances say that Brown 
had frequently remarked that Queen 
was trying to break up his home. A 
few weeks ago Brown figured in the 
municipal court, where he was brought 
by his wife on a charge of non-support. 
The complaint was dismissed. Be- 
sides a wife Brown has a small daugh- 
ter. 


White Man For Hawalian Office 

Honolulu, Oct. 83—The Democratic 
and Home Rule parties held territorial 
conventions here and nominated candi- 
dates for delegates to congress. The 
Democrats nominated E. B. Lanahan, 
an attorney. He is the first white man 
to be named for office in the islands. 
The Republicans nominated Prince 
Kalanianaole, present incumbent. The 
Home Rule candidate is Charles Not- 
tley, part Hawaiian. 


Trains Collided on Trestle 

New York, Oct. 3.—More than a score 
of persons were more or less seriously 
injured, though none fatally, in a rear- 
end collision between two trains at the 
Broad Channel station on the trestle 
over Jamafta bay at Far Rockaway last 
night. An electric train was blocked 
near the station when a rapidly moving 
express appeared around a sharp curve 
and struck the rear of the electric thin. 


Big Packers Join New Organization 
Chicago, Oct. 3.—AIl the big Chicago 


packers have become members of the’ 


newly organized American Meat Pack- 
ers’ association. Members of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the organization 
called on the heads of the various con- 
cerns, explained the project and sub- 
mitted a copy of the constitution and 
by-laws. As a result, the Chicago pack- 
ers joined. 


New Owners of Eoston Nationals 

Boston, Oct. 3.—Manager Tenney an- 
nounces that the Boston National Base- 
ball club has been sold. No details are 
given out, but Tenney will be part 
owner of the club and Roy Thomas of 
the Philadelphia National League club 
has also an interest. A wealthy man 
who does not live in Boston has fur- 
nished the necessary money to secure 
the club. 


American Wins Balioon Trophy 

London, Oct. 3.—An American aero- 
naut, Lieutenant Frank P. Lahm, has 
won the first contest for the James Gor- 
don Bennett cup. All of the balloons 
which started from Paris Sunday have 
now been accounted for and the United 
States, handled by Lahm, easily came 
in first. 


Terrorism to Be Resumed 
Warsaw, Oct. 3.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Socialists, at a meeting 
held yesterday, decided upon an active 
resumption of terrorism. 


Reaches Summit ot Mt Mckinley 
After Repeated Failures 


New York, Oct. 3.—Satisfying a long 


cherished ambition, Dr. Fred A. Cook 
of Brooklyn has reached the summit 
of Mt. McKinley, which, towering 20,- 
464 feet above the Pacific ocean, is be- 
lieved to be the highest point of the 
North American continent. Cook’s feat 
is particularly notable, as his is the first 
ascent of the mountain on record and 
followed repeated failures. News of 
his success was brought to friends here 
last night in the following telegram 
from Cook to H. L. Bridgman of the 
Brooklyn Standard Union, from Tyo- 
nek, Alaska: 

“We have reached the summit of Mt. 
McKinley by a new route from the 
north and have mapped 3000 miles of 
country. Return to Seattle by next 
steamer. 

Cook’s persistent efforts to climb Mt. 
McKinley have attracted wide atten- 
tion not only from an adventuresome 
standpoint, but because of the practical 
value attached to the success of such 
ap expedition. Cook has been able, ap- 
parently, to add considerably to the 
geographical records of Alaska. 

Cook left here last May for his second 
attempt. Professor Parker of Colum- 
bia university, who accompanied him, 
later returned and said that two Inef- 
fectual attempts to reach the moun- 
tain’s top had been made and that he 
had left Cook to make still another. In 
his expedition Cook had with him Rus- 
sell W. Porter, a photographer, and a 
half dozen servants and guides.

Al Adems Perhaps Murdered 

New York, Oct. 3.—While evidence in 
connection with the finding of the dead 
body of Al Adams in his apartments 
tends toward proving that he commit- 
ted suicide, there are many of his 
friends who believe that he was mur- 
dered. They say it was common belief 
that Adams had many enemies who 
hated him with bitter intensity, and 
since the recent crash of the bucket- 
shop enterprise in which he was inter- 
ested their number has been increased 
by the many small speculators who lost 
by the failure. Both the police and the 
coroner’s office will continue their in- 
vestigation. It is difficult to give an 
estimate of the wealth left by Adams. 
It has been placed as high as $10,000,- 
000, and as low as half that sum. 


Crew Cowed by Officers 

New York, Oct. 3—A mutiny aboard 
the British bark Port Stanley, in which 
the rebellious crew were beaten into 
submission, is reported by Captain 
Howe of the tug William J. McCallin, 
which towed the vessel to sea. The 
crew of 25 rebelled while the ship was 
awaiting favorable weather to proceed 
to Melbourne. They took exception to 
the manner of the officers in giving or. 
ders, and to the quality of the food 
Captain Easson, armed with a revolver, 
and his officers with belaying pins, after 
a fight drove the men below decks, and 
nailed down the hatches. An offer to 
tow the ship to port was refused, Easson 
replying that he had the crew under 
control and intended to make the sail- 
ors work. 


Mobile In Working Condition 

Mobile, Ala., Oct. 3—With telegraph 
wires working in sufficient numbers to 
carry all business, and all railroads in 
operation except the New Orleans 
division of the Louisville and Nashville, 
business conditions are now almost nor- 
mal. Dealers in perishable goods yes- 
terday supplied their first orders and 
trade generally is all that can be ex- 
pected. Telephone service is restored 
and street cars are running on all lines 
except the interurban roads. Promi- 
nent insurance men are positive that 
the loss will not amount to over $1,000,- 
000. Reductions are made in the re- 
ports of losses in other places. 


Lynching Likely to Follow 

Mobile, Ala., Oct. 3—Roy Hoyle, a 
special railroad officer, was fatally shot, 
and Alderman Sidney Lyon was slight- 
ly wounded last night during a fight at 
the county jail between deputy sheriffs 
and a crowd of men, determined to cap- 
ture Dick Robinson, a negro, aged 17. 
The mob is still hunting the negro and 
will lynch him if he is caught. Robin- 
son had attacked Ruth Sosaman, 12 
years old. 


Taft May Be Supreme Justice 

Washington, Oct. 3—The president 
will not make any appointment to fill 
the vacancy on the bench of the gsu- 
preme court of the United States until 
the reassembling of congress in De- 
cember. Secretary Taft has been of- 
fered the position, and has had the 
question of accepting or declining it un- 
der consideration for some time. 


Millionaire's Wife Gets Divorce 

Cleveland, Oct. 3—Judge Phillips 
has granted a divorce to Mrs. W. J. 
White, wife of the millionaire president 
of the American Chicle company, other- 
wise known as the chewing gum trust. 
Mrs. White charged her husband with 
desertion.

Cuba to Have a Second Trial oi 


Self-Government 


NO ANNEXATION MOTIVE 


Magoon Will Be Provisional Gov~ 
ernor and Funston Will Com- 


mand Troops--Eleven ‘Trans- 


ports Already Chartered 


Washington, Oct. 3.—President 
Roosevelt discussed freely with his 
cabinet and individual callers the pres- 
ent situation in Cuba. The president 
reiterated to the cabinet and to others 
that the action of the American govern- 


ment was destined solely for the bene- 
fit of the people of the island with a 
view to the complete restoration of or- 
der there and the protection of all in- 
terests. He declared that he had no 
such motive in view us possible annexa- 
tion by the United States. What he 
wanted now was that the Cubans 
should be given another chance at self- 
government. 

Unless extraordinary conditions arise 
no extra session of congress will be 
called to deal with the Cuban situa- 
tion, as the president considers he has 
ample authority to proceed in the mat- 
ter. 

It seems to be well settled that for- 
mer Governor Magoon of the Panama 
canal zone will be appointed provisional 
governor of Cuba in succession to Secre- 
tary Taft. Both the president and Taft 
had in view the designation of Govern- 
or Winthrop of Porto Rico, but the 
president has expressed the belief that 
he can better spare Magoon from his 
duties in the Philippine islands, where 
he has been appointed a member of the 
Philippine commission and vice govern- 
or general of the islands, thun he can 
the services of Winthrop for the sev- 
eral months during which he expects 
the provisional governorship of Cuba 
will centinue. The president expects 
Taft to return to Washington in a fort- 
night or less. 

Secretary Taft cabled to the war de- 
partment requesting that Brigadier 
General Funston be designated to com- 
mand the American troops in Cuba and 
the military secretary immediately is- 
sued an order to that effect. Brigadier 
General Wint, commander of the de- 
partment of Missouri, reached here late 
yesterday and left last night for New- 
port News, where he will be in charge 
of the embarkation of the first expedi- 
tion. His orders show that the expedi- 
tion is to be known as the first expedi- 
tionary brigade. 

Quartermaster General Humphrey 
has concluded the charters of 11 ves- 
sels which will be used for the trans- 
portation of animals from this country 
to Havana. One of them, the Andes, 
will sail from Tampa with the horses 
and mules of the light battery of the 
Fourteenth artillery. The other 10 
transports will sailfrom Newport News. 
A vessel is now en route to Havana 
with 100,000 feet of lumber to be used 
for camp purposes. 


Long Chase For Falthiess Wife 

New York, Oct. 3.—In pursuit of his 
wife and the man with whom she fled 
from St. Petersburg, General Cuchacoff 
of the Russian army arrived in this city 
only to find that the fleeing couple had 
eluded him and were now approaching 
the shores of France. Gabriel Essipoff 
and the wife of Cuchacoff arrived from 
Europe last Thursday, but within an 
hour were on board the La Savoie en 
route for Havre. The general is ac- 
companied by a friend who said he 
would not like to be in Essipoff’s place 
if the general ever catches up with him. 


Pair of Frauds Captured 

Racine, Wis., Oct. 3.—Fred C. Stock- 
ing and H. D. Miller were arrested in 
Milwaukee on a charge of trying to ex- 
tort $20,000 from Mrs. Richard T. Rob- 
inson of this city. They were brought 
here from Milwaukee and are in jail. 
Their arrest was accomplished through 
a clue given the police by the First Na- 
tlonal bank of Chicago. A letter to 
Mrs. Robinson directed that the money 
which it was sought to extort be de- 
posited in that bank. A trap was set for 
the conspirators. 


Steamboat Officers May Win 

Baltimore, Oct. 3.—In the fight of the 
licensed officers of the steamboats of 
the Baltimore, Chesapeake and At- 
lantic, and the Maryland, Delaware and 
Virginia Railway companies for  in- 
creased pay, the advantage seems de- 
cldedly on the side of the men. Any 
considerable continuance of present 
conditions will cause grave trouble in 
Places which depend upon these steam- 
boats for supplies. 


Governor Pardons a Forger 

Montpelier, Vt., Oct. 8.—After sery- 
ing a little over three years of a state 
prison sentence of six years, Dr. Waldo 
R. Harkness of this city, who . was 
charged with forgery and convicted in 
1903, has been pardoned by Governor 
Bell. Harkness forged the names of 
Burlington men to certain notes on 
which he had secured $2000. Bell made 
no statement in granting the pardon.

vice to Malcontents 


Havana, Oct. 3.—The attitude of the 
authorities of the United States in Cuba 
regarding the possibilities of the pres- 
cnt situation seemed favorably ex- 
pressed when Colonel Waller, com- 
manding the marines, remarked that an 
ounce of prevention was worth a pound 
of cure. The remark was called forth 
by preparations that were going on at 
Camp Columbia to transport 450 ma- 
rines from the encampment westward 
for the purpose of having them in adja- 
cent towns when the first instalments 
of General Guerra’s disbanded men 
reached these places. 

While no disorder is anticipated 
when the former revolutionists reach

talion of marines, which will be the 
first to occupy Pinar del Rio, was the 
force sent forward last night by special 
train. The orders came from Governor 
Taft at 6 o'clock and half an hour 
later the battalion had boarded a train 
for the west. 

One thousand of Guerra’s followers 
will go to Pinar del Rio in special 
trains, while 1800 others will start to 
march to their homes, taking with them 
their horses and extra mounts. It is the 
purpose eventually to restore all horses 
to their rightful owners. 

It is believed that all the revolution- 
Ists in the vicinity of Havana will have 
been peacefully dispersed in three 
days. Generals Guerra and Del Cas- 
tillo are actively co-operating to this 
end. Together with Guzman, the com- 


mander-in-chief of the rebels in Santa

CAMPAIGN BOOK OU'r 


Democrats Say That Panic Will 
Follow Present Boom 
Washington, Oct. 3—Bearing the 
motto “Equal Rights to All, Special 
Privileges to None,” on its title page, 
ithe Democratic congressional campaign 
book has been issued. It contains 243 
pages and a vast amount of matter de- 
signed to combat the claims and polleies 
of the Republican party, while at the 
| same time it upholds all the principles 
for which Democracy contends. Tariff, 
trusts and combines, corruption and 
scandals, the attitude of Democracy to- 
; wards organized labor, the wage ques- 
} tlon, extravagance of Republican ap- 
propriations and other questions are dis- 

} cussed. 

It is asserted that all the panics in 

this country have occurred under Re- 
| publican auspices and with the highest 
protective tariff, and that “the present 
boom will be followed by a panic is only 
a question of time.” 

Numerous instances of Republican 
tariff changes are quoted, from which 
the deduction is made that in 45 years 
the Republicans have changed or re- 
vised the tariff law 48 times. 

With relation to their attitude toward 
organized labor, the book asserts that 
the Democrats were the first to give it 
recognition. Taking up President 
Roosevelt's position on the question, it 
is declared that his “hostility to the 
labor element Is no secret. He has ex- 
pressed it in his books, in his official 
utterances and by his acts.” 


Labor Division on Politics 

London, Oct. 3.—The labor move- 
ment in Great Britain is at 
passing through an interesting phase. 
The Liberal section in parliament fs led 
by John Burns and the Socialist section 
by James K. Hardie. The Federation 
of Miners took a ballot which is under- 
stood to have decided against joining 
the Haridle section. On the other hand, 
the Amalgamated Soclety of Railway 
Servants passed a resolution In favor of 
adhesion to the Hardie section. 


| Futile Efforts to Wreck Trains 
Geneva, N. Y., Oct. 3.—Three at- 
tempts were made within a few hours 
to wreck trains near this place. On 
each occasion ties, rails and planks 
were placed on the track at Clark’s 
bridge. Each time the obstruction was 
discovered in time to prevent a_ col- 
lision. It was the evident purpose of 
the would-be wreckers to throw the 
trains off the bridge, which spans 
| small stream 30 feet below. 


Democratic Convention Pians 
Boston, Oct. 3.—While the permanent 
chairman of the Democratic state con- 
vention has not yet been selected by 
the party, John Cummings of Fall River 
has been agreed upon as chairman of 
the committee on resolutions and J. P. 
Feeney of Woburn as temporary chair- 
man. George F. Williams will make the 
speech nominating John B. Moran for 
| governor. 


Death Relleved Awful Suffering 

Vincennes, Ind., Oct. 8.—Literally 
cooked alive In a boiler into which 
steam was turned by mistake, Gustav 
F. Friend, a boilermaker, 40 years old, 
lived five hours with his flesh dropping 
from him In chunks. He remained con- 
scious and arranged all his worldly af- 
fairs, bade his people goodbye and then 
prayed with his pastor till death came. 


City Guards Thoroughly Armed 

Odessa, Oct. 3.—The local theatre, 
where the Jewish company played, has 
been burned. A professor and two 
students perished in the flames. Po- 
lice patrols and convoys are now sup- 
plied with rifles, in addition to re- 
volvers and sabres. Guards on duty 
at public buildings have been ordered 
to have their rifles always loaded. 


Seal Poachers’ Ships Confiscated 

Victoria, B. C., Oct. 3—News was 
received by the steamer Bellerophon, 
from the Orient, of the seizure of the 
Japanese sealing schooners Taifuku 
and Daihan Tai Yo, owned by the com- 
pany whose schooners raided St. Paul 
rookery. They were captured off Coo- 
per island by a Russian warship and 
confiscated. 


Found Bomb Makers’ Nest 

Kharkov, Oct. 3.—The police have 
discovered a bomb factory in the out- 
skirts of the city. They took posses- 
sion of more than 60 bombs and a quan- 
| tity of other explosives and secured 
information leading to the discovery of 
other laboratories, where four more 
bombs were seized. Two arrests were 
| made.

Demonstration Lectures. 


Quincy women will doubtless be glad 
to know that one of the famous women 
of New Enland is coming to their city 
and that they will have an opportunity 
of seeing ber and hearing her speak. 
Mrs. Mary J. Lincoln will give a course 
of demonstration lectures on cookery in 
Brasse hall, Wollaston, on Monday 
afternoon beginning October eighth and 
eacb successive Monday for six weeks. 

The people of Wollaston will be par- 
ticularly anxious to greet Mrs. Lincoln 
for she has many friends there. She 
was one of the pioneers of Wollaston 
and made her home there from 1872 to 
1894. It was at her suggestion that the 
Wollaston Literary club was started, 
which has changed its name and is now 
running as the Elliot club. 

Mrs. Lincoln’s activities however, 
were not long confined to Wollaston. 
In 1879 she became the first principal 
of the Boston Cooking School where 
she worked faithfully for six years 
until she resigned. Since then she has 
gained a world wide reputation as a 
writer and lecturer en domestic science. 
She wrote the ‘‘School Kitchen Text 
Book"’ and the ‘‘ Boston Cook Book’? of 
which over 100,000 copies have been 
sold. For ten years she was editor of a 
culinary magazine besides writing 
numberless articles for other magazines 
and papers. She has given nearly a 
thousand lectures on cookery in more 
than 300 towns and cities from Maine 
to California. 

The lectures which she is now to give 
in Wollaston are for the benefit of the 
Wollaston Free Kindergarten. This ob- 
ject is a worthy one and will appeal 
especially to mothers but it would seem 
that without regard to the object every 
housekeeper ought to be interested in 
Mrs. Lincolo and her lectures.

‘OCTOPUS 


LAUNCHED 


Japanese and 
United States 
Navies Are 
Represented 


Another launching, the fourth within 
afew weeks, was held at the yards of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. this 
morning. The boat launched was the 
second of the four submariues being 
built by The Electric Boat Co. for the 
United States Navy, and was christened 
**Octopus.’’ ; 

Noon was given out as the time for 
the launching and many who reached 
the scene before twelve o’clock were 
disappointed, because the dip was taken 
at 11.37. 

The launch today was a private one, 
being limited to a few invited guests 
who were admitted by ticket to the 
yard and building in which the sub- 
marines are built. The shores of Wey- 
mouth Fore river are open to the public 
however, and many wituaessed the 
launch from the shores and from sail- 
ing craft in the river. 

The greatest secrecy has been main- 
tained in the building of these boats, 
and no one outside of the workmen and 
officials has been allowed to enter the 
building where they are. For this 
reason no description of the boats has 
been given out, other than the Octopus 
is 105 feet lo ng, and the largest in the 
fleet. 

When the first of these boats, the 
Cuttletish, was launched Sept, 1, there 
was a little hitch, owing to her getting 
stuck on the ways, just as she was about 
to enter the water. This time, how- 
ever, there was no hitch, and she took 
to the water as gracefully as a’ duck. 

As she slid off the ways into the 
water her bow went down and it looked 
fora minute as though she would be 
submerged, She quickly righted her 
self, however, and rode gracefully on 
the water. Sbe was immediately taken 
in tow and taken to the fitting out dock, 
where sbe will be made ready for her 
trials which will be held ina few weeks 
off Peddocks Island.

The severing of the rope allowed a 
bottle of wine to fall against the bow of 
the boat. As it struck the steel plates 
of the boat it was smasbed into a thou- 
sand pieces and Miss Webster in a clear 
voice said, ‘‘I christen thee, Octopus.” 

The shrill whistles in the yard and 
from the craft in the river, as well-as 
cheers from the guests and workmen 
gathered about, announced to the world 
that another sailing craft had been 
added to the war fleet of Uncle Sam. 

Immediately after the launch the 
guests at the launch were entertained 
at lunch by the builders, and at a little 
after 1 o’clock the special car was 
taken back to Kast Braintree and attach- 
ed to the 1.50 train for Boston.

Former Friends Are Endeavoring 
to Accomplish It 


TROUBLE OVER PLATFORM 


‘‘Regulars”? Make Strong Effort 
to Retain Control ot Party Or- 
ganization, but Moran Declares 
That It Will Be Otherwise 


Boston, Oct. 4.—For the first time in 
many years the gathering of delegates 
for the Democratic state convention 
found arrangements far from complete, 
with the platform committee at odds 


over certain resolutions and scarcely 
any of the convention officers selected. 

The supporters of John B. Moran for 
the nomination for governor announced 
that John P. Feeney of Woburn would 
be made temporary chairman of the 
convention and that a program con- 
forming to the wishes of the candidate 
would, if need be, be jammed through 
despite any opposition. 

Until within the past few days it 
was generally believed that with a 
large majority of the delegates pledged 
to, or at least favoring, the candidacy 
of Moran, there would be scarcely a 
breath of opposition to him in the con- 
vention. But rumors of a strenuous 
effort to defeat the Boston district at- 
torney are heard at the Revere house, 
where, as usual, the delegates met to 
exchange their credentials for tickets 
to the convention. 

The leaders of the Moran movement 
scoff at any such opposition, but, never- 
theless, they are circumspect as to what 
their program may be, and refuse to 
name their candidate for permanent 
chairman of the convention and also de- 
cline to intimate the features of the 
platform. 

The first intimation of any opposition 
to Moran came a few days ago in the 
resignation of Joseph A. Dennison, the 
first assistant district attorney, and the 
placing of an advertisement in the local 
papers advocating the election of Mo- 
Tran as governor and William R. Hearst 
as president. 

Mr. Moran repudiated the advertise- 
ment and it was found that it had been 
inserted by Timothy W. Coakley, a 
brother-In-law of Dennison. The ten- 
sion between Moran and his former 
friends at once became strained, and 
has ever since been rapidly growing 
more intense, with Mayor Fitzgerald 
looming up as a factor in the opposi- 
tion against Moran. 


Incidentally Moran has summoned a 
number of persons connected with city 
hall, including reporters of the daily 
papers, to testify before the grand 
jury on a charge that the newspaper 
owned by Mayor Fitzgerald had tried 
to influence or intimidate voters at the 
primaries. 

The opposition to Moran is still in evi- 
dence and there is every indication of a 
bitter fight In the convention. 

The opponents of Moran made a 
strong effort last evening to retain con- 
trol of the party organization. Moran 
and his followers refused to yield any 
of the fruits won at the primaries last 
month. 

During the evening, at a meeting of 
the state committee, Chairman Quincy 
tendered his resignation, which was 
laid on the table. The committee also 
appointed a sub-committee to draft a 
resolution for the convention endorsing 
Bryan for president. 

The fight to retain control of thd 
state committee was made by Mayor 
Fitzgerald of Boston, Josiah Quincy 
and James H. Vahey. Moran was rep- 
resented at the conference by John P. 
Teeney. Fitzgerald offered to abstain 
from any fight in the convention and 
turn over the entire organization of 
that body to the Moran leaders, pro- 
vided that he would choose the seven 
Boston members of the state committee 
which would have given the present 
party leaders control over the organiza- 
tion for at least two years. The con- 
ference lasted far into the night and 
ended with Feeney’s ultimatum from 
Moran in which the district attorney de- 
clared his intention of taking full con- 
trol of the party in this state. 

Mayor Fitzgerald refused to state 
whether he would carry the contest to 
the floor of the convention. As Moran 
practically swept the state in the late 
primaries, it is difficult to understand 
how the minority in today’s convention 
can defeat his efforts to reap the entire 
fruits of his victory. 


War on the Bosses 

Providence, Oct. 4.—At a harmonious 
convention of delegates representing 
the Democrats of Rhode Island the fol- 
lowing state ticket was nominated: 
For governor, J. H. Higgins, Paw- 
tucket; lieutenant governor, Charles 
Sisson, Providence; secretary of state, 
William Palmer, Bast Providence; at- 
torney general, E. M. Sullivan, Cran- 
ston; state treasurer, J. H. Archam- 
bault, Warwick. The platform adopted 
dealt almost entirely with state ques- 
tions, calling for constitutional re- 
vision, the overthrow of so-called 
“bossism” and the election of United 
States senators by direct vote of the 
people.

His wife, who did not wish to make 
the fact of his disappearance public be 
cause she thought that he would return 
home any day, has come to the conclu- 
sion that he was either inveigled away 
or else has met with foul play. 


Dreadnought Has Made Good 

London, Oct. 4.—The battleship 
Dreadnought has started on a 30-how 
consecutive steam trial.

curred, in which Superintendent 
O’Mally and 16 others lost their lives, 
many men are supposed to be entombed. 
Two rescue parties have entered the 
mines and two men named Dolbert and 
Godash have been rescued and re- 
vived. 

The mine is reported to be on fire and 
the work of rescue is retarded. The 
cause of the explosion is not deter- 
mined. Great excitement prevails in 
the neighborhood of the mines. Crowds 
of men, women and children remain 
around the drift mouth anxiously await- 
ing news of relatives and friends among 
the missing. 

The explosion took place in what is 
known as the St. Paul entry of the mine. 
Reports of the number entombed men 
vary from 60 to 100 men. The lack of 
brattice cloth helps to retard the rescue 
work and a oarload of it is being hur- 
ried forward on a special train from 
Bluefield. The definite results of the 
explosion will not be known for perhaps 
12 hours. 

The force of the explosion was hard- 
ly noticeable at the mines’ mouth, as the 
entry in which it occurred is two and a 
half miles in the mountains. A number 
of men in the south mines were almost 
suffocated before they were rescued. 


Boy Kidnapped For Ransom 

New York, Oct. 4.—Willie Labarbera, 
the 5-year-old son of the proprietor 
of a delicatessen store here, is believed 
by his parents to be in the hands of kid- 
nappers who are holding him for a ran- 
som. The child has been missing since 
Sept. 21. The night of his disappear- 
ance a letter was received by the 
father, saying: “Do not look for your 
son, as we have him. If you do look 
for him, harm is likely to come to him. 
We will write again.” 


Made Fortune From Nothing 

New York, Oct. 4.—Edward B. Wes- 
ley, 95 years old, said to be the oldest 
active banker in New York, died in his 
country home in Portchester. He was 
employed as a carpenter’s helper near 
Boston. After years of toil he started 
to walk to this city. When he arrived 
he had $2.31. He secured a position as 
office boy and worked himself up to the 
high position which he held in the af- 
fairs of Wall street until his death.

strenuously opposed to annexation was 
accompanied with an intimation that 
those Republicans who are preaching 
annexation are embarrassing the presi- 
dent and his subordinates who are set- 
ting about to restore an independent 
government in Cuba. 

Under the policy the president and 


his cabinet have adopted only one con- 
dition can bring about the annexa- 
tion of the island—the determination of 


the Cubans themselves not to attempt 
to maintain a government of their own. 
The president does not expect any such 
condition to arise. He has faith to be- 
lieve that there is enough patriotism 
among the Cuban people to support an 
honest effort on the part of the United 
States to restore home rule. The policy 
was adopted by the administration 
without any discussion. Every mem- 
ber of the cabinet here stands at the 
president’s back. 

The president and his advisers believe 
that any other course would be in con- 
trovention of the spirit of the

Alger Was For Taking Cuba 
Detroit, Oct. 4—Senator Alger, for- 
mer secretary of war, commenting on 
the Cuban situation, said: “I was in 
favor of taking over Cuba at the time 
we took over Porto Rico, but President 
McKinley and some of the others in the 
cabinet did not agree with me. I have 
always entertained serlous doubts as 
to the success of self-government in 
Cuba, but it may be that the action of 
the American government in this crisis 
will bring home to the Cubans the full 
sense of their responsibility to them- 
selves and point the way more clearly 
to them in the work of taking care of 
themselves. I personally would pre- 
fer to see Cuba develop into a strong 
independent republic than to have it 
annexed to the United States just now, 
for I think we have enough to do as it 
is.

President Roosevelt, who has all 
along been anxious to have Magoon go 
to Cuba, acted promptly on Taft’s dis- 
patch and immediately announced the 
appointment of Magoon. This decision 
leaves Winthrop to finish important 
work which he has in hand in Porto 
Rico and will delay for but 
months Magoon’s departure

WITHOUT OPPOSITION 


Former Rebels Are Surrender- 
ing Their Arms to Americans 

Havana, Oct. 4.—The willing alacrity 
with which the rebels are laying down 


a few

their arms to the commission appointed 
to superintend that important phase of 
the termination of the revolution is the 
greatest surprise the provisional gov- 
ernment has yet encountered in _ its 
smooth working program. 

This operation is now well under way 
in the vicinity of Havana, 700 of 
Guerra’s men, with their horses, having 
already been entrained for Pinar del 
Rio, while one brigade marched to 
Gunajay without a sign of disorder. 

Hundreds of persons from Havana 
went out to Santiago de Las Vigas to 
view the disarmament. They were dis- 
appointed at not seeing the rebels 
actually surrender their guns, but 
nevertheless they Witnessed an inter- 
esting sight. As a concession to the 
men General Funston and Major Ladd 
permitted them to take their arms to 
Pinar del Rio, where most of the men 
joined the insurgent army. The rifles, 
however, were first counted by officers 
of marine under the direction of Ladd, 
aud the men will be required to sur- 
render them before leaving the train 
at Pinar del Rio. 

The speech delivered by Governor 
Taft before the University of Havana 
hhas been received with great satisfac- 
tion by both the revolutionists and the 
government party in Santa Clara prov- 
ince. 

Governor Taft now occupies the office 
in which the affairs of Cuba have been 
administered successively by the Span- 
ish governors of the island, General 
Wood and President Palma. He estab- 
ished himself in these quarters yester- 
day afternoon. He will take up bis resi- 
dence in the palace in a few days.

President Roosevelt’s Son Mu:t 
Testify In Assault Case 

Boston, Oct. 3—Theodore Roosevelt, 
Jr., and sevaral of his fellow students 
at Harvard, together with two police 
officers from station 4, have been sum- 
moned before the Suffolk county grand 
jury in connection with the investiga- 
tion by that body of assault upon one 
of the officers on Boston common last 
Thursday evening. 

At the time of the assault Roosevelt 
and several other Harvard students 
were taken to station 4, but after- 
wards released. The next day Police 
Commissioner O’Meara issued a state- 
ment to the effect that the case would 
be more fully investigated and an at- 
tempt made to obtain a warrant for 
toosevelt’s arrest. The son of the 
president, accompanied by his counsel, 
appeared before Judge Sullivan of the 
municipal court on Saturday and after 
an explanation of the episode the war- 
rant was refused and it was believed 
that the affair had been closed. The 
whole matter will now be reopened by 
the action of the grand jury. 

Shaun Kelley of Fitchburg, 
mate of Roosevelt and president of the 
sophomore class of Harvard, was ar- 
rested last night on a warrant issued by 
the municipal court of this city charg- 
ing an unknown person With an assault 
upon a police officer. He was taken to 
the Cambridge police station, where he 
furnished bail, and will appear in the 
municipal court of this city for a hear- 
ing.

|Delay In Waterman Case 

Guildhall, Vt., Oct. 3.—It was stated 
here that in all probability the Water- 
man polsoning case will not be consid- 
ered by the Essex county court, which 
opened its sessions here yesterday. 
More than a year ago Robert Water- 
man of Victory was indicted for mur- 
der in the first degree. This procedure 
followed the investigation into the sud- 
den death of the prisoner’s 3-year-old 
daughter, Lilla. It was alleged that 
two wives of the prisoner and four of 
the children had died suddenly and un 
der suspicious circumstances within a 
few years. 


Mistake In Drawing Indictment 

Boston, Oct. 3.—Alderman David 
White of Chelsea was found not guilty 
and discharged by the jury which had 
been hearing the evidence in his case. 
The feature of the trial was the admis- 
sion by Assistant District Attorney 
Dennison that the indictment against 
White had been drawn under the wrong 
law, the “common law” being followed, 
instead of the statutes. White was 
eharged with soliciting a contribution 
of $100 for his vote from Hudson L. 
Hall, candidate for election as city au 
ditor.

Newport, R. L., Oct. 3.—The sult 
brought by Chief Yeoman Buenzle 
against the Newport Amusement com- 
pany for refusing him admission, while 
in uniform, to a dance hall controlled 
by that organization, has been assigned 
for a jury trial in the superior court 
Luenzle sued the company for 35000 
and President Roosevelt and Rear Ad 
miral Thomas both have contributed t 
the yeoman’s expenses of the trial, 
making the matter a test case for the 
honor of the American uniform.

Boston, Oct. 5.—Nothing has been 
heard of the long overdue British 
steamer Edenhall, from Progreso, Mex., 
which was looked for at this port last 
Sunday.

“Barnum made a colossal fortune,” re- 
marked Dr. Wiley on a recent occasion, 
“by acting on the principle that the 
American people like to be humbugged. 
To be cheated, fooled, bamboozled, ca- 
joled, deceived, pettifogged, dema- 
gogued, hypnotized, manicured and 
chiropidized are privileges dear to us 
all.” 

Even the operation of the new food 
law, if rigidly enforced, will not rob 
the American people of their cherished 
privilege of being humbugged if they 
coutinue to believe the statements of 
some manufacturers that certain drugs 
are good for their health, but the law 
will reduce the humbuggery very ap- 
preciably by insisting upon the proper 
labeling of all products, so that if one 
wants pure apple jelly he may buy a 
jar so labeled and if he prefers mule 
hoof he may go around looking for a 
label to indicate the animal. 

It should be remembered that the 
new law relates not only to food, but 
to Hquors and medicines, so that there 
must be government inspection of ev- 
erything that goes down the human 
gullet provided that it is sold from 
state to state and thereby comes un- 
der the head of interstate commerce. 


Uniform Food Law.

Plattorm Sticks Fast For Pro- 
tective Tariff Principle,

In a Revision--Against Gov-|

Boston, Oct. 6—A blow to immedi-} 
ate tariff revision and to the champions 
of more reciprocal trade schedules, led 
by Eugene N. Foss, was delivered at 
the Massachusetts Republican conven- 
tion, which renominated by acclama- 
tion a, state ticket composed entirely 
of men now in office, and adopted with- 


out a vestige of remonstrance a “stand- 
pat” platform, which called for such | 
tariff changes as might be found neces- | 
sary from time to time, with the under- | 
standing that they be applied to all sec- | 
tions of the country and to all indus-'! 
tries. 


CURTIS GUILD, JR. 


Undisturbed harmony prevailed at | 
the convention. Tao voices raised in| 
opt osition to the renomination by ac- 
clamation of Lieutenant Governor Dra- | 
per constituted the only note of fric- | 
tion in the entire proceedings. The 
ticket named was as follows: 

Governor, Curtis Guild, Jr., of Boston; 
lieutenant governor, E. S. Draper of 
Hopedale; secretary of state, W. M. | 
Olin of Boston; treasurer and receiver | 
general, A. B. Chapin of Holyoke; audi-} 
tor, H. E. Turner of Malden; attorney | 
general, Dana Malone of Greenfield. | 

The convention was harmonious, but! 
at the same time it was enthusiastic. | 
From the standpoint of individuality 
Attorney General Moody easily won the 
honors from the delegates. He was! 
cheered repeatedly and heartily. As | 
chairman of the committee on resolu-| 
tions be occupied a prominent ptace in| 
the proceedings, and the rest of the | 
members of the platform committee | 
took occasion to report a plank approv- | 
ing his nationa] accomplishments, espe- 
cially his efforts towards carrying out 
the provisions of the anti-trust and in- 
terstate commerce laws. 

If any hostility to Governor Guild 
has existed, as alleged, in the party, 
none was manifested in the convention. 
He was given an ovation when he was 
conducted before the meeting. In his 
brief, but forceful, speech of accept- 
ance he rejoiced, he said, that his re- 
nomination “had been deliberately | 
given after open discussion, not only of 
my official acts, but of my personal con- 
victions on publie questions.” 

Mr. Foss took no part whatsoever in 
the proceedings. He had made his 
fight before the resolutions committee, 
but the best he could secure in behalf of ; 
reciprocity was the platform approval | 
of the action of the Massachusetts rep- 
resentatives in congress in asking con- 
sideration of the tariff, with a view to} 
revising them whenever the public in- | 
terests demanded. 

Mr. Foss had been a candidate for the 
nomination of lieutenant governor and 
made a contest in the recent primaries 
on reciprocity issues. He won, how- | 
ever, only about 100 delegates to the 
convention and then abandoned his 
fight for office, though not his struggle 
for reciprocity. The platform adopted | 
is less favorable to pronounced tariff 
changing than the resolutions ac- | 
cepted at last year’s convention, when 

approval was expressed of immediate | 
action in the way of tariff readjust- 
ment. 

Former Governor Bates was perma- 
nent chairman of the convention. He 
dwelt at length upon existing prosperity 
and declared that needed reforms 
could be best worked out through the | 
Republican party. All the speakers | 
were applauded freely, both by the del- 
egates and by a large crowd of people. 

Congressman Weeks nominated Goy- 
ernor Guild and Melvin O. Adams pre- 
sented the name of Lieutenant Govern- 
or Draper. Adams scored the Demo- 
cratic party and was particularly a 
vere upon its convention. He uttered a 
warning, however, over the nomina- | 
tion of John B. Moran by the Demo-| 
erats. Republicans might think, he| 
stated, that the Democratic standard } 
bearer possessed “a supply of nerve | 
and braggadocia, but there are people 
who believe that he possesses moral | 
courage and _ self-abnegation.” He} 
counseled watchfulness and work.

Mourning In Many Homes in 
Mining Town ot Pocahontas 
Bluefield, W. Va., Oct. 6.—Twenty- 

nine bodies have been recovered from 

the. Pocahontas Collieries company 
mine at Pocahontas and a conservative 


estimate places the total number of 
dead at 70. The rescuing party 
reached the scene of the explosion, but 
the immense amount of debris and 
wreckage has hampered the search for 
bodies. 

The mining town of Pocahontas Is 
plunged in mourning. In a score of 
homes relatives and friends are watch- 
ing by the side of dead loved ones. 

Half a score of men were put to work 
digging graves in the same cemetery 
and close to the spot where, in 1884, 
over 200 who had perished in a similar 
explosion were buried. 

At the improvised morgue Hungar- 
ians, Italians and negroes thronged to 
identify the dead, and as fast as this 
was done the bodies were placed in cof- 
fins and removed to their homes. Enor- 
mous crowds gathered here from all 
over the ‘vast coal field and all the sa- 
loons of the little town were closed. 
This prevented any trouble. 


Indicted For Sensational Crime 

Albany, Oct. 6—After examining 572 
men during a period of nearly two 
weeks, a jury was finally secured to 
try the case of John C, Hammond, ac- 
cused of murdering his wife in this city 
last November. The body of Ham- 
mond’s wife was found packed in a 
trunk at their home, with strong evi- 
murdered. 

While 
the police of the entire country were 
searching for Hammond, _ several 
months later he walked into police 
headquarters in this city and surrend- 
ered himself, afterward impcing.

Chief Clerk Lynch 
placed it in a bucket of water and let it 
soak for several hours. Upon being 
opened, it was found to contain a small 
case resembling a cartridge shell, sur- 
rounded by black powder, and was in- 
tended to be exploded by the removal 
of the lid. There is no clue to the 
sender.

Heavy storms broke throughout the 
country within 100 miles west, north 
and east of this city. Reports of sugar 
cane and cotton crops blown down or 
sugar mills demolished are coming in 
from this entire section. The damage, 
iucluding that -done in New Orleans, is 
placed at over $1,000,000. 

The worst tornado was north of New 
Orleans, where it devastated portions 
of three parishes. New Orleans was 
visited by another tornado, and another 
passed northward of Biloxi, on the gulf 
coast. 

The first tornado struck west of 
Baton Rouge parish, killing Theodora 
Forel and daughter, Mrs. White. Two 
children in Mrs. Forel’s house were fa- 
tally injured and five men were injured 
in the collapse of a sugar refinery on 
the St. Delphine plantation. 

The city of Baton Rouge was slight- 
ly damaged. In St. James parish one 
woman, whose name was not learned, 
was killed, while Mrs. H. R. Webber 
and daughter und Mrs. John Meyer and 
also a negro were fatally injured. Fif- 
teen buildings were blown down in this 
parish. At Ponchatoula George Hawes 
and son were killed in the collapse of 
their house and the two other children 
of Hawes were fatally injured. <A 
dozen other persons were injured there. 

Another tornado struck New Orleans 
ond, while no lives were lost here, 
property damage reached $500,000 and 
about 50 persons were injured. Fully 
100 buildings were demolished, about 
75 of which were blown flat. Most of 
the demolished buildings were negro 
cabins, and it was here that nearly all 
the injuries occurred. The path of the 
tornado through the city was eight 

miles long. 

In places the storm’s path was about 
80 feet wide and only at two or three 
points did it reach 100 feet in width. 
The tornado here appeared ata distance 
as a cloud sweeping along the surface 
of the earth.

The article to which Jerome 
takes exception was an editorial inti- 
mating that Jerome entered into a con- 
spiracy with life insurance officers in 
accordance with which he was not to 
prosecute them. 


Prosperous Business Conditions 

New York, Oct. 6.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says that no 
unfavorable developments have ap- 
peared except the damage by storm at 
the south. which was almost entirely 
local in effect.

Six Months For Manslaughter 

Boston, Oct. 6.—Six months in the 
house of correction was the sentence 
imposed by Judge Bond on John J. 
Halloran, who had pleaded guilty to a 
charge of manslaughter in causing the 
death by shooting of his brother-in-law, 
James F. Mulkay. Judge Bond said 
that Halloran acted in self-defense and 
that if he had pleaded not guilty and 
had been given a trial before a jury 
he might have been acquitted. 


Missing Steamer Limps Into Port 

Boston, Oct. 6—The long overdue 
steamer Edenhall limped into quaran- 
tine last night. six days overdue on a 
voyage from Progreso, Mex.

However, only six men 
are positively known to have been in 
the tunnel at the time of the explosion, 
but the usual night shift numbers 15, 
and none of them has been located out- 
side of the mine. Rescuing parties have 
taken out four dead bodies. The cause 
of the explosion is not known.

Washington, Oct. 6.—The pure food 
regulations, prepared by Dr. W. W.

Havana, Oct. 6.—While the disarma- 
ment of the rebels will not be com- 
pleted tonight, it is now confidently 
expected that the entire operation will 
be finished by Monday, with the excep- 
tion of Puerto Principe province, 
which has been less affected. than any 
other province by the rebellion, but 
which is now a favorite region for 
marauding bands, which should more 
correctly be called bandits than rebels. 

Although the surrender of guns has 
not been made compulsory either by the 
provisional government or the disarm- 
ing commission, the rebel commanders 
have ail given their followers to under- 
stand that it was expected and that the 
laying down of their arms was & matter 
of duty. The result of this has been 
that the number of rifles surrendered 
is larger, in proportion to the number of 
men disbanded, than the government 
expected. . 

For instance, 800 rebels disbanded in 
Pinar del Rio province up to now 
have turned in 600 guns. Governor

GIRL’S STAMP FAD. 


Indiana Miss Plans Unique Covering 
For Her Bedroom Walls, 

The extraordinary task of papering 
her room with canceled postage stamps 
has been started by Miss Sadie Cham- 
bers of Anderson, Ind., at the home of 
her mother, Mrs. Margaret Chambers, 
says an Anderson dispatch to the New 
York Herald. 

The room is 15 by 24 feet and has a 
nine foot ceiling. The stamps of all 
nations are being pasted on the re- 
verse or blank side of ordinary wall 
paper, and to cover one roll of paper 
twenty-four feet long and eighteen 
inches wide 6,336 stamps of the Ameri- 
ean two cent denomination will be re- 
quired. For the entire room, if one de- 
sign is followed, 186,912 stamps will 
be needed, while another way of cover- 
ing the walls and ceiling With stamps 
will require 191,160. 

A short time ago Miss Chambers had 
on hand 91,000 stamps, collected within 
two months, and she thinks she will be 
able to get 100,000 more within three 
months. If she can average three to 
five hours a day on her undertaking 
she will be able to complete it by 
house cleaning time nex¢ spring. 

Her friends in Chicago, New York 
and Pittsburg are assisting her in col- 
lecting the stamps. Miss Chambers 
was through Kentucky recently visit- 
ing relatives and continued her trip 
south to Birmingham, Ala., and on her 
way home she will stop in Louisville.

MOB. VENGEANGE 


Arkansas Negro Strung Up ona 
Telegraph Pole 


POLICE NOT FAR AWAY) 


Reached Scene of Lynching Atter 
Victim Was Dead and Found 

bfa Crowd ot ‘Merely Onlookers”’ 
--Mobs In Other Places 


Argenta, Ark., Oct. 8—As a sequel 
to the killing of John Lindsay and 
wounding of his son, Policeman Milton 
Lindsay, here Saturday night, pre- 
sumably by Garrett Colum and Charles 
Colum, negroes, H. Blackburn, a negro, 
was lynched last might at the corner 
of Sixth and Maln streets. 

The trouble originated on Sept. 12, 
when a white man named McDonald 
killed a negro named Wiley Shelby. 
Next day, at the inquest at the Colums’ 
mudertaking store, a difficulty arose in 
which Robert Colum was killed and 
Deputy Constable Ed Lindsay and Gar- 
rett Colom severely wounded. Po- 
liceman Milton Lindsay, a brother of 
Ed Lindsay, and his father were walk- 
ing past the Colum store when they 
were fired upon from ambush. John 
Lindsay was kifled and his son severe- 
ly wounded. 

When the police and citizens attempt- 
ed to enter the store they were fired on. | 
It is supposed Charles and: Garrett 
Colum did the shooting. Later in the 
night, thinking the Colum _ brothers 
were still locked in the rear rooms of 
the store, the place was dynamited, but 
the negroes had escaped. Early Sun- 
day Will Harding was halted on the 
street by persons unknown, whether 
black or white he could not tell in the 
darkness. Ho was asked if he was 
black or white. On replying that he 
Was white he was told to go back and 
while leaving he was shot in the back. 

Later James Mahoney, a contractor, 
and Al Belding, a reporter of the Little 
tock Gazette, while going to see Hard- 
ing, discoverea a house on fire. Ma- 
honey fired his pistol in the air to give 
the alarm and immediately the two men 
were fired on from the four different 
quarters with shotguns. Mahoney was 
painfully shot in the hand and Belding’s 
clothes were pierced with birdshot. 

H. Blackburn, 37 years old, a negro, 
who conducts a confectionery store in 
Argenta, was arrested yesterday on sus- 
picion of being the man who fired on 
Mahoney and Belding. 

Last night four masked men entered | 
the police station from the rear and one 
covered the turnkey with a pistol while 
the others got his keys and quickly un- 
locked Blackburn's cell and took him 
out the back way. Nota shot was fired

Chicago National Leaguers Easily 
Land Baseball Pennant 


AMERICANS ALSO VICTORS 


Strugg’e] With New York Ence! 
In Favor ot Windy City Players 
--Both Boston Teams Establish 
Records as Tail-Enders 


Chicago, Oct. 8.—The baseball season 
of both major leagues ended yesterday 
with games at Chicago, St. Louis and 
Cincinnati. For the first time since the 
two big leagues have been organized 
both championships have come to one 
city. The Chicago National league 
team won first honors in that organiza- 
tion easily. Taking the lead early in 
June, and holding ft to the end, it es- 
tablished a new major league record 
for number of games won. Of the 153 
games played by the team, 116 were vic- 
tories, the previous best record in this 
respect having been held by the New 
York club in the same league. 

In*the American league the Chicago 
team upset all calculations, made early 
In the season, by winning the pennant. 
The contest was not decided until last 
week, the New York team being within 
striking distance of the leaders until 
Oct. 38, when a defeat at Philadelphia 
put them out of the running. 

An equally hard struggle for second 
place was not decided until two days 
later when Chicago defeated Cleveland 
and took away the Ohio club’s last 
ebance to overhaul New York. The 
fourth and fifth teams, Philadelphia 
and St. Louis, were within hailing dis- 
tance throughout the season, Philadel- 
phia, in fact, leading the league on 
three separate occasions, the last time 
Aug. 5. Washington and Boston 
dropped behind early in the race. 

In the National league, outside of 
Chicago’s work, the chief feature of the 
season was the hard struggle for second 
place between New York and Pittsburg. 
This lasted until the first week in Sep- 
tember, when the latter team feli back. 
The other five clubs in the league oc- 
cupled the same relative positions 
throughout most of the season, although 
Brooklyn and Cincinnati finished with 
but ore game between them for fifth 
and sixth places respectively. St. 
Louis was never a contender, and the 
Boston club’s record of 102 defeats was 
only exceeded by that of the same club 
in the American league.

LIFE IN WELLMAN CAMP 


Indiana Doctor Tells How Nortb 
Pole Seekers Are Faring. 


AROTIO HARDSHIPS NOT SO BAD 


Member of Exploring Expedition 
Soon Discarded Surplus Clothing 
and Found Summer Flunnels Com- 
fortable—Live Air Chamber Induces 
Fresh but Warm Breezes In Sleep- 
ing Room—Menu Changed Daily. 


Dr. W. N. Fowler of Bluffton, Ind., 
American physician with the Wellman 


north pole expedition, writes the fol- | 


lowing account of the “hardships” he 
and his fellow scientists are enduring 
while preparing for their expedition, 
which has been postponed until next 
year, says a Bluffton correspondent of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Their air- 
ship, in which the effort is to be made, 
could not be got in trim for a north- 
ward flight before frost, hence the post- 
ponement: 

“Dane’s Island, Spitzbergen, Camp 
Wellman, Aug. 4.—I am writing this 
that our Indiana and Ohio friends may 
know the privation and isolation we 
are undergoing for the sake of science 
and the discovery of the long sought 
pole. We are encamped in a frame 
house substantially built, consisting of 
a house within a house, large and com- 
modious, with a fine dining room, 
which will accommodate twelve men. 

“The living room within the house 
proper has a live air chamber within 
its walls, with a circulation of air 
warmed by the kitchen range and by 
natural draft brought warm and fresh 
into each bunk. Said bunks are ar- 
ranged in tiers, one above the other, 
at the sides of the room, nine on one 
side, starting from the floor, and three 
on the opposite side, suspended from 
the ceiling. The bunks are equipped 
with good mattresses and pillows, 
sheets, pillow cases and wool blankets. 
They have large curtains sliding on 
large brass rods, so that each member 
of the staff has the privacy of his own 
bunk. 

“The kitchen is equipped with a fine 
steel range and every necessity for 
good, clean cooking, a fine enameled 
sink at one end of the range for wasli- 
ing dishes and a sixty gallon copper 
tank for warm water at the other. 
This tank sits against the wall between 
the kitchen and lavatory, and a tap is 
placed in the lavatory for obtaining 
warm water for bath and washing. 
The luxury of a bathtub in a living 
house in the arctics is found for the 
first time in the house of our present 
abode. 

“As most of you have doubtless set- 
tled opinions about our daily diet, 
thinking it possibly consists of bear's 
bosom, bread and bad coffee, of course, 
Iam loath to disturb them, and to show 
my respect for these same opinions I 
will mention only a few of the things 
we have to eat in our simple life and 
will state that our bill of fare changes 
each day, so that we never tire of our 
diet. Breakfast consists of fruit. 
breakfast foods, ham, bacon, eggs, with 
buckwheat or wheat cakes, cookies, 
bread, butter and coffee in quantities. 

“For dinner, soup, roast beef or boiled 
ham, with fresh potatoes and boiled 
onions, peas, corn, asparagus or toma- 
toes, bread and butter, apple or mince 
pie, with coffee or nuts. Meats and 
vegetables changed each day. Pickles, 
olives, tomatoes and all kinds of game, 
chocolate or gelatin puddings are on 
the table. We have tea at 2:30, at 
which tea, coffee or chocolate, with 
jam, cheeses and crackers are served. 
Then supper at 7:30, consisting of one 
hot meat and one hot vegetable, with 
frequently baking powder biscuits with 
maple sirup or honey or fruit. This is 
often changed to give variety, and 
from the articles mentioned you must 
see the great privations we undergo. 

“Then, too, the intense cold of the 
arcties, from which I was going to per- 
ish, has compelled me to make many 
additions and then again as many 
subtractions to my body covering. 
When I left Tromso I put on two suits 
of underwear, two pairs of socks, a 
woolen shirt, sweater, winter coat and 
hunting boots and an oilskin suit. I 
was advised that as soon as I got to 
sea it would be very cold. Our boat is 
not a large one, and the weather was 
rough—so was the sea—and when | 
came to on the third day and we were 
among the floating ice I imagined I 
Was nearly frozen to death. For two 
days I could not get rid of this horrible 
imagination, but when I did I began to 
peel off clothing until I got down to 
one suit of summer flannels, with or- 
dinary woolen outer shirt, coat with ne 
vest and ordinary trousers, bare band- 
ed and oftener bareheaded and always 
comfortable. 

“Now as to the awful isolation. We 

had been here less than two weeks 
when the sister ship to the Frithjof, 
the Laura, chartered for the summer 
by Max Fleischmann of Cincinnati, 
dropped anchor in our little harbor on 
the evening of July 4. In his party 
were Fleischmann and wife, Dr. and 
Mrs. Holmes, also of Cincinnati, and 
a Mr, Liamonth, an Englishman. They 
stayed two days and then left for 
Greenland. Then on July 17 an excur- 
sion steamer, the Oohoma, a German 
boat with sixty-five tourists, was here 
for four or five hours. Then on July 
18 a French tourist boat, the Lle de 
France, wh 189 tourists on board, 
was here one whole day. The Prince 
of Moroceo, with his yacht and a sci- 
entific expedition, was at anchor for 
several days in Virgo bay and made 
several short calls. 
“I hope to be able to live through 
this ‘terrible experience,’ but if I am 
not successful please put in my obitu- 
ary, ‘He did his best.’ Hope to be in 
Bluffton on Oct. 20.”

It is obvious that the future additions 
of pavilions for patients must be made 
in such a way as to ensure the greatest 
amount of sun and air. This neces- 
sitates a corridor ranning northerly 
from the east end of the present corri- 
dor and the pavilions, built as required, 
projacting southeasterly as will be seen 
on the accompanying plan. These 
pavilions will be of brick of two stories 
in height to contain open wards, pri- 
vate rooms, and the necessary ward 
conveniences. 

The present Administration building 
may answer until one or perhaps two 
of these pavilions are built} but a new 
Operating Department is surely needed 
now and before long the new Adminis- 
tration building should be built witha 
domestic wing, and a complete. up-to- 
date Operating Department. If all can- 
not be built at once the Operating De- 
partment should be built first as the 
present facilities are inadequate. 

A study of the block plan will show 
an almost ideal possibility of landscape 
architecture. A front driveway ex- 
tending through the trees and sweeping 
up around a broad circle to the Admin- 
istration building—all away from inter- 
ference with or disturbance of the sick: 
a service and ambulance drive over the 
present driveway which works in ad- 
mirably for this purpose: the grounds 
with their beautiful trees forming a 
most attractive setting and giving an 
impression of great breadth and ex- 
panse, opening up as they do to the ex- 
tensive and beautiful view of Boston 
harbor. And all possible with a com- 
paratively small expense for grading. 

NURSES HOME. 

The first building to be erected in 
following out the new scheme is the 
Nurses’ Home. This will set the pace, 
and be typical of the new institution 
which it is hoped will be gradually de- 
veloped. ‘The materials are red brick 
with very simple trimmings of stone 
and a slate roof. The style is pure col- 
ovial of the most simple, classic, and 
refined type, dignitied yet economical of 
maintenance; fitting 
alike the purpose and the historic en- 
vironment of this old colonial town. 
A reference to the plans will readily 
show the proposed interior arrange- 
ment. 

A classic porch opens into the vesti- 
bule and thence into a fine large sitting 
room with a fireplace. This room 
opens out onto a large veranda, and is 
connected with a small study or lecture 
room and a tea kitchen that will be 
appreciated by the ladies, The rest of 
the first floor has six single bed rooms 
with large closets and a toilet and bath. 

The second floor has a large room for 
the head nurse in charge, eight single 
bed rooms, a toilet and bath, linen 
room and slop hopper. ‘The third floor 
has four single or double roomsand a 


construction and 


toilet and batb, thus providing first 
class accommodation for a score of 
nurses. The basement has a trunk 


space and nurses’ laundry. 
BOILER HOUSE. 

The boiler house is to go under the 
present laundry, thus bringing together 
all these engineering problems. A 
large, low pressure boiler is to ba in- 
Stalled and the old high pressure boiler 


for laundry use retained. A man’s 
room is to be built in the corner with 
toilet, ete., and a large coal pocket 


and autopsy under the drying platform. 
This plant will provide ample heat for 
the present Hospital, for tbe new 
Nurses’ Hume, and for the proposed Is- 
olating Department. This is the most 
economical and convenient disposition 
of these necessities, and this arrange- 
ment will provide, with the addition of 
a new boiler, for many years to come, 

Other drawings showing the floor 
plans of the Nurses’ Home will appear 
in the Daily Ledger tomorrow.

These and many other important sub- 
jects pertaining to the welfare of the 
city have received our attention, and at 
the present time our committees are 
wo1king on many interesting subjects 
upon which reports will be made at an 
early date. Among these are the bury- 
ing of wires on the main thoroughfare. 
The widening of Hancock street be- 
tween Granite street and Revere road. 
The appointment of an inspector of 
wires and of buildings. A tree warden. 
Needed amendments to the City Char- 
ter, A bill tothe Legislature regulat- 
ing the present discrimination in car- 
rying express packages by steam rail- 
roads. A plan to improve the present 
congested condition of street car traflic 
and needless transfer system now in 
vogue in City Square. 

The ensuing year should be far more 
successful than the past, and as loyal 
citizens I appeal to you to work to- 
gether for those interests so vital to the 
welfare to our city and home. 

Lurgently recommend tbat the com- 
mittee on publicity arrange at once for 
a free monthly publication to be known 
as the Citizens’ Bulletin through the 
columns of which our citizens may ex- 
change views on public affairs, com- 
mend or criticise the acts of public of- 
ficials, offer suggestions for the im- 
provement of city affairs, and recom- 
mendations for the consideration of 
public service corporations as well as 
publishing the names and records of 
men well fitted to bold public office, and 
by our united efforts increase at once 
our membership and create a deeper in- 
terest and more patriotism in public 
and city affairs on broader and progres- 
sive lines. 

Matters of general interest and for 
the welfare of the city were discussed 
in a general manner. 

One of the important subjects taken 
up was the congested condition of City 
Square near the fountain, caused by the 
street car lines from tho several sections 
ending here. A communication ip 
relation to this matter will be forward- 
ed to the Mayor and City Council. 

It was also voted to appoint a com- 
mittee to consist of two from each ward 
and three at large to examine into the 
qualifications of candidates for city of- 
fice at the coming election.

The Massachusetts Board of Health, 
says the Boston Courier, is making a 
potewortby attempt to have clean bak- 
eries throughout the State. The mul- 
titude of people who buy tbeir bread 
and pastry at the public bakeries cer- 
tainly will second every effort of the 
Board to make clean and wholesome the 
sources of their daily food supply. 

Through its own investigation the 
State Board of Health has secured a 
record of 247 bakeries in Massachusetts 
that are ‘‘distinctly bad.’’ ‘They are 
distributed as follows: Attleboro, 1;

proclaiming amnesty not only to the 
rebels, but to all persons charged with 


political offenses or crimes in any way 
connected with the revolution. He also 
issued orders covering the attitude of 
the American marines and soldiers to- 
ward the people of Cuba. The much- 
discussed question of the ownership of 
the horses used by the revolutionists 
was covered in a special decree issued 
last night. It is expected that the am- 
nesty proclamation will clear the way 
for greater freedom of action by Ma- 
goon, who will succeed Taft. 

The Mascotte, with Magoon, General 
Bell, Mrs. Taft and Mrs. Bacon, en- 
tered Havana harbor yesterday after- 
noon. In the wake of the Mascotte 
came the battleship Texas with a de- 
tachment of 300 marines from Norfolk. 
Upon arriving at the palace Messrs. 
Taft, Bacon an@ Magoon had a long 
conferenee. Following this conference 
Magoon received the members of the 
press. He declined to discuss his plans 
for the future. He expressed himself 
as gratified at being in Cuba. He said 
he would take up his residence at the 
Quinta Hidalgo, the country seat of 
Minister Morgan, as the minister's 
guest, pending the departure of Govern- 
or Taft, and that he might continue to 
reside there if he found it convenient. 
Magoon left soon after for the Quinta 
Hidalgo at Mariano. 

General Bell also will reside at the 
army headquarters in Marianao, occu- 
pied during the first perlod of Amer- 
ican intervention by General Lee. Gen- 
eral Funston will make his headquar- 
ters at Camp Columbia. 

While the arrival of the new governor

Washington, Oct. 10.—The parade of 
the United Spanish war veterans was 
a feature of the annual encampment and 
reunion of that organization and the 
line of march was thronged by cheering 
thousands.

SECRETLY INDICTED 


Two Crocker Jurors Held on 
Charge ot Accepting Bribe 
Boston, Oct. 10.—John F. Cronan and 

Matthew F. Killion, accused of accept 
ing a bribe while serving as jurors in 
the Crocker wll case, were arraigned 
in the superiur criminal court before 
Judge Bond, after being rearrested up- 
on their discharge by Judge Ely in the 
lower court. When their case was 
reached in the municipal court an- 
nouncement was made that both the de- 
fendants had been secretly indicted by 
the grand jury. Cronan and Killion 
were held in the sum of $5000 each for 
trial in the superior criminal court. 

The arrest of Cronan and Killion 
was ordered Sept. 22 by District Attor- 
hey Moran after he had seen the news- 
paper publication of their alleged con- 
fessions of having accepted bribe 
money while serving as jurors. No 
time has been set for their trial. 

The specific charge against the two 
men is that they accepted money from 
William J. Martnett for their votes in 
favor of breal’ing the will of Uriel H. 
Crocker, who left practically all of his 
estate, amounting to $800,000, to his 
widow. The will was contested by the 
three sons of the testator. 


Independence League Ticket 

Boston, Oct. 10.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Independence League, 
which was empowered by the state con- 
vention of the league to fill vacancies, 
has nominated the following officers: 
For secretary of state, C. C. Paine of 
Hyannis; state treasurer, G. M. Harri- 
gan of Lowell; attorney general, G. E. 
Gardner of Worcester. The state 
ticket of the league, which comprises 
John B. Moran for, governor, E. G. 
Brown for lieutenant governor, T. L. 
Hisgen for auditor and the men just 
hamed, will appear upon the official bal- 
lot. With the exception of Gardner, all 
the candidates were nominated by the 
Democrats. 


Waitham Has Diphtheria Scare 

Waltham, Mass., Oct. 10—With 64 
eases of diphtheria scattered through 
the town, a meeting of the board of 
health was held last evening to obtain 
a grant of $600 from the board of alder- 
men toward the support of a ward in 
the hospital for the cases that develop 
among the children of the poorer 
classes. Mayor Harvey discredited 
the existence of an epidemic, but ts 
lending the board his support in obtain- 
ing the needed funds. 


Thieves Made Off With $1000 

Boston, Oct. 10.—Two thieves  suc- 
ceeded in robbing the Washington 
street ticket office of the Boston and 
Albany railroad of several stacks of 
bank notes, amounting to more than 
$1000. While one of the thieves en- 
gaged the attention of the only clerk on 
duty by calling him up on the tele- 
phone, the other walked into the office 
and carried away-the money, which lay 
on a counter inside of the railing. The 
thieves escaped. 


Jane Toppan Reduced to Skeleton 

Taunton, Mass., Oct. 10.—Jane Top- 
pan, the nurse who killed a dozen or 
more of her patients at various times, 
now in the Taunton insane hospital, 
for a year and a half has refused to 
eat, and nourishment has been adminis- 
tered artificially. She is unable toleave 
her bed and her welght bas been re- 
duced from 210 pounds to 80. The 
physicians say that the woman may 
live six months or may die within a 
short time. 


Traffic Temporarily Stopped 

Melrose, Mass., Oct. 10.—All lines of 
electrics in this city were practically 
tied up by a heavy electrical storm last 
evening. The downpour carried large 
amounts of gravel onto the tracks, cov- 
ering them completely in various places. 
Lightning also caused much damage, 
extinguishing all the electric lights in 
the city, causing a mix-up of signals ou 
the fire alarm, and affecting the tele- 
phone service seriously. No one was 
injured. 


Officer and Prisoner In Hospital 

Taunton, Mass., Oct. 10.—Richard 
Marley, who, the police say, had been 
drinking, attempted to kill Police Offi- 
cer Grady with a baseball bat on the 
street because Grady arrested Marley 
last week. Grady uplifted one of his 
arms and diverted the blow from his 
head, but the arm was broken by the 
bat. To save his life, the officer shot 
Marley twice in the leg. Both men are 
in a hospital. 


Weavers Object to New Looms 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 10.—Fifty 
Weavers in the E. B. Thayer woolen 
mill, Valley Falls, have struck, claim- 
ing that new looms put in operation by 
the company recently reduce the earn- 
ing capacity of the weavers 15 percent. 
Superintendent Arthur declines to make 
a statement in the absence of the owner 
in New York. 


Indicted For Son’s Death 

Barnstable, Mass., Oct. 10.—The 
grand jury convened here and brought 
in an indictment of manslaughter 
against Arthur S. Hoxie, charged with 

assaulting and beating his 4-year-old 
son, Arthur C., and causing his death. 
Hoxie pleaded not guilty. 


Life Sentence For Murder 

Hartford, Oct. 10.—The murder trial 
of Joseph Ferraiola, who was accused 
of killing Joseph ‘Prestia, was brought 
fo a sudden ending when the prisoner 
pleaded guilty to murder in the second 
degree. He was sentenced to state 
prison for life. 


Moran Does Not Endorse Bryan 

Boston, Oct. 10.—District Attorney 
Moran, who has arrived home after a 
tisit to New York, states that he in- 
tends to remain in the field, but he does 
not endorse the Bryan resolution 
adopted at the Democratic convention. 


WIPES OUT OLD DEBT 


American Board Succeeds In 
Raising a Million Dollars 
North Adams, Mass., Oct. 10.—An an- 
nouncement that the debt of $1,000,000 
which has accumulated during the sev- 
eral years had been entirely wiped out 


through the generosity of some busi- 
hess men in making up the balance was 
an unexpected feature at the first ses- 
sion of the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions held here. 

A storm of applause from the 1000 
delegates followed the announcement 
that the debt had been wiped out and 
after Rev. Henry Hopkins, D. D., had 
said a prayer of thanksgiving on ac- 
count of the gift a white-haired man 
arose in the audience and started the 
“Doxology,” every voice in the audi- 
ence immediately joining him in singing 
the words “Praise God from whom all 
biessings flow.”” The scene was one of 
the most dramatic ever witnessed at a 
meeting of this character. 


The New Haven’s Acquisition 

Hartford, Oct. 10.—It is reported in 
transportatton circles here that the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad has taken over the Hartford 
and New York Transportation com- 
pany. The transportation company 
bas two steamers which make trips be- 
tween Connecticut river points and 
New York on alternate days, owns six 
tugs and 22 barges and controls prac- 
tically all the towing on the Connecti- 
cut river. It also has a shipyard here. 


Hudson River Tubes Opened 

New York, Oct. 10—The second of 
the two tubes of the Pennsylvania 
railroad tunnel under the Hudson river 
was opened yesterday afternoon when 
the two ends were brought together un- 
der the middle of the river. The in- 
terior of the tube was decorated to sig- 
nalize the finish of the digging. The 
tubes will not be ready for use for a 
year, as they must be lined with ce- 
ment and supported by piles driven into 
the bed of the river. 


Mistook Man For Moose 

Gagetown, N. B., Oct. 10.—Stanley 
Fanjoy was last night found guilty of 
manslaughter, with strong recom- 
mendation for mercy. While moose 
hunting he shot William Kincaide dead, 
mistaking him for a moose. The crown 
believed it an accident, but contended 
there was negligence and Fanjoy was 
hunting without a license. Judge 
Landry sent him to jail from 8 o'clock 
last night till 2 Pp. Wh. today. 


Probably Murdered For Money 

New York, Oct. 10.—Coroner Pidcock 
states that a skeleton found 10 days 
ago on Asbury mountain is that of 
Frank L. Hopkins, a Newark contrac- 
tor, who disappeared two months ago. 
The coroner believes the man was mur- 
dered and finds evidence to substantiate 
the theory that he was burned alive. 
Hopkins is believed to have had consid- 
erable money Ww yhen he disé ippeared. 


Labor Men Stirred Up Over Politics 
Lawrence, Mass., Oct. 10.—The Fed- 
eration of Labor convention became 
quite excited because of the introduc- 
tion of a political resolution. The reso- 
lution caused a big stir, and at ad- 
journment was still hanging fire, and 
will be again taken up. The resolution 
which caused the discussion was one 
condemning the legislative acts of 
Lieutenant Governor Draper. 


Storm Bothered Electric Wires 

Boston, Oct. 10.—This city and out- 
lying districts were deluged last night 
by a heavy rainstorm which lasted 
nearly two hours. The water caused 
considerable damage to cellars and sub- 
urban streets. The storm was accom- 
panied by heavy thunder and sharp 
lightning. Electric wires in several 
cities and towns in the eastern part of 
the state were disarranged. 


Joke, Jealousy and Double Crime 

Brooklyn, W. Va., Oct. 10.—As the re- 
sult of a joke on his wife Charles 
Smith, mayor of this town, is believed 
to be dying and Mrs. Smith is also 
probably fatally wounded. Smith had 
Elbert Medley dress up as a woman 
and call him out to the gate. Mrs. 
Smith, maddened by jealousy, shot her 
husband and then shot herself.

Lodz, Russian Poland, Oct. 10.—The 
men in all the factories in Lodz went on 
strike yesterday afternoon because of 
the introduction of the system of 
drumhead court martials. They made 
unsuccessful attempts to stop street 
ears and broke the windows of a num- 
ber of cars with stones.

Toms River, N. J., Oct. 10.—The prin- 

cipal feature of the testimony at Tues- 

day’s session of the trial of Dr. Frank 

Brouwer, accused of the murder of his 

wife by the administration of poison 

and ground glass, was the testimony of 

Professor Genth of Philadelphia, the 

expert chemist who analyzed the con- 

tents of digestive organs taken from 

Mrs. Brouwer’s body. 

A portion of Genth’s testimony was 
looked upon by the friends of the pris- 
oner as distinetly favorable to him. 
In testifying about the jars in which 
the organs were placed he admitted that 
particles of glass found by him on the 
outside of the stomach had undoubtedly 
been broken off the jar in putting on or 
taking off the cover. He had previously 
testified to the finding of a number of 
particles of glass in the intestines, but 
under cross-examination the fact that 
in one instance at least pieces of glass 
found had come from the jar containing 
the organ was brought out and this ad- 
mission by the witness was considered 
of much importance. 

Dr. Cattell, who made the autopsy, 
testified that Mrs. Brouwer’s death 
might have resulted from arsenical poi- 
soning. He said he had failed to find 
indications that death had _ resulted 
from natural causes. 

Miss Una Dudley, one of the nurses 
who attended Mrs. Brouwer during her 
fatal illness, testified that she had not 
administered to the sick woman hypo 
dermic injections prepared by Brouwer, 
but she was not allowed to tell why. 


Appeal Touched Governor's Heart 

Albany, Oct. 10.—The appeal of a 
12-year-old child touched the heart of 
Governor Higgins and he cut four years 
from the sentence of John H. O’Rourke, 
who is serving an eight-year term in 
Sing Sing prison. O'Rourke will be 
liberated in December. The letter was 
written by Jennie O’Rourke, the pris- 
oner’s daughter, who resides with her 
mother in New York city, and recites in 
a childish way the difficulties which 
Mrs. O'Rourke has had to bring up her 
six children. O’Rourke was convicted 
of burning a stable containing a span 
of horses owned by him, upon which 
he carried insurance. 


Raliroads Profited by Great Error 

Springfield, Ills., Oct. 10—The as- 
sertion was made before the railroad 
commission state board of equalization 
by representatives of Corporation Coun- 
sei Lewis of Chicago that, through er- 
rors in methods of assessing railroad 
property by the state board of equaliza- 
tion, the state of Illinois has lost rev- 
enue in the past 30 years which would 
amount to hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars. The theory was that the board 
had failed to consider debts of the rail- 
roads as parts of their capital stock 
and franchise values. 


Death of Actress Ristori 

Rome, Oct. 10.—Marchesa Del Gril- 
lo, better known as Adelaide Ristori, the 
celebrated Italian actress, died of pneu- 
monia. Mme. Ristori’s parents were 
comedians, and she was almost literally 
born on the stage. That was in 1822 
She made her debut behind the foot- 
lights when she was 8 months old, and 
continued to appear until she retired 
in 1885. She carried the later years of 
her life lightly. Her domestic life was 
most charming. 

Addicks Men Cry “Treachery” 

Wilmington, Del., Oct. 10.—The Un- 
ion Republican state convention was 
held here last night. J.B. Addicks pre- 
sided. The new state committee was 
chosen of which Addicks will be chair- 
man. The platform says: “Thts con- 
vention views with loathing the 
treachery of J. Frank Allee, now 
United States senator from this state, 
towards his creator and benefactor 
(meaning Addicks). He merits and 
should receive the contempt of every 
man in the state, irrespective of party.”

Moderates Say He Deserted Them 


Yoke--Will Return Wlth Tatt 


and Bacon Next Saturday 


Havana, Oct. 11.—General Funston 
will not continue in command of the 
American forces in Cuba. Govyersor 
Taft announced last night that Fun- 
sion will return home on Saturday on 
the battleship Louisiana with Taft and 
Assistant Secretary of State Bacon. 
The affairs of Cuba will then be left in 
the hands of Governor Magoon and 
General Bell. In explaining this 
change of plans, Taft said: 

“General Funston was summoned on 
a hurry call from the Pacific coast be- 
cause he was well acquainted with 
many of the insurgent chiefs here and 
it was thought he could aid us, as he 
did greatly, in bringing the men in 
arms to an agreement. Funston was 
put temporarily in command of the 
troops in Cuba merely as a convenience 
until Bell should arrive.” 

Governor Taft’s especial confidence 
in the chief of the general staff’s ability 
to carry out the program the governor 
has initiated resulted in the decision 
to continue him in the island. Many 
Cubans of the faction to which Mendez 
Capote and others who organized the 
Moderate party belong were outspoken 
against Funston, alleging that he had 
deserted them in the war to throw off 
the yoke of Spain. Taft did not take 
cognizance of this bitterness, as he was 
familiar with the circumstances under 
which Funston, at that time, returned 
to the United States. Funston was 
then ill and he had the consent to re- 
turn of General Garcia and other lead- 
ers, who appreciated the long service 
be had given their cause. 

The party sailing on the Louisiana 
Saturday will touch at Key West, 
where Taft desires to stop in connec- 
tion with a right of way across the 
military reservation for the railroad 
which is being constructed across the 
Florida Keys. Certain senators are 
anxious that Taft should facilitate this 
work by disposing of the government’s 
interest and the secretary now sees the 
Importance of the work, which will 
practically connect the United States 
and Cuba for a ferry service. 

Twenty-five marines have been or- 
dered to proceed to Sancti Spiritus and 
Trinidad. At the latter place they will 
settle the friction between ex-rebels 
and ex-militiamen who have recently 
been disarmed. The trouble appears 
to have been caused by Colonel Glynn 
of the militia, who is also collector of 
customs. The surrendered arms were 
stored in the custom house, and Glynn 
rearmed the militia after the departure 
of the disarmament commissioners. 
General Rodriguez, commander of the 
rural guards, telegraphed Glynn to dis- 
arm these men. This was done, but 
Glynn is reported still to have the guns 
in his possession and to be disposed 
to make trouble. If these reports are 
confirmed Taft will remove Glynn. 

Two cases of yellow fever at Cruces, 
in addition to the recent death from 
yellow fever there, has decided Taft 
not to return the marines to the Cruces 
camp. 


Sanitary Expert Called to Havana 

Washington, Oct. 11—At the tele- 
graphic request of Secretary Taft, or- 
ders have been issued for Lieutenant 
Colonel Black, now in charge of river 
and harbor works in the vicinity of 
Portland, Me., to proceed at once to Ha- 
vana. Black is a sanitary expert and 
it is assumed that he is summoned to 
Havana to assist the medical authori- 
ties in improving the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city and prevent the intro 
duction and spread of infectious or con- 
tagious diseases. 


Volunteers Not Disarmed 

Canaguani, Cuba, Oct. 11.—The prog- 
ress of disarmament here is very un- 
satisfactory. The volunteers have not 
yet been disarmed and a proclama- 
tion issued by the mayor of the town 
prohibiting the gathering of four or 
more persons on the streets prevents 
the rural guards from going ahead 
with the work of disarming the volun- 
teers. 


Few Cases of Yellow Fever 
Havana, Oct. 11—Major Kean of the 
medical department said last night, 
concerning fever conditions in Cuba, 
that there was only one case of yellow 
fever in Havana, two in Cruces and 
Rone elsewhere. 


Standard Oil Objections 

Findlay, O., Oct. 11.—Much legal 
argument and little actual progress 
marked the second day of the trial of 
the Standard Oil company of Ohio, for 
couspiracy against trade. Attorneys 
for the Standard objected to the char- 
acter of evidence sought to be Placed 
before the jury by the prosecution. In 
every instance, however, the ruling of 
Judge Banker favored the prosecution.

Dublin, Oct. 11.—Richard Croker has 
formally inaugurated the libel suit 
which will bring to a definite issue the 
question whether he used his position 
as chief of Tammany Hall for pur- 
poses of financial profit. The suit is 
against a London magazine which pub- 
lishes in its current number a scath- 
ing article against the growth of so- 
called “Tammanyism” in England, in- 
cidentally detailing in alleged chap- 
ters from New York the operations of 
Tweed and Croker. 


Twelve Hundred White House Visitors 

Washington, Oct. 11.—President 
Roosevelt received more than 1200 per 
sons in the East room of the White 
House. They included delegates to the 
conventions of Old Time Telegraphers, 
the Spanish-American War Veterans 
and the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
association, all of whom are holding 
their annual gatherings here. Many of 
the delegates were accompanied by 
ladies of their families. The president 
gave each of his callers a cordial shake 
of the hand. 


Does Not Suit Hearst Men 

New York, Oct. 11.—The Democ- 
racy of New York county last night 
nominated a judiciary ticket that was 
seemingly intended to be a compro- 
mise between the adherents of old-line 
Democrats and of candidates favored 
by the Independence League. The 
ticket, however, has not proved entire- 
ly satisfactory to the followers of 
Hearst and the league hints that the 
Tammany ticket may not be endorsed 
in full. 


Piumbing Concerns Indicted 

Lima, O., Oct. 11.—Sensational re- 
turns were made by the grand jury 
here in the indictment of 11 plumbing 
concerns on charges of “conspiracy 
against trade.” The names of the tfn- 
dicted men are withheld, pending ser- 
vice by the sheriff and arrests. 


Depew Attends to Business 
New York, Oct. 11.—For the first 
time since last March, Chauncey M. 
Depew presided at a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the New York 
Central Railroad company. Depew 
appeared to be in good heaith. 


Thermometer Takes a Tumble 
Washington, Oct. 11.—The weather 
bureau last night announced that it was 
approximately 20 degrees colder than 
Tuesday in the states east of the Mis- 
sissippi river. Snow is falling along 
the Great Lakes. 


Nationals Win a Game 
Chicago, Oct. 11—In the second 
game of the world’s baseball champion- 
ship series, the Chicago National league 
team took revenge for Tuesday’s defeat 
by vanquishing the American league 
team, 7 to 1.

A Great Legacy 
For Quincy People 


Editor of the Daily Ledger: 

A rich man, on being asked to state 
the real advantage of the man of large 
means over those of limited resources, 
is said to bave given this answer, after 
some thought: 

‘“‘The only substantial advantage 
which I can think of is that the man 
possessed of surplus money may use it 
to help himself, or members of bis 
family, in case of sickness, in ways not 
open to the man of restricted resourees. 
He can supply surgical or medical at- 
tendence of the highest efficiency, can 
provide precisely the diet needed, and, 
if necessary, can secure the advantage 
of long or short residence in apy 
desired climate.” 

It will be observed that the rich man 
did not mention steam yachts or auto- 
mobiles, or any other of the expensive 
toys with which wealthy people amuse 
themselves. He knew them to be ab- 
solutely non-essential. But he was 
correct in expressing the advantage 
which abundant means gives in the 
treatment of disease. 

It has seemed to me when thinking 
about our Hospital and its needs, tbat 
it stands toward the community much 
as if each person in that community 
were to be suddenly enriched; for, al- 
though the hospital cannot absolutely 
duplicate the services which any indivi- 
dual man of wealth might perform for 
his own kin, it comes very near indeed 
to accomplishing that resnlt. Hence, 
it seems to me that the appeal for assis- 
tance to this institution should be met 
by every citizen with as much eager- 
ness as if he were told tbat a great 
legacy had been left to him, which he 
could secure by the payment of but a 
trifling sum on his own part. 

Indeed, the Hospital does not require 
even this, because it is understood that 
its services are free to those who are 
absolutely without means.

NEGROES’ RIGHTS 


Plan to Have Congress Act Up- 
on the Subject 


LYNCHING IN THE SOUTH 


Misapprehension as to Causes 
Declared to Be Prodigious-- 
Expressions ot Opinion at the 
Afro-American Council 


New York, Oct. 11.—At the session 
of the Afro-American council, which is 
meeting here, a resolution offered by 
Rey. Dr. H. J. Collis of Boston that the 
council appoint a committee to wait 
upon President Roosevelt to urge him 
to recommend to congress the appoint- 
ment of a non-partisan committee to 
investigate the civil and political rights 
of citizens of the southern states and 
to report their findings to congress was 
adopted. 

The session last night was devoted 
to the theme “Lynching and Its 
Remedy.” Earnest and at times im- 
passioned speeches were made. Mrs. 
Mary C. Terrell of Washington de- 
clared that the misapprehension on 
the subject of lynching in the south 
is prodigious and that she knew that 
80 percent of the negroes who are 
lynched in tbat part of the country 
are not accused of the crime generally 
supposed to be responsible for the un- 
lawful murders. 

John E. Milholland, formerly con- 
nected with the New York Tribune, 
said: “The question is, shall the white 
man’s government in the nation be the 
failure it is in the south?” 

Joseph Smith, editor of the Boston 
Pilot, said that he was present in the 
interests of suffering humanity and 
added: “President Roosevelt has al- 
ways been ready to come to the aid 
of sufferers of other countries. It is 
high time he did something for the citi- 
zens of the United States.” 

Ex-Representative Hanning of Ala- 
bama said that before every election 
in the southern states the negro ques- 
tion was resurrected with a view of 
killing the negro vote. 

J. D. Wetmore, who is credited with 
having upset the “Jim Crow” laws in 
Florida, said he had recently been in- 
formed by a resident of Birmingham, 
Ala., that the better class of negroes of 
that city were ready to leave it at a mo- 
ment’s notice, fearing a repetition of 
recent outbreaks at Atlanta. 

“Such men as Hoke Smith, John T. 
Greaves, Vardaman and Tillman ought 
never to be able to obtain any service 
from a colored man,” said O. G. Villard, 
in an address before the council. He 
urged the negro to organize, to band 
together for his defense and to fight for 
his rights. “The time is ripe for serv- 
ing notice on the country,” he said, 
“that further efforts in any section of 
the land to degrade the negro to a 
servile position to create that Impossi- 
ble thing, a republic with millions of 
persons taxed but not represented, 
shail be fought from now on.” 


As Hoke Smith Would Have It 

Lagrange, Ga., Oct. 11.—At the 
Georgia homecoming exercises here, 
Governor-elect Smith detivered an ad- 
dress on the race question in the south 
in which he said that the 14th amend- 
ment to the Constitution hinders the 
most intelligent mode of handling the 
subject. 

“Our national government,” Smith 
said, “has always legislated for the In- 
dians, placing around them _ restric- 
tions entirely different from those ap- 
plied to white men. But for the 14th 
amendment to the Constitution we 
should follow the same plan in Georgia 
with reference to the negroes. The 
white man must accept full responsi- 
bility and control of the situation. 
This is the white man’s country and it 
is the white man’s burden. The negro 
should be encouraged to help. Kindly, 
but firmly, the large majority of negroes 
must be supervised and directed by the 
white man. The fact should be kept 
iu mind that a very large number of 
negroes are irresponsible and when 
left In idleness are prone to crime. We 
must exhaust all legal means to save 
negroes from idleness.” 

Smith advised stricter vagrancy 
laws and arrest of loafing, wandering 
hegroes as probable criminals.

Philadelphia, Oct. 11.—According to 
a statement which The Public Ledger 
publishes on the authority of a member 
of the Wampole company, Henry K. 
Wampole, the drug manufacturer, 
whose body was found recently in the 
East river, New York, robbed his busi- 
ness partners systeamtically. The 
amount secured by Wampole is esti- 
mated at $500,000 and may be found 
to be considerably more.

Boston, Oct. 11—Four passengers 
were slightly injured by a collision of 
two express trains at Somerville last 
evening.

| Bliot Memorial 


At Blue Hill 


The coping for the Charles Eliot 
memorial bridge to be dedicated to- 
morrow at 2.30 is of Quincy granite. 

The memorial is on the crest of Great 
Bine Hill, afew rods northeast of the 
observatory, near the main footpath 
from Canton avenue. 

Around the brow of the hill has been 
built a footpath, some half mile in 
length, and where it crosses a small 
ravine the memorial bridge bas been 
built. It is about 60 ft. long and of 
natural rock. 

At one end of the bridge commanding 
a view of ore of the prettiest parts of 
the reservation, is placed a big stone 
seat, which will provide a resting place 
for some half duzen people at a time. 
The back of the seat is the place chosen 
for a tablet, telling the purpose of the 
memorial. 

The memorial is the work of friends of 
Mr. Eliot. The first formal action was 
takes by the Appalachian club, which 
voted to start the movement, which 
was later placed in the hands of the 
memorial committee. 

The speakers at the dedication will be 
Charles S. Rackerman, Chairman de las 
Casas of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission, Henry W. Cunningbam, and 
possibly others.

Boston, Oct. 11.—The Post, in an edl- 
torial under the caption “Speak Up,

Eritain tried to Satisfy Colony 

London. Oct. 9.—Following the lead 
of the Newfoundland wLewspapers 
whose opinions on the modus vivendi 
have been cabled here, some of the pa- 
pers here denounce the agreement as a 
“one-sided bargain” between the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain. The lat- 
ter, however, it is pointed out here, 
made every effort to secure the colony’s 
consent to an equitable arrangement. 
Great Britain was ready a fortnight 
ago to conclude the agreement as signed, 
believing it to be the fuirest, but 
waited until the last moment for New- 
foundland to accept the settlement, 
which was considered necessary in or- 
der to prevent trouble on the fishing 
grounds. 

When Newfoundland objected to 
purse seining the United States pro- 
posed as an alternative to allow Amer- 
ican boats to take on crews within the 
three-mile limit, but again Newfound- 
land objected, and Great Britain, find- 
ing it impossible to satisfy the demands 
of Newfoundland, agreed to the modus 
yvivendi as now signed. 


Ministry May Offer Resignations 

St. Johns, Oct. 9.—It is reported that 
the ministry intends to resign as a pro- 
test against the temporary arrangement 
of Great Britain and the United States 
by the provisions of which American 
herring fishermen secure privileges con- 
trary to the laws of Newfoundland. 
Both the ministers and assemblymen 
are bitterly discussing the most effec- 
tive method of expressing the senti- 
ment of hostility toward the agreement. 
It is declared here that the imperial 
government championed the colony’s 
cause throughout the correspondence 
leading up to the modus vivendi, but 
abandoned its position when it came to 
giving practical effect to the colony’s 
contentions. 


Hughes Under No Obligations 

Yonkers, N. Y., Oct. 9.—Music_ hall 
was filled last night and hundreds were 
turned away from the meeting and re- 
ception to Charles E. Hughes, the Re- 
publican candidate for governor. He 
declared that he was without any ob- 
ligation to any man, without any po- 
litical debt to pay, without anyone hav- 
ing a right to demand that he shall con- 
sult his wishes on his advantage, or any 
interest other than the interests of the 
people. 


Captain Comiey Blameless 

Washington, Oct. 9.—Acting Secre- 
tary Newberry of the navy department 
has approved the findings of acquittal 
in the court martial in the case of Cap- 
tain Comley, who was recently tried 
on charges growing out of the collision 
between the Alabama and Illinois on 
July 21.

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SHOT IN THE FAGE 


Farmer’s Wife Meets With Al- 
most Instant Death 


LOOKED OUT A WINDOW 


Was Met With Charge ot Shot-- 
Officials Seeking Brother-In- 
Law, Who Had Been Inmate of 


an Insane Asylum 


Winchendon, Mass., Oct. 12—While 
preparing supper last night for a party 
of friends who were visiting her, Mrs. 
Ira E. Wood, wife of a farmer living at 
Winchendon Center, was shot in the 
head by an unknown person who fired 
a charge of shot from outside through 
a window. Mrs. Wood lived but 10 
minutes after the shot was fired. She 
had gone to the window to look out be- 
cause some of her visitors had told her 
that they had heard a strange noise 
outside. As she reached the window 
aud looked out a charge of shot struck 
her in the face. 

As soon as possible Deputy Sheriff 
Callahan and Medical Examiner Saw- 
yer were notified, and a posse of citizens 
was made up under the direction of 
Callahan to search for the murderer. 
Excitement in the village ran high 
and there were threats of lynching. 
The deputy sheriff wenr to the home 
of Harry Wood, a brother of Ira Wood, 
who occupies a farmhouse a short dis- 
tance away from the scene of. the 
shooting, but the man was not at home, 
and the efforts of Callahan and his as- 
sistants to locate him were not suc- 
cessful. 

According to Callahan, Harry Wood 
hired a shotgun a short time ago from 
H. H. Hammond, who keeps a hard- 
ware store and lets firearms. Among 
his neighbors Harry Wood has been re- 
garded as somewhat lacking mentally, 
and since the death of his father, who 
lived with him, not many months ago, it 
is said that he has been at times under 
the influence of liquor. 

At the moment of the tragedy Ira 
Wood, the husband, was in his barn 
assisting in unharnessing a horse be- 
longing to E. E. Hayden of Athol, a 
peddlar for a Springfield firm, who in- 
tended to stay at the Wood farmhouse 
for the night. On hearing the shot, 
Wood and Hayden rushed into the 
house and found Mrs. Wood lying on 
the floor of the dining room with the 
lower part of her face shot away. 

One of Mrs. Wood's guests was Mrs. 
Clara Hobbs of Worcester, and Mrs. 
Hobbs was standing within a few feet 
of Mrs. Wood and close by the window 
when the shot was fired. She said that 
Mrs. Wood, attracted by a sound out- 
side, stepped to the window, but had 
no time to see who was there when 
the shot was fired. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ira Wood have been 
prominent socially and have been ac- 
tive in the affairs of the Baptist church. 
They had been married about eight 
years and have a daughter, Esther, 
aged 6. Mrs. Wood was about 35 years 
of age. She came to this town from 
Detroit. 

Harry Wood had been an inmate of 
an insane asylum. The officers last 
night searched the dense woods in the 
vicinity of Harry Wood’s home, believ- 
ing that the man was hidingthere. The 
search was discontinued about 10 
o'clock and was resumed at daylight 
today. 


Findings In Lansingburgh Disaster 

Albany, Oct. 12—The double track- 
ing of the Troy branch of the Boston 
and Maine railroad and the installation 
of a first-class automatic block signal 
system are the recommendations which 
the railroad commissioners made as a 
result of their investigation of the col- 
lision on that line at Lansingburgh in 
which six passengers lost their lives 
und over a score were injured. The 
commission says that the conductors 
and enginemen of both trains contrib- 
uted to the cause of the accident by not 
complying fully with the orders they 
had received. : 


Cold Snap Will Soon Pass 

Washington, Oct. 12.—A cold wave 
swept over the east and south yester- 
day and broke all records for this sea- 
son in many sections, but the weather 
bureau announces that while the tem- 
perature will rise “only slightly” to- 
day, there will be warmer weather Sat- 
urday, and by Sunday seasonal tem- 
perature will again prevail east and 
south. In many sections the severe 
cold snap was accompanied by snow- 
fall. 


Germany Flirting With Morocco 

Tangier, Oct. 12—Dr. Rosen, the 
German minister to Morocco, was given 
a private audience of the sultan at Fez 
and presented the sultan numerous 
gifts from Emperor William. The 
German mission was dressed in full uni- 
form and Moorish troops lined the route 
from Rosen's residence to the palace. 
This unusual spectacle excited great 
curiosity among the population. 
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Possible Trace of Clerk White 
Detroit, Oct. 12.—The Detroit police 
have been asked to search for John D. 
White, city clerk of Chicopee, Mass. 
who disappeared from his home Aug.

BACK TO ASYLUM 


Tucker Tells How He Escaped 
and Why He Surrendered 

Middletown, Conn., Oct. 12.—Will- 
iam H. Tucker, the Hartford wife 
murderer, who escaped Wednesday 
from the asylum for the insane at Mid- 
dletown and who yesterday surrend- 
ered himself in New York city, was 
brought back here last night, arriving 
shortly before midnight. He was ac- 
companied by Dr. Thomas of the hos- 
pital staff and was shackled to one of 
the asylum attendants. 

Tucker said he had escaped through 
the use of keys which he had fashioned 
out of scrap metal. He walked to New 
Haven and there boarded a_ freight 
train, riding in a box car to New York. 
He said he was cold and hungry when 
he reached New York and gave him- 
self up because he preferred warmth 
and food to liberty. 


New Vessel May Be Wrecked 

Rockland, Me., Oct. 12.—In a heavy 
northwest gale last night the new four- 
masted schooner Helen B. Crosby 
struck on Drunkard ledge, at the 
mouth of the Penobscot river, and will 
probably be a total loss. Captain 
Wallace and Mate Lang remained on 
board the vessel last night, but sent 
the members of the crew and the wife 
of the captaia ashore. Wallace and 
Lang expect to be able to escape from 
the schooner in a small dory, should 
the condition of the vessel make it nec- 
essary. The schooner was launched 
last January. 


Alleged Poisoner on Trial 

Montpelier, Vt., Oct. 12—Roy Mul- 
len, a young nurse, is on trial on a 
charge of murdering Fred Batchelder 
of Barre by administering arsenic. 
Mullen has been in the state insane asy- 
lum at Waterbury for observation as 
to his mental condition. Mullen 
pleaded not guilty to the indictment. 
The state claims that Batchelder died 
as the result of eating chocolate creams 
and sandwiches containing arsenic, 
said to have been given to him by Mul- 
len. No motive has yet been advanced. 


A “Spotiess Town’? Amendment 

Boston, Oct. 12.—The protest of a 
Boston business man that he was 
forced by the police to discontinue feed- 
ing pigeons in the street under penalty 
of arrest, expressed to George T. An- 
gell, president of the Massachusetts So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, ha¥ resulted in Mayor Fitz- 
gerald announcing an intention of ask- 
ing the city council to amend the or- 
dinance constituting the basis of Police 
Commissioner O'’Meara’s “spotless 
town” ruling. 


Wreck of Freight Cars 

Chester, Mass., Oct. 12.—Twelve 
freight cars were wrecked by a rear- 
end collision of two extra freight trains 
east-bound near Chester station last 
night. The leading freight had stopped 
to cool a hotbox on one of the trucks. 
The other train, in descending the 
iong grade of Washington mountain, 
got beyond the control of the engineer 
through the failure of the air brakes to 
work properly, and crashed into the 
rear of the stationary train. No one 
was severely hurt. 


Held Up by Gale 

Ellsworth, Me., Oct. 12.—Albion and 
James Weed of this city, for whom par- 
ties have been searching in the belief 
that the young men met with disaster 
in their gasolene launch in the waters 
of Bluehill bay during the gale of last 
Tuesday, returned home last night. 
They had a trying experience during 
the gale, but managed to make Oak 
point and beach theirlaunch. They re- 
mained there until the heavy seas in 
the bay went down. 


Found Dead In Biast Furnace 

Lawrence, Mass., Oct. 12.—The body 
of Timothy O’Brien, aged 50, a furnace 
tender, was discovered partly roasted 
and with the clothing burned off in the 
cupola of a blast furnace at the works 
of the Hamblet Machine company. It 
is supposed that O’Brien, who was at 
work about the furnace, entered the top 
of it to place some clay about the in- 
terior and was overcome by gas. 


Dreaded Lingering Death 

Southbridge, Mass., Oct. 12.—Fear- 
ing an agonizing death by cancer, Mer- 
rick C. Brackett, aged 68, committed 
suicide. Brackett complained of ill- 
ness during the night and while mem- 
bers of his household were busy pre- 
paring remedies he placed the muzzle 
of a 22-calibre rifle in his mouth and 
pulled the trigger with his foot. Death 
was instantaneous. 


Tug Sunk In Saco River 

Biddeford, Me. Oct. 12—In at- 
tempting to pull the stranded schooner 
William Booth off a mudbar in the 
Saco river, tug Joseph Baker struck a 
rock and sank. Captain Goldthwaite 
headed the tug for the bank of the 
river when he found that she was tak- 
ing in water, but he was obliged to 
abandon her with the crew before she 
could be beached. 


- Baby Set Sister Afire 
Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 12.—While 
Mrs. Thomas Simpson of Oak Bridge 
was absent from home her 5-year-old 
daughter, Helen, was fatally burned 
by the child’s brother, aged 3. The 
little fellow found a bunch of matches 
and accidentally ignited his  sister’s 
dress. The little girl died from her in- 
juries. The other child was unharmed.

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NEGRO VICTORIES 


[hey Have Been Gaining by 


Calmness and Patience 


REASON SHOULD GOVERN 


Booker Washington Gives Warn- 
ing to Northerners Against In- 
temperate Utterances--Credit 
Due to Many Southern Whites 


New York, Oct. 12.—The annual ses- 
sion of the National American council, 
which has been in progress here, was 
brought to a close last night. Booker 
JT. Washington made the principal ad- 
dress. He took for his subject, “The 
Kequirements of Citizenship.” Wash- 
ington said in part: 

“In the season of disturbance and ex- 
citement, if others yield to the tempta- 
tion of losing control of their judgment 
and give way to passion and prejudice, 
let us, as a race, teach the world that 
we have learned the great lesson of 
calmness and self-control; that we are 
determined to be governed by reason 
rather than by feeling. Our victories 
in the past have come to us through 
our ability to be calm and patient, often 
while enduring great wrong. 

“Again, I am most anxious that our 
race everywhere bear the reputation of 
a law-abiding and law-respecting peo- 
ple. If others would break the law 
and trample it under foot, let us keep 
'and respect it and teach our children 
to follow our example. Every iota of 
influence that we possess should be 
used to get rid of the criminal! and loaf- 
ing element of our people and to make 
decent, law-abiding citizens. 

“To the members of my race who re- 
side in the northern states let me utter 
the caution that in your enthusiastic 
desire to be of service to your brethren 
in the south that you not make their 
path more thorny and difficult by rash 
and intemperate utterances. Before 
| giving advice to the negro in the south. 
the negro in the north shou!d be very 
sure that what he advises is that which 
he, himself, is willing to go into the 
heart of the south and put into practice. 
Be careful not to assist in lighting a 
fire which you will have no ability to 
put out. 

“Some may think that the problems 
with which we are grappling will be 
better solved by inducing millions of 
our people to leave the south for resi- 
dence in the north, but I warn you 
that instead of this being a solution it 
will but add to the complications of 
the problem. 

“While condemning the giving of 
prominence to the work of the mob in 
the south, we should not fail to give 
due credit to those of the white race 
who stood manfully and courageously 
on the side of law and order during the 
recent trying ordeals through which 
this section of our country has been 
passing. During the racial disturb- 
ances the country very seldom hears of 
the brave and heroic acts of a certain 
element of southern white people 
whose deeds are seldom heralded 
through the press. 

“The indiscriminate condemnation 
of all white people on the part of any 
member of our race is a suicidal and 
dangerous policy. We must learn to 
discriminate. We have strong friends, 
both in the south and in the north, and 
we should emphasize and magnify the 
efforts of our friends more than that of 
those who wish us evil. 

“I have said we must differentiate 
between white people at the south. We 
cannot afford to class all as our enemies, 
for there are many who are our 
friends. The country must also learn 
to differentiate between black people. 
It is a mistake to place all in the same 
class when referring to labor, morality 
or general conduct. There is a vicious 
class that disgraces us; there is also a 
worthy class which should always re- 
ceive commendation. Further, we 
must frankly face the fact that the 
great body of our people are to dwell 
in the south, and any policy that does 
not seek to harmonize the two races 
and cement them is unwise and danger- 
ous.

Washington Considers the New 
Treaty Very Fair 


IT STIRS NEWFOUNDLAND 


A Strong Sentiment ot Hostility 
Toward the Agreement--Some 
London Papers Denounce It as 
a *One-Sided’’ Bargain 


Washington, Oct. 9—The news that 
the modus vivendi had finally been 
signed was conveyed to Secretary Root 
in a cablegram from Ambassador Reid 
govern-

announcing that the British 
ment had accepted the terms of 
modus vivendi relating to the 
fcundland fisheries. 

Some facts in relation to the New- 
foundland government and the tisheries 
were stated in which it appears that the 
Iiryitish government has been very 
much embarrassed during the negotia- 
tions on account of the demands of New- 
foundland. The Newfoundland gov- 
ernment is under the control of the 
merchant fishermen of the island, 
those who buy, cure and sell the fishing 
products. They oppose any American 
fishing rights, including those guaran 
teed by the treaty of 1818, and are dis 
satisfied with arrangements that the 
British government makes to carry out 
the terms of that treaty. 

The rea] fishermen of the island are 
not in harmony with the restrictions of 
the Newfoundland government, such as 
denying the privilege of selling balt and 
of allowing fishermen to take employ- 
ment of the American fishing vessels. 
The fishermen themselves desire these 
privileges, but it interferes with the 
plans of the merchant fishermen. 

The Newfoundland government has 
no real responsibility in the way of 
carrying out obligations. That de 
volves upon the British government. 
Great Britain, it is asserted, would not 
coerce any of her colonies to remain 
under the British flag if they were de- 
termined to withdraw, but at the same 
time desires to keep all the coloniel 
and to keep them on terms of amity 
with their neighbors. 

The whole course of Great Britain in 
this matter is commended by the Amer: 
ican authorities as being fair and rea- 
sonable, but all negotiations have been 
hampered by the Newfoundland govern- 
ment. 


REMINISCENCES OF CUTTER 


“Poet Lariat” of “Innocents Abroad,” 
Who Wrote Rhymes. 

As the original of the “Poet Lariat” 
of Mark Twain’s “Innocents Abroad” 
the late Bloodgood H. Cutter, the lov- 
able old “Farmer Poet of Long Is- 
land,” was ptaced among the im- 
mortals years ago, says the New 
York Sun. His other claim to fame is 
the collection of verses he has written 
for many years, doggerel fired at any 
object in sight at the drop of the hat 
and read with amusement all over the 
country. Also there was a romance in 
his life, but that happened so long ago 
that few are left to tell of it. 

A famous traveler and friend of 
monarchs, he had filled the old Cutter 
home at Douglaston with interesting 
mementoes of his wanderings. There, 
too, was a collection of one horse shays 
and other vehicles that antedated the 
civil war by many years, and it was 
amid these old relies of early days that 
the farmer consciously or unconscious- 
ly added to the gayety of things by 
sending forth his verses. 

Pens and ink were not necessary to 
the poet. Even in the white heat of 
anger he would stop to saddle Pegasus. 
Only those who knew his thriftiness 
and frugality can appreciate his anger 
when he once discovered several small 
boys stealing the incomparable Cutter 
apples. Nevertheless, in the middle of 
his wrath over the theft he did not for- 
get his gift of poesy, but thundered 
forth from the orchard fence these 
memorable lines, of which he was not 
the author: 

He who takes what is not his'n 
Surely shall be sent to prison. 

Disaster did not daunt him. On one 
occasion the horse he was driving along 
a Long Island road grew skittish. The 
ramshackle buckboard was too debili- 
tated to stand the strain to which it 
was being subjected, and just as Mr. 
Cutter was passing a field in which 
were working two German farm hands 
the carriage broke down with a crash. 
From amid the wreckage of the old 
buckboard the poet sang to the Ger- 
mans; 

Here, ye lovers of sauerkraut, 
Come here quick and help me out. 

When Mr. Cutter accompanied the 
famous Innocents abroad he amused 
the travelers during the journey by 
reading nightly epics on anything that 
had happened since the last effusion, 
from peeling potatoes to a storm at sea. 


Twain offers this sample of the poet at 
his best: 


; Save us and sanctify us and finally then 


See good provisions we enjoy while we 
journey to Jerusalem. 
For so man Proposes, which it is most 
e, 


true, 
And ae will wait for none, nor for us 

This is one of the few examples of 
the poet's verse in which the verbs are 
not preceded by the word “did.” He 
Wrote thirty stanzas about Mrs. Mac- 
kay’s election to the Roslyn school; 
board. He wrote 100 separate “poems”

Washington, Oct. 10.—Invitations for 
proposals to complete the Panama canal 
have been issued by the canal commis- 
sion, and the form of contract under 
which the work is to be done was made 
public by Chairman Shouts, who also 
gave out a letter written to the secre- 
tery of war, giving the commissicn’s 
reasons for contracting the work. 

The contract provides that each bid- 
der must undertake the entire work of 
construction. No bar will be offered to 
corporations associating in the under- 
taking, but they must be legally or- 
ganized into a single body with which 
the government can deal. Bidders will 
not’ be considered who do not have

The bidding is not limited to Amer- 
jean contractors. All proposals are to 
be in before noon of Dec. 12, when they 
will be opened. Proposals are to be 
expressed in terms of percentage Up- 
ou the estimated cost of construction, 
which is to be fixed by a board of five 
engineers, three representing the gov- 
ernment and two representing the con- 
tractor. The chief engineer of the 
canal commission is to be chairman of 
the engineering board. 

The engineering board will also esti- 
inate a reasonable time for the com- 
pletion of the canal, and wil! agree up- 
on a system of premiums and penalties 
te bé paid to the contractor according 
as the work is completed within or be- 
yond the estimated cost and time. All 
the government plant for actual con- 
struction work, including the railway, 
is to be placed at the disposal of the 
contractor and is to be maintained by 
the government. 

The contract specifies that the com- 
mission is to retain control of all engi- 
neering work in connection with the 
construction of the canal, also all mu- 
nicipal engineering, the police, sani- 
tary, hospital and commissary depart- 
ments, mess houses, quarters, con- 
struction and maintenance of buildings, 
operation of the Panama railway, and 
auditing to which contractors’ accounts 
are to be open and a department of ma- 
terials and supplies. 

Sixty days after the signing of the 
contract actual work is to begin on the 
isthmus and the contractor is to take 
over all employes on the isthmus 
which the commission does not wish to 
retain. No American employe is to 
work more than eight hours. 

In support of the commission's posi- 
tlon that the canal can be contracted 
to a greater advantage than it can be 
built by the government, Shonts’ letter 
says that “because of the unpre- 
cedented and greatly extended indus- 
trial activity of the time and the con- 
sequent violent competition for all 
classes of superintendents, foremen, 
sub-contractors, skilled mechanics, 
and even ordinary laborers, it would 
take the commission years to secure 
men and build up departmental con- 
struction organizations which would 
equal in efficiency those now controlled 
by the leading contractors of the United 
States.” 

Chairman Shonts says in his letter 
that the commission carefully con- 
sidered letting the work in sections to 
contractors, and decided that complica- 
tions would arise which could not be 
overcome in case this plan were adopt- 
ed. The letting of the work to one con- 
tractor on a basis of unit prices was 
also considered and was believed by 
the commission to be a plan which 
would be more expensive than the per- 
centage system,

HELD FOR MURDER 


His Throat 
Betore Being Arrested 
Winchendon, Mass., Oct. 13.—Harry 
Wood, aged 33, suspected of having 
shot and killed his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Ira E. Wood, at her home here, was 
found in bed at his home with his throat 
cut. Fourteen stitches were taken in 
the wound, which the attending physi- 
cian says will not prove dangerous. 
Wood was arrested on the charge of

murder. Near the bed stood a loaded 
shotgun. In the road between this 
house and Ira Wood's residence the 


chief of police found a shell which fitted 
this gun. 

Harry Wood was arraigned before 
Justice Evans yesterday afternoon on 
the charge of murder. “He pleaded not 
guilty. He was held without bail for 
appearance Oct. 19 and was taken to 
Worcester jail last night. After being 
arraigned the accused said: “I don’t 
think I did it and if I did it I don't re- 
member it.” 

After the autopsy by Dr. Sawyer the 
medical examiner gave the cause of 
death of Mrs. Wood as shock and 
hemorrhage. He said the front of the 
face was torn away by No. 7 birdshot. 


Long In the Cotton Business 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 13.—Richard 
Ii. Borden, a leading cotton manufac- 
turer who had been engaged longer in 
the industry than any man in this sec- 
tion, died last night after a protracted 
iliness. He was born in Fall River in 
1834. For many years he was treas- 
urer of the Troy and Richard Borden 
corporations, a director of the Mer- 
chants’ and American Linen mills and 
Fall River bleachery, and was con- 
nected with financial and insurance in- 
stitutions.

THE PLAIN GIRL. 


A Course of Treatment That Made 
Her Quite Attractive. 
| The plain girl was “tired to death” of 
being mentioned as “that plain girl 
over there” and looked long and scru- 
tinizingiy at her figure one day in the 
glass. After this scrutinizing process 
she determined to kill the faults of 
“plain Mary Brown.” First of all she 
began some exercises for rounding out 
her figure. The one she used most 
frequently was this: 

Stand erect, with the head held 
easily, arms at the side. Taking in a 
full breath very slowly, lift the arms 
shoulder high, at the same time rising 
on the toes.

THE NURSERY. 


Care of the Room Devoted to the Use 
of the Children. 


Never sweep the nursery with an or- 
dinary broom, as it ralses too much 
dust. A soft hair broom should be 
used or else a flannel bag put over the 
regular broom. At least every other 
day the rugs should be taken up and 
shaken outdoors and the floor wiped 
up with a damp cloth, adding a few 
drops of carbolic acid or some other 
mild disinfectant to the water in which 
the cloth is damped. 

Never ‘under any circumstances use 
a feather duster in the nursery. All the 
furniture, woodwork and _ pictures 
should be dusted every day with a 
damp cloth, being careful to dust be- 
| hind the pictures as well as the other 
parts. Every week or two dust down 
the walls with a damp cloth tied on to 
a broom. Cover the crib and bed with 
a large sheet when the room is swept 

and remove all the lighter pieces of 
furniture after they have been wiped 
off while the room is being cleaned. 

At least twice a day, even in the 
coldest weather, the nursery windows 
should be opened both top and bottom 
for fully half an hour and the room 
fairly flooded with fresh air and sun- 
shine also if you can get it—New York 
Mail. 


LAUNDRY LINES. 


| Soaking handkerchiefs all night in 
strong salt water will greatly facilitate 

| their washing. 

| A little salt placed in the starch will

Coral For Ballast Used by Road 
Through Florida Keys. 


GREAT ENGINEERING PROJECT 


Pacific Railroad to Build 
Tunnels to Enter California—Forty- 


Western 


five Bores to Be Made—Pennsylvania 
Cabooses to Have Whistles—Mexican 
Wood For Ties—Warning Laborers 
by Megaphone, | 


There is a section of the United 
States where coral is exceedingly pop- 
ular as ballast for railroads, says the | 
New York Tribune. American railroad 
builders have used nearly every con- | 
ceirable muteria; fer roadbed, from | 
solid granite to the shifting sands of 
the great southwestern desert, held | 
together by growing vines. But it re- 
mained for the Florida East Coast 
railway to construct a roadbed out of 
material which, according to a fashion 
note, is growing in popularity as jew- 
elry. 

The portion of the Florida road upon 
which it has been found feasible to use 
coral as ballast is in the extension 
from Miami to Key West, along the 
Florida keys. The reason for such 
use is patent to the student of geology. 
The keys through which the road runs 
are composed of it. Coral rock is the 
only thing obtainable except by long 
transportation. Many of the islets are 
a long way from the mainland. But a| 
Peautiful and exceedingly substantial 
roadbed is being constructed out of the 
coral rock. It is glistening white, like 
a great band of satin ribbon, on which 
the little islands, with their luxuriant 
tropical growth, are strung like a neck- 
lace of emerald beads. It is more 
truly a gem studded bond, uniting Key 
West to the Florida shore. 

The road, which was conceived in the 
mind of Henry M. Flagler as a part 
of his plan to join Cuba with the Unit- 
ed States by an all rail route, is re- 
markable in more than one particular. 
Much of the roadbed is being construct- 
ed in water thirty or more feet deep. 
Forests of trees are being used for 
piling, and tons upon tons of concrete 
are being dumped on top to form a 
substantial highway through the ocean. 

When this unique railway is done 
the traveler will, in places, be speed- 
ing along entirely out of sight of Jand. 
He will practically go to sea in a rail- 
way train. Nothing will greet his eye 
at times but the wide expanse of blue 
waters where the Atlantic and 
gulf meet. The new line will cost from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000 to build. It 
is expected to be completed in three 
years.

The next longest tunne! on 
the road will be the one under Beck- 
with pass. This will be over 4,000 feet 
in length, and it is being bored at both | 
ends. The third tunnel will probably | 
be the most difficult engineering feat 
of all, as it will be ‘cut through solid | 
rock for a distance of 1,200 feet. This | 
will be north of Quincy, on Spanish‘ 
creek. .

No. 14. In Council, July 2, 1906. 

yeaa: That Ordinance No. 1, an Ordi- 

nance establishing a Fire Department 
in the City of Quincy, be amended by striking 
out the following words in Section 8, “and 
present it to the Mayor for his approval or 
disapproval,” and by adding the words “June 
and” after the word “of” in the fourth line of 
the printed ordinance, so that said section 
shall read: 

Section 8. The Chief Engineer shall, on the 
last day of each week, prepare a pay-roll of 
all permanent men employed in the Depart- 
ment, On the first day of June and December, 
in each year, the clerk of each company shall 
make a roll bearing the full name, age, occu- 
pation and residence of every call member of 
the company, specifying also the number of 
times the company has been called out and 
the attendance of each member, to which 
shall be appended the following certificate, 
ete, 

Also that the Ordinance be further amended 
by striking out all of the last paragraph of 
said Section 8 and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 

“The Chief Engineer shall examine these 
rolls, which shall be presented to him for his 
approval or disapproval.’

Quick Time Made 
In Raising Ladders 
And Laying 

Lines of Hose 


Seldom, if ever, has there been a lar- 
ger crowd in City Square, at one time, 
than on Saturday afternoon. The cause 
of the assembling of this large crowd 
was to witness the parade, review and 
exhibition of the Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment, That they were well repaid for 
their visit was very manifest. It was 
one of the best things of the kind ever 
held inthe city. It also showed to the 
citizens of Quincy that they have a Fire 
department of which they may well 
feel proud, as well as a department 
whose efficient services may be depend- 
ed upon in case of fire. 

It has been several years since the 
whole department was assembled in 
City Square at une time, and it was a 
surprise to many to learn that the city 
had such a large fire fighting force. 
The firemen showed themselves to bea 
gentlemanly force of men, and that 
while a good natured rivalry existed be- 
tween the various companies, they 
would work in harmony in case -their 
services were demanded to extinguish a 
fire. 

The crowd began to gather a litude 
after 1 o’clock, and an hour later the 
square was black with people. In front 
of City Hall was Mayor Thumpson and 
most of the members of the City Coun- 
cil, while scattered about the square 
was Chief of. Police Borrell, Lieut. 
McKay, Sergeant Barry and practically 
all of the permanent Police force, They 
did good work in keeping the crowd 
back and in préventing anyone from 
being run down and injured by the 
prancing horses of the department. 

It was exactly 2 minutes and thirty 
second after 2 o’clock when Supt. of 
Wires Gavin spapped in one round of 
Box 26. This was a signal for all of 
the apparatus of the city to start for 
City Square. 
were to make the run against time, 
and hundreds of watches. were pulled 
out to time them. Chief Litchfield, 
however, had given orders for the 
drivers to take it easy and not to speed 
their horses until they entered the 
square. This was a wise move for it 
allowed the different pieces to enter the 
square in a spectacular mauner.

Chief Litchfield and his driver were 
the first to appear. They came leisurely 
down Hancock street. Closely behind 
him came Engineer Packard. Chief 
Litchtield drew up in front of City Hall 
and Engineer Packard took a position 
on the opposite side of the street, in 
front of the First church. 

The first piece of apparatus to arrive 
was Combination 1 which was followed 
thirty seconds later by the Steamer and 
Combination H. & L. 1. As the Cen- 
tral station Combination, H. & L. 
dashed by City Hall going north, Com- 
bination H. & L., 2 dashed by going 
south, the two passing each otber in 
front of City Hall. Then came . «& L, 
3 and Hose 3 of West Quincy, Hose 2 of 
Wollaston, Hose 4 of Quincy Point and 
Combination 2 of Aslantic. All had 
now arrived but Combination 3 of 
Houghs Neck. 

Closely following the central station 
apparatus was a relief hose wagon, 
which after passing City hall turned 
down Coddington street and went to 
Houghs Neck to cover that district 
while its piece of apparatus was absent. 
At 2.20 or 17 and one-balf minutes after 
the sounding of the box, the last addi- 
tion to the fighting force, Combination 
3 from Houghs Neck drew into the 
square. 

Chief Litchfield had announced that 
he would present blue ribbons to the 
best one, two and three-horse hitches, 
and at the last minute he selected Fred 
F. French, Calvin Fletcher and Dr. 
Francis Abele as judges. They an- 
nounced their awards’as soon as all the 
apparatus bad arrived. For the one- 
horse hitch the ribbon went to Hose 4 
of Quincy Point; for the two-horse 
hitch to Combination H. & L, 2 of 
Wollaston, and the tbree-horse hitch to 
the Steamer team. 

The next move on tbe program was 
the parade. The liné formed on Chest- 
nut street in the following order:

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trial. At the sound ofa whistle the 
ladder was pulled from the truck and 
raised on the First church and ladder- 
man Fred Bent placed on the top round. 
The time was 42 1-2 seconds. 

No. 1 did not do the trick as quick, 
for it was 5834 seconds before Mur- 
dock Martin reached the top round. 
This company had hard luck with its 
ladder caused by the poles becoming 
twisted. 

The next exhibition, and the most 
thrilling one of the day was by H. & 
L. 3 of West Quincy. They raised an 
old fasbioned 65 foot Bangor ladder. 
At the sound of the whistle the cumber- 
son ladder was pulled to the grouud. 
As soon as it was placed in an upright 
position John J. Joyce sprang up the 
ladder like a cat. By the time the 
extention had been drawn up in posi- 
tion he was near the top. The ladder 
was then in a upright position not 
having been placed against the church. 
Joyce was then nearly to the top, and 
the now top heavy ladder begun to 
sway back and forth and there were 
some who expected to see him dashed 
to the ground. A skilled crew were 
handling it, however, and it went 
against the church. The next instant 
Joyce took off his hat and waved it 
from the top round, while the crowd 
cheered, The trick had been done in 
59 seconds, 

Brooms tied with a bright red ribbon 
were presented to Combination H. & L. 
2 for making the quickest time, and to 
H. & L. 3 for its tine exhibition. 

QUICK STREAMS. 

Then came the trial of speed in laying 
two lines of hose and getting water 
through them. The apparatus was sta- 
tioned in front of City Hall, and at the 
sound of the whistle would dash down 
Hancock street to the hydrant opposite 
the south gateway of the Hancock cem- 
etery, lay 109 feet of hose, break cou- 
pling and lay 100 feet north, couple on 
the nozzles and get water on both lines. 

This was one of the best exhibitions 
of the afternoon, The dash dowf the 
street at top speed was very thrilling, 
and the whole thing called for rapid 
work as well as skilled men. 

Hose 4 and Combination 2 had hard 
luck. The former had made excellent 
time in laying its first line and stood a 
good show of winning the broom. By 
the rules the company was supposed to 
uncouple its 100 feet of hose after it 
fell from the wagon. As the second 
line dropped from the wagon the hose 
dropped apart of its own accord. This 
disqualified them. 

The hard luck of Combination 2 was 
that Driver Billings did not have the 
right location of the hydrant. The 
first time he drew up his horses north 
of it, and the second time he ran by it. 
This lost the company several valuable 
seconds, 

Combination 3 was also a little un- 
fortunate from the fact that the water 
was sent through the second line of 
hose before the nozzle had been coupled 
on. 

The best time at this trial was made 
by Driver Faircloth and the members of 
Combination 1, They gave a fine ex- 
hibition. He had hardly turned his 
team about after laying the first line to 
make the run laying the second line, 
when water was going through the 
first line. - 

All of the drivers showed remarkable 
skill in handling their horses, a noble 
looking set of animals, who showed 
that they were well cared for. 

The time made by the several com- 
panies at this trial was as follows: 

Combination #, 54 seconds, 

Hose 4, 58 3-4 seconds. - 

Hose 2, 1 mivute, 5 1-4 seconds. 

Combination 8, 1 minute, 17 seconds. 

Hose 3, | minute, 27 seconds. 

Combination 2, 1 minute, 27 seconds, 

The broom for the best time at this 
trial was given to Combination 1. 

Everything had now been tried out 
but the steamer. She was taken to the 
hydrant and gave an exhibition of long 
distance playing. : 

The trials came to an end shortly 
after 4 o'clock, and at 4.08 the recall 
sounded, and the pieces of apparatus 
left City Square for their several 
stations. 

Everyone expressed themselves as 
highly pleased with the afternoon’s 
exhibition and went home with a better 
feeling of security against fire than they 
ever had before.

GooD “AFTERNOON. 


Think of New York being governed 
by the Evening Journal! 


In New York all mankind is divided 
into two classes. Those who think 
Murphy owns Hearst and those who 
think Hearst owns Murphy. 


Those who made their weekly visit to 
the High school building on Sunday 
noted some progress, but at the same 
time the outlook was discouraging. 
Who is to blame? Will the city ever 
have a High school building? 


Now that it is decided that the city 
must pay $42,055.95 and interest from 
Oct. 8 as its part of the cost of the 
Weymouth Fore River bridge, the City 
Council should meet the obligation 
promptly, and if a loan is necessary, 
make it for a short time. Even, five 
years’ interest will add $7,000 to $8,000 
to Quincy’s part of the cost of the 
bridge, and postpone other improve- 
ments. 

One bundred dollars a day for the 
commissioners appointed to apportion 
the cost of the Weymouth Fore river 
bridge comes pretty near being robbery. 
It is not surprising that at election 
time we hear considerable about govern- 
ment of irreponsible commissions, 
graft, etc. The State should be able to 
secure capable men who would con- 
sider it an honorary appointment to 
Serve on a Commission, and would be 
content to have expenses paid; say $10 
per day. 

The towns at interest have otber 
grievances in this case, for they are 
called upon to pay a large interest 
charge for an unnecessary delay. The 
commission could have doneall its work 
as satisfactorily ina month’s time. The 
total cost of the bridge is therefore 
$127,442.29 instead of $100,000.00.

SHOT IN BREAST 


Game Warden Probably Fatally 
Wounded While on Duty 


GUN FIRED POINT BLANK 


Tragedy Results From Attempt 
to Arrest Two Men For Viola- 
tion ot Law--Assailant Says 
He Acted In Self-Detense 


Rowley, Mu:ss., Oct. 15.—Adam 
Rausch, an Essex county game warden, 
residing at Lawrence, was shot and, it 
is thought, fatally wounded, while at- 
tempting to arrest Patrick Cahill for 
violation of the Sunday game laws in 
the woods in the northerly part of this 
town. Cahill, who claims that he shot 
In self-defense, and that he did not 
know Rausch was an officer, was ar- 
rested. 

Quail and partridge abound in these 
woods and the game wardens have had 
much trouble, especially on Sundays, 
with hunters who have come from 
pearby towns and cities in search of 
this game in violation of the law, 
which prohibits hunting of any kind 
on Sunday. The woods are on” the 
estate owned by Richard B. George, by 
whom Cahill was employed. 

Warden Rausch and Warden W. W. 
Nixon were patrolling the woods when 
they came upon Cahill and Israel Man- 
chester with guns in their hands and 
having in their possession a rabbit and 
a squirrel which they had shot. Nixon 
soon placed Manchester under arrest, 
and Cahill, who was about 15 feet away, 
was told by Rausch to consider himself 
under arrest. 

Turning quickly, Cahill raised his 
gun and fired point blank at Rausch, 
the charge of birdshot tearing a hole 
in his right breast. Nixon ran to 
Dummer academy, a short distance 
away, and summoned assistance, also 
notifying the authorities of Newbury- 


port and Rowley of the shooting. Dr. 
Snow was soon at the side of the 


wounded man and, seeing his critical 
condition, ordered his removal to the 
Anna Jaques hospital at Newburyport. 

Upon realizing that he had serious- 
ly wounded the warden, Cahill ran te 
the George farm, a mile or more dis- 
tant, and told the people there that he 
had shot a man. He then remained 
about the premises until the arrival of 
the officers from Newburyport, by 
whom he was taker into custody and 
later to the jail at Newburyport. 
He offered no resistance, and claimed 
that he had acted in self-defense.* He 
said that the wardens had no uniforms 
on, and that he did not know they were 
officers; that one of the men flourished 
a revolver at him and he thought his 
own life was in danger. 

Manchester was also taken to New- 
buryport jail, charged with violation 
of the game laws, and it is probable 
that he will be held as a witness in the 
shooting case. 

Cahill is about 32 years old, and has 
worked on the George estate about two 
months, coming there from Worcester. 
He is unmarried. Rausch has a wife 
and two children in Lawrence. 

Deputy Warden Nixon says that he 
(Nixon) showed his badge and called 
on the two men to submit to arrest and 
that while Manchester did so quietly, 
Cahill put his gun to his shoulder and 
fired. Nixon denies that Cahill was 
threatened with a revolver. Manches- 
ter was bailed out by his employer. 


Couple Found Dead in Boat 

Detroit, Oct. 15.—The bodies of 
Steven A. Stuart and Mrs. Harry Cad- 
well, his sister-in-law, who had been 
missing since they left Ecorse on a 
fishing trip) last Wednesday, were 
found yesterday in their boat in a 
marsh.

FIRE ON STEAMER 


Several Huudre:l Chinese Either 
Burned to Death or Drowned 
Hong Kong, Oc. 15.—The fire on the 


steamer Hankow, which was burned; 


at her dock here early Sunday, with the 
loss of the lives of several hundred 


Chinese, was brought under control 
only after the shell and hull of the 
Hankow remained. The fire-fighters 
recovered 75 corpses. Many of them 
were huddled together and only singed, 
while others were incinerated beyond 
recognition. A large number of the 
2000 Chinese aboard are supposed to 
have been drowned by jumping Into the 
bay. Of the cargo, 200 bales of raw 
silk were saved, but badly damaged 
by water. The remainder of the cargo 
was totally destroyed. 

There are many theories as to the 
cause of the fire. The first is that the 
fire was caused by the overturning of 
the lantern of a Chinese boarding house 
runner, who came aboard seeking cus- 
tomers. The second was that an opium 
smoker accidentally set fire to matting. 
The third is that it was caused by the 
crossing of electrie wires. A fourth 
theory, and one that Is considered the 
most probable, is that the fire was in- 
cendiary and was the outgrowth of the 
boycott against British river boats. 

A majority of the victims were wo- 
men. The company owning the Han- 
kow lost three other steamers during 
the recent typhoon. 


Return Must Be Compulsory 

Halifax, Oct. 15—James B. Lehne- 
mann, the Boston man who was ar- 
rested here in connection with the Chi- 
nese smuggling cases in the United 
States, has refused to return to the 
United States unless his return is or 
dered by the Canadian government. 
Chief of Police Power states that un- 
iess the United States government 
takes some definite action in the case of 
Lehnemann, the prisoner will be set at 
liberty today. 


Murder of Family of Five 
Houston, Mo., Oct. 15.—Barner Par- 
sons, a farmer, his wife and three chil- 
dren were murdered near Licking, Mo. 
Joda Hamilton has been arrested and 
is said to have confessed to the mur- 
der. Parsons had sold his farm and 
crops to Hamilton, and it is alleged that 
the men quarreled over the terms of 
the sale.

Britain Reducing Naval Expenses 

London, Oct. 15.—The Standard says 
the government purposes, before the 
end of this year, to remove 20 efficient 
ships from activg duty in order to econo- 
mize for an adiive fleet. These ships 
will be placed in home reserve, each 
with the nucleus of a crew on board. 
The entire royal sovereign class, eight 
fire vessels, will bé placed in reserve 
without crews, and four armored 
cruisers will be laid off. 


Woman Carried Out Her Threat 

Covington, Ky., Oct. 15.—Dr. Fred 
W. Kolthoff was shot and mortally 
wounded by Mrs. Ada M. Mahaffey at 
the home of Walter Unger in a suburb 
of Covington. Mrs. Mahaffey previ- 
ously had threatened to kill Kolthoff, 
whom she claimed had ruined her 
health by giving her wrong medicines. 
Mrs. Mahaffey was taken to jail. She 
said she was glad she had done the 
shooting. 


Undelivered Order Caused Disaster 

Augusta, Ga., Oct. 15.—Three rail- 
road men are dead and another will die 
as the result of a head-on collision be- 
tween a through fast freight and a light 
engine near Winnsboro. Orders were 
given by the dispateher at Columbia 
giving the extra engine the right of way 
for the track to Winnsboro. The or- 
der was not delivered to the freight 
crew. 


Bank’s Books Were Doctored 

Toronto. Oct. 15.—President Dock- 
burn of the Bank of Toronto has given 
out a statement, saying that General 
Manager McGill has been making false 
statements on the bank’s books for 
years and that in August, 1906, McGill 
lost $1,000,000 speculating in the stock 
market. McGill has not been arrested. 


Turkish Sultan’s Malady Incurable 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 15.—Informa- 
tion received here confirms previous re- 
ports that the Sultan of Turkey is 
gravely ill. Although he grants audi- 
ences, his malady is incurable and will 
perhaps soon have a fatal termination. 
The Shah of Persia is also said to be se- 
riously ill.

PLANS OF MAGOON 


Solely Responsible For Affairs In 
Cuba For the Present 


SELECTION OF A CABINET 


Appointment ot Officials Is In- 
definitely Postponed--Liberals 
Give Peace Commissioners a 
Hearty Farewell 


Havana, Oct. 15.—Charles E. Ma- 
goon’s first day as governor of Cuba 
passed busily, but quietly. The palace 
was singularly still, compared with the 
eventful days of the past regime. 

Governor Magoon says that he lis 
looking forward with confidence to a 


peaceful administration. He expresses 
the warmest appreciation of the work 
accomplished by Messrs. Taft and Ba- 
con, both in the pacification of the isl- 
and and laying the foundation for a 
smooth and successful system of pro- 
yisional government. The governor 
sees no reason to anticipate further 
sudden changes in the situation or any 
especially sensational incident. 

Governor Magoon has announced his 
decision to postpone the appointment 
of cabinet officers indefinitely. His in 
tention is to consider thoroughly the 
conditions and needs of each depart- 
ment, and this can be better accom- 
plished at the outset by haying the sub- 
ordinate heads report direct to him- 
self. By this method he believes he 
will be better enabled to select the min- 
isters best fitted for the respective 
posts. 

Asked whether he was likely to per- 
mit partisan political expediency to in- 
flueuce cabinet or other appointments, 
Magoon replied that such considera 
tions might rule to some extent, since 
it certainly would be impolitie to ap- 
point to high office men to whom a con- 
siderable portion of the people was op- 
posed. Efficiency and _ suitability, 
however, would be the main considera- 
tions. 

There will be kept a strict accounting 
of the expenses incurred by the Amer- 
ican army of occupation as are charge- 
able to Cuba. These wil! include only 
such expenses as would not have been 
incurred but for the coming of the 
troops to the island. 

General Bell intends to distribute a 
battalion of engineers throughout the 
island for the purpose of verifying, cor- 
recting and completing the large army 
map of Cuba begun during the former 
intervention, but not completed except 
for the provinces of Havana and Ma- 
tanzas. 


Secretary of War Taft and Assistant 
Secretary of State Bacon, President 
Roosevelt’s peace commissioners, com- 
pleted their labors here Saturday and 
in the afternoon departed for the United 
States on board the battleship Louisi- 
ana. They were followed to sea and ac- 
claimed by many Liberal and ex-revolu 
tionary leaders, but the former gov 
ernment officials showed no disposition 
to join in the farewell, either collec- 
tively or individually, and no prominent 
Moderates appeared at the palace or 
the wharf to participate in the leave- 
taking. 

The principal event of the day pre- 
ceding the departure of Taft and Ba- 
con was the taking over of the govern 
ment by Magoon, which was done by 
the issuance of a proclamation declar- 
ing that he had entered upon and would 
discharge the functions of govern- 
ment as directed by President Roose 
yelt by virtue of the authority of the 
Platt amendment. 

The Louisiana passed out first, 
thundering a salute of 21 guns to the 
Cuban flag flying at her mainmast, 
with her white-clad crew manning the 
rails and the band playing the Cuban 
national hymn. The salute was re- 
turned by the Cabanas fortress. 

In the wake of the flagship came the 
Virginia, carrying General Funston, 
and then the New Jersey. Afterwards 
came the army transports Niagara and 
Seneca and a flotilla of gayly decorated 
launches, carrying mostly leading Lib- 
erals and ex-rebels, flying Liberal ban- 
ners. The battleships were escorted to 
the harbor mouth, where the flotilla 
whistled farewells, the warships re- 
sponding, and Secretary Taft and his 
party waving their hats and handker- 
chiefs, 


Increase of Yellow Fever 
Washington, Oct. 15.—The marine 
hospital service has been advised of 
the appearance of three new cases of 
vellow fever at Havana and of a case 
at Cienfuegos and another at Guines. 


Explosion on Yacht Kilis Three 

New York, Oct. 15—A steampipe ex- 
ploded on the steam yacht Colonia, 
owned by Frederick G. Bourne, as she 
lay in Oyster Bay cove. All five sall- 
ors aboard the yacht were frightfully 
scalded by escaping steam and three 
died soon after being taken to a hos- 
pital. The other two will probably 
survive. The explosion occurred just 
as the Colonia was about to go out of 
commission for the season.

WORLD CHAMPIONS 


Chicago Americans Wrest Vic- 
tory From Their Local Rivals 

Chicago, Oct. 15.—The Chicago club 
of the American Baseball! league be- 
came the champion of the world by win- 
ning yesterday’s game, S$ to 3, against 
the local club of the National league. 
The game was the sixth of the series 
and the fourth victory for the Amer- 
icans. 

On top of their regular share of the 
receipts, the champion Sox were $15,000 
richer 10 minutes after the game ended. 
President Comiskey wrote out a check 
for $15,000, which he handed to Man- 
ager Jones to divide among his men. 
Comiskey paid Jones and his men a 
glowing tribute. 

For the six games 90,855 paid admis- 
sions were registered, and it cost the 
fans who saw the games just $106,550. 
Each club is richer by $31,246 and the 
National commission is $10,654 to the 
good from the series. 

The greatest baseball crowd in Chi- 
engo’s history came out to see the 
game. The throng which surged 
around the White Sox grounds and 
stormed the gates and fences was esti- 
mated at about 50,000. Less than half 
of that number could be accommo- 
dated, and two full hours before the 
game began the gates were closed. 

When the last Cub was retired the 
scene that presented itself simply beg- 
gared description. The fans who had 
been half crazy during the game lost 
themselves altogether.

MAN WITH A RIFLE 


Sought the Life ot One Charged 
With Assault on Woman 
Presque Isle, Me., Oct. 15.—While 
Deputy Sheriff Muson was waiting at

rifle. 

Wright is said to have threatened to 
kill Baker and to have tried to level 
his rifle at him, but bystanders as- 
sisted the deputy in overpowering the 
man and took away the rifle. In the 
scrimmage the officer's hand was slight- 
ly injured and a bystander received a 
cut in the face. Baker was finally 
landed in the train and started for the 
jail in Houlfon. Wright was placed 
under arrest and locked up. 

Baker was captured at his home an 
hour after an assault had been com- 
mitted on Miss Daisy Sloat. She was 
on her way home, walking through an 
unfrequented street, when she was at- 
tacked and ‘“knockéd down several 
times by an unknown man. Her 
screams finally attracted the attention 
of persons living in a nearby house and 
her assailant fled. Baker was later 
identified as the author of the assault, 
and in court was bound over to the 
grand jury, probable cause being found.

REHEARING : JS REFUSED] K{LLED HIS. WIFE 


Imprisonment and Heavy Fine 
For Former Senator Burton 
Washington, Oct. 16—The supreme 

court of the United States denied the 
petition of former Pnited States Sena- 
tor Burton of Kansas for a rehearing 
in the case tn which he is under sen- 
ience of imprisoument and fine on the 
charge-of accepting an attorney’s fee 
in a case in which the government was 
interested while he was serving as a 
senator. The effect of the decision will 
be the immediate imprisonment of Bur- 
ton unless his attorneys devise some 
other means of postponing the execution 
of the sentence. 

The case of Senator Burton has been 
before the court since 1903, when -he 
was indicted In St. Louis on the charge 
of accepting a fee for representing the 
Rialto Gruin company of that city in 
an effort tO debuar it from the use of the 
United Stétes mails. He was found 
guilty and: sentenced to serve six 
months in Jail and pay a fine of $2500. 
On appeal to the supreme'court the de- 
cision was reversed on a technicality, 
and a second trial was ordered. The 
second verdict was identical with the 
first and it was affirmed by the supreme 
court. The motion for rehearing was 
then filed. 


Seeking “Favorable Arrangements” 

Boston, Oct. 16--W. J. O’Hern ot 
Halifax, attorney of James B. Lehne- 
man, arrived here last night for the pur- 
pose of seeing United States District 
Attorney French and trying to arrange 
with him favorable terms in connection 
with the government’s prosecution 
against Lehneman for his part in the 
alleged smuggling of Chinemen into 
this country. O’Hern says that unless 
favorable arrangements can be made in 
behalf of his client the efforts of the 
United States government to extradite 


Lehneman will be fought at every 
stage.

A Deluge of Mud 
Naples, Oct. 16.—A terrific storm has 


caused an inundation of mud from 
Mount Vesuvius, and the country 
roundabout is flooded. Two women 


have been killed and 26 persous injured 
by the storm. Travel on the railroad 
up Mount Vesuvius bas been partially 
destroyed. Many houses have been 
terally surrounded by the waves of 
mud. Several houses in Ottajano have 
fallen. An avalanche of mud has in- 
vaded Bosco Trecase. 


Held For Shooting Warden 

Newburyport, Mass., Oct. 16.—Pat- 
rick Cahill, the farmhand who shot 
Deputy Warden Rausch at Rowley 
Sunday while being placed under ar- 
rest by the warden, was taken Into the 
local police court and pleaded not 
guilty to the charge of assault with at- 
tempt to murder. Manchester, his 
companion pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of violating the Sunday game 
law. The cases were both continued 
until Saturday. 


Big Damage Suit Must Wait 

Washington, Oct. 16—The supreme 
eourt of the United States denied a mo- 
tion to advance a hearing in the case 
of the Countess of Buena Vista against 
General Brooke, for $250,000 damages 
for the annulment of an exclusive right 
to slaughter cattle in Havana. The 
ease is not likely to be reached during 
the present term. Brooke was govern- 
or general of Cuba when the right was 
annulled. 


Director Were In the Dark 
Toronto, Oct. 16.—General Manager 
McGill of the wrecked Ontario bank 
admits a shortage of $1,250,000. Bank- 
ers, in estimating the probability of 
their guarantees being enforced, place 
the loss through McGill's speculations 
at $500,000 higher. McGil! admitted 
that these speculations were carried om 

without the directors’ knowledge. 


Hurricane Did $1,000,000 Damage 

New Orleans, Oct. 16—Damage of 
fully $1,000,000, including the partial 
demolition of one town, was done by 
the hurricane on the coast of Central 
America, which was reported by a brief 
wireless message received here. Wire- 
less and cable advices say that prob- 
ubly no loss of life occurred. 


Moors Pianning Holy War 

Tangier, Oct. 16.—It is reported here 
that a revolt has broken out in the Ke- 
hamma district, where a holy war is 
said to be in course of preparation. 
Several caravans bearing arms and am- 
munition from Morocco City to Tafilelt 
are believed to have fallen into the 
hands of the rebels. 


Gift of Property Worth $500,000 

Omaha, Oct. 16.—In commemoration 
of his 75th birthday, John A. Creighton, 
one of the- founders of Creighton uni- 
versity, has deeded to that institution 
two buildings in the wholesale district 
worth about $500,000. They will pay 
the university about 5 percent. 


Dynamite Kilis Three Men 

Roanoke, Va., Oct. 16—Threé work 
men in a quarry near here were killed 
by the premature explosion of dyna- 
mite. The men had been thawing the 
dynamite in front of a fire on the 
ground and it is thought one of the trio 
kicked a stick of the explosive. 


Fifty Cadets Desert Navy 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 17—The Ga- 
zette declares that 50 naval cadets have 
deserted the service, asserting that 
they cannot serve under existing condi- 
tions. The cadets would have obtained 
their commissions very shortly.

| Fechburg Man Became Enraged

|'HE ENDS HIS OWN LIFE 


Murderer’s Quarrelsome Dispo- 
sition Made Worse by Debauch 
ot Several Days--Boarder Nar- 
rowly Escapes Being Killed 


Fitchburg, Mass., Oct. 16.—An over- 
turned cup of tea changed Henry A. 
Smith, 37 years old, and a driver of a 
coal team, from a quarrelsome to an in- 
furlated husband and led to the mur- 
der of his wife, Hattie A. Smith, 27 
years old, whom he shot twice, and 
then, a few minutes later, used the 
same weapon to end his own life at the 
house of his sister, nearby. One of the 
bullets struck Mrs. Smith In the jaw 
and as she ralsed her right arm a second 
crashed Into her side. She died in 20 
minutes. 

The family were at the tea table 
when Smith jumped up and began 
shooting. His little 10-year-old son, 
Henry, a niece named Alice Smith, and 
a boarder, Arthur Harding, rushed from 
the room. Smith sent a third bullet af- 
ter Harding, but missed him. The 
fourth he used to end his own life and 
when the weapon was found there was 
still an unexploded cartridge in it. 

Smith had been drinking heavily for 
several days and had frequently quar- 
reled with his wife over trivial affairs. 
Sunday night he chased her about the 
house with an axe in his hand and she 
was obliged to seek refuge at the house 
of her sister-in-law, whose name is also 
Mrs. Hattie Smith. 

Mrs. Smith was employed in a shirt 
factory during the day and last night 
she arrived home at the usual time, 
shortly after 6 o’clock. Her husband 
came in a few minutes later and half 
an hour after the family, including the 
two children and the boarder, sat down 
to the tea table. 

According to Harding, Smith was 
very irritable and quarreled continually 
with his wife, who seldom answered 
him. Someone overturned a cup of tea 
and this seemed to provoke Smith al- 
most to madness, for he jumped up, 
drew a revolver from his pocket and 
fired at his wife. The bullet struck 
the end of her jaw. She shrieked and 
put up her hand to her wounded face. 
As she did so Smith fired again and the 
second bullet passed into the body be- 
neath the right arm. The others at the 
table ran out crying “murder,” which 
seémed to further infuriate Smith, for 
he sent a bullet after Harding, which 
missed the boarder by a few feet. 

The family live at 32 Summer street, 
while Smith’s sister, Mrs. Hattie 
Smith, lives a short distance away at 32 
Winter street. Before anyone in the 
neighborhood realized what had oc- 
curred Smith left the house and went 
to that of his sister. Going up into one 
of the chambers, he sat down before a 
looking glass and ended his life. 

When the neighbors rushed into the 
Smith house they found the unfor- 
tunate woman standing beside the sink 
bleeding profusely from her wounded 
jaw. She weakened rapidly and died 
a few minutes after being placed upon 
a lounge. It was not known that she 
had been shot in the side until Medical 
Examiner Lyons and two physicians 
lad been called. 

Friends of the family stated after the 
tragedy that the family had not been a 
happy one, owing to the habits of the 
father, and the quarrels especially dur- 
ing the past week or two had been 
quite frequent. Mrs. Smith was high- 
ly spoken of by all who knew her. 


Standard Oil Gains a Point 

Findlay, O., Oct. 16.—The end of the 
trial of the Standard Oil company of 
Ohio, for alleged conspiracy against 
trade, has come suddenly in sight. The 
prosecution admitted that the state had 
no means of showing that the Standard 
Oil company. authorized its agents to 
offer or give rebates. The court said 
that it was a fundamental rule of evi- 
dence that the authority of the agent 
must be established. 


Murdered by Discharged Employe 

Chicago, Oct. 16.—Wiliam Cheney 
of Lockport, foreman in the employ of 
the sanitary district of Chicago, was 
shot through the heart by Antonio 
Asfronta, an Italian workman, whom 
he had discharged. The murderer was 
captured and hastily taken to Joliet to 
prevent a crowd of Lockport citizens 
from lynching him. 


Princeton Curator Takes Poison 

Princeton, N. J., Oct. 16.—Jacob Geis- 
mar, curator of the University Geo- 
logical laboratory, committed suicide 
last night by drinking cyanide of potas- 
slum. Gelsmar drank the poison while 
walking with his wife and son on the 
street and died in 20 minutes. Nocause 
can be assigned for the suicide. 


Wrecks In Northern Waters 

Sydney, N. S., Oct. 16—Steamship 
Polino is ashore about 40 miles below 
Quebec and is a totalloss. The Polino 
had a cargo of coal, The steamer went 
ashore in a snow squall. The Norwe- 
gian bark Vivaux is ashore near Port 
Aux Basque, N. F., and will tikely bea! 
total loss.

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TWENTY-FIVE KILLED 


Two Hundred Entombed Miners 
Will Eventually Be Rescued 
Duriam, Eng., Oct. 16.—As a result 

ot an explosion in the Wingate colliery, ' 

near here, at about midnight Sunday 
night, 25 miners have been killed and 


200 are temporarily entombed. Only a 
small portion of the 1000 men employed 
in the mine were down when the explo- 
sion took place. The cause is sup- 
posed to have been firedamp. The ex- 
plosion was one of terrific force. 

Soon after the news of the disaster 
became known crowds of half-clad peo- 
ple were rushing toward the mine and 
there were heartrending scenes at the 
mouth of the shaft among thos¢ whose 
relatives were below. The first report 
represented the disaster to be worse 
than subsequently was found to be the 
cise. 

By daylight signals had been ex- 
changed with the bottom seam, where a 
majority of the men were entombed, 
to the effect that they were safe. As 
the morning advanced the bodies of 
the dead were slowly brought up. The 
first to appear were mostly of old men 


‘who had been employed-as shifters and 


stonemen. The work of rescue was 
‘continued throughout the day with 
every energy. Eighty men were 


brought out alive. Many of these, 
however, were in a critical condition. 
Later, supplies of coffee and sand- 
wiches were passed to the entombed. 


Kaiser Attends Krupp Wedcing 

Essen, Prussia, Oct. 16.—In the pres- 
ence of Emperor William and 140 
guests, Bertha Krupp and Gustav von 
Bohlen Und Halbach were married in 
a little improvised chapel adjoining the 
bride’s birthplace, the Villa Huegel, by 
the pastor of the neighboring village, 
where the Krupp family had long wor- 
shipped. Bertha Krupp and Von 
Kohlen, before the wedding, announced 
their joint gift of $250,000 to the Work- 
men’s Invalid fund, and Mrs, Krupp an- 
nounced the gift of another $250,000 to 
the same fund and 125 acres of land on 
which to build economical model dwell- 
iags for the workmen, 


Indians Making Troub’e 

Washington, Oct. 16.—Governot 
Brooks of Wyoming has been prac- 
tically notified by Secretary Hitchcock 
that he can secure the assistance of the 
United States troops in the matter of 
the removal of the renegade Ute In- 
dians, whose home is in Utah, if he so 
desires. There are about 300 of the In- 
dians encamped near Gillette, and the 
governor reports that they are drinking 
insulting the people, and stealing. The 
government does not feel disposed to 
act in the absence of a specific request. 


Would-Be Rescuers He'piess 

Salem, Mass., Oct. 17.—“If you are 
an Irishman, save me,” was the cry 
which two men who were passing over 
the bridge between Salem and Beverly 
heard early this morning. Looking 
over the rail of the bridge, they could 
dimly discern a man struggling in the 
water. One of the men happened to 
lave a rope in his wagon and this was 
thrown to the unfortunate one in the 
water, but after making several inef- 
fectual attempts to catch it, he sank and 
was seen on more. 


An Expianation In Order 

St. Johns, Oct. 16.—The colonial min 
istry has refused the American naval 
tug Potomac, which is now at Bay of 
Islands, free entry for stores, in spite 
of the fact that this concession is ac. 
corded French warships in those wa- 
ters. The Potomac has on board A. B 
Alexander of the bureau of fisheries for 
the department of commerce and labor, 
who is studying the Newfoundland 
fisheries dispute.

J. P. S. Churchill, clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court of East Norfolk,’ has just 
forwarded his annual repom to the 
Prisoner Cothmissivoners of the Common- 
wealth, as reqnired by chap. 222, sec- 
tion 6, of the Revised Laws. 

This report shows a total of 2,144 
cases for the year ending Oct. 1, 1906, 
an increase of but two cases over the 
preceding year.

TICKET 1S RATIFIED 


Great Crowd Hears Moran Enun- 
ciate His Principles 


A KNOCK AT “REGULARS” 


Douglas and Quincy Both Are 
Seored Along With Republi- 
canse-Candidate Faints as He 
Completes His Address 


Boston, Oct. 1i3—The Democratic 
state ticket, headed By John"B. Moran, 
who a year ago was elected district 
attorney of Suffolk county, was rati- 
fied last night by a gathering that so 
far exceeded the limits of Faneuil hall 


that two overfiow meetings were neces 
sary, and these were held in the streets 
and among the market wagons. Messrs. 
Moran and Williams occupied most ot 
the time, the former speaking for 55 
minutes and the latter for 45. Each 
dealt with the Republican party and 
its leaders in Massachusetts in no un- 
certain terms. At the close of his 
speech Moran had a fainting attack, 

In his address Moran took up the 
principal planks of the Republican and 
Democratic state platforms and in do- 
ing so criticised the acts of the Repub- 
lican governor, the legislature and the 
party leaders, and did not spare two 
leaders of his own party, former Goy- 
ernor Douglas and Josiah Quincy, for- 
mer chairman of the Democratic state 
committee. 

Of the former he said that, while 
Douglas was traveling in the west for 
his health, he nevertheless seemed 
ready to return in case he (Moran) 
should withdraw. Of Quincy he said 
that he should either bolt the ticket or 
come out openly and speak for it, and 
then, turning to Mayor Fitzgerald, the 
presiding officer, Moran sald, “and I 
ask you, Mr. Mayor, to excuse him from 
the duties of the job which you have 
just given him so that he can do so.” 

Mr. Moran spoke in favor of pun- 
ishment of monopoly by imprisonment, 
of a new law governing abortion, mak- 
ing the district attorney the defending 
counsel in divorce cases, to tRe release 
without bail of persons charged with 
misdemeanors, of making lobbying a 
crime, giving the district attorney pow- 
er in cases of insanity and limiting 
the expenditure of money by campaign 
committees. He criticised, as did sev- 
eral other speakers before him, the ac- 
tion of Governor Guild in appointing 
President Dana of the senate as judge 
of the superior court. 

In closing, Moran said that he had 
promised to speak any time this week 
and during the next if he was able. 
“You have heard my policies and doc- 
trines. There is not one of them that 
is unjust or dangerous. Iam not a 
Cossack, but only an American citizen 
appealing to your reason and not to 
your passion.” 

Mr. Moran reeled as he uttered his 
last words and Mayor Fitzgerald and 
G. F. Williams caught him as he seemed 
about to fall. They placed him in a 
chair and for some seconds he seemed 
unconscious. He revived, however. 

Mr. Williams criticised Governor 
Guild’s statement that liberty had be- 
come a license and said that license 
had been given to cértain persons to 
prey upon the people. He denied 
Guild’s statement that the state had 
been well governed and endeavored to 
show by reference to the action of the 
legislature on the overtime bill, the ap- 
pointment of President Dana of the 
senate to the superior court bench, the 
failure to give district attorneys more 
power to prosecute offenders, the crea- 
tion of the lobby and several other 
matters that the government of the 
state by the Republican party had not 
been a success. 

“T have conceived of a governor who 
will drive lobbyists from the state 
house and I have conceived of a legis- 
lature who cannot be bought,” he sald. 
“We are beginning now to bring that 
kind of a government to Massachusetts, 
and our candidate is accepted by all 
Democrats and by a great many others 
who believe that he will be the wedge 
that will split the log of corruption.” 

In closing Mr. Williams said: “We 
have found an honest man. Eyeryone 
laughed when he was elected district 
attorney, now he is & candidate for goy- 
ernor. He is the first politician that 
ever made good on his promises.” 

Mayor Fitzgerald was the only 
speaker who mentioned the name of 
William-J. Bryan or William R. Hearst. 
The former was cheered slightly, while 
there was no response at the mention 
of Hearst’s name. 

When Moran came out of the hall he 
found a crowd of more than 1000 
awaiting him. He paused long enough 
to tell the crowd that he would not be 
able to speak and thanked them for 
their warm greeting. He was assisted 
into a carriage and driven to his hotel.

Boston, Oct. 17.—James F. Carey, 
Socialist candidate for governor of Mas- 
sachusetts, has challenged Governor 
Guild and John B. Moran to a public 
debate on the following question: 

Resolved, That the Socialist party in 
its platform sets forth the only true 
principles upon which the working 
class can obtain the product of their 
labor, or permanently insure a proper 
standard of living.

DEATH OF MRS DAVIS 


“Widow ot the Conteleracy” 
Succumbs to Pneumonia 
New York, Oct. 17.—Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis, widow of the president of the 
Confederacy, who had been ill for a 
week at the Hotel Majestic in this city, 


dled last night. Death was due to preu- 
monia, induced by a severe cold. At 
the bedside when death came were 
Mrs. J. A. Hayes, the only surviving 
daughter of Mrs. Davis, and other rela- 
tives 

Mrs. Varina H. Davis was born in 
Natchez, Miss., in 1826. Her father 
was William B. Howell and her grand- 
father Governor Richard Howell of 
New Jersey. In 1845 she was married 
to Jefferson Davis of Warren county, 
Miss. When Davis was elected United 
States senator Mrs. Davis accom- 
panied him to Washington, where she 
took a prominent position in society 
from 1847 to 1861. When Davis be- 
came president of the Southern Con- 
federacy Mrs. Davis took up her resi- 
dence at the executive mansion at Rich- 
mond, where she remained until the 
close of the war. 

During the second year of her hus- 
band’s imprisonment at Fortress Mon- 
roe Mrs. Davis obtained permission to 
be with him and upon his release ac- 
companied him abroad. She acted as 
her husband’s secretary in compiling 
his memoirs, and was herself the au- 
thor of a book covering the public 
career of her distinguished husband. 
Mrs. Davis performed other literary 
work and was a frequent contributor 
to magazines. : 

After their return from abroad Mr. 
and Mrs. Davis took up their resi- 
dence in Mississippi. After Davis’ 
death in 1889 Mrs. Davis moved to New 
York, where she has since resided.

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FOURTEEN LIVES LOST 


French Submarine Disappears 
While Being Tested 
Biserta, Tunis, Oct. 17.—The French 
submarine beat Lutin, while engaged 
in plunging experiments in the bay, 
failed to reappear after one of her 


plunges, and is now lying on the bottom 
in 130 feet of water. Her crew of 14 
men undoubtedly suffered a horrible 
death such as overtook the crew of the 
Farfadet last year. 

Soon after it was seen that the sub- 
marine had disappeared for good the ac- 
companying tug, aided by torpedo 
boats, began to drag in the vicinity, 
and one boat reported having encoun- 
tered an obstacle at a depth of 130 feet. 
Soon afterward, however, the sea be- 
came so rough that salvage operations 
had to be suspended, and this ended 
all hope for the imprisoned crew, who 
undoubtedly became suffocated in the 
course of a few hours. 


The loss of the submarine Lutin re- 
ealls the catastrophe to the French sub- 
marine boat Farfadet July 6, 1905, at 
the entrance to the port of Sidi Ab- 
dallah, Tunis, Fourteen men perished. 
The submarine eventually was raised. 
Her machinery and hull suffered no 
serious damage. 

On March 18, 1904, the British sub- 
marine Al was run down by a steamer 
while submerged near Portsmouth. 
All her crew were lost. 

On Feb. 5, 1905, the British subma- 
rine AS sank off Queenstown, only one 
of her crew being saved. 

A third British submarine sank off 
; Plymouth June 8, 1905, after an explo- 
sion on board. Fourteen of ber crew 
were killed, 
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Jerome Springs a Surprise

Such an exhibition has seldom been 
witnessed in this commonwealth. The 
evident anxiety of Mr. Brown to makea 
personal use of the labor movement to 
defeat his rival for the lieutenant gov- 
ernorship shows a selfishness which 
has split wide open the ranks of labor 
in this commonwealth. 

From all parts of the state labor men 
have raised their voices in protest 
against such rank selfishness and such 
willingness to embroil the Federation 
of Labor in a political contest. It will 
probably not benefit Mr. Brown as 
much as he thought it would. The del- 
egates of the American Federation of 
Labor in this state can vote to take the 


3 | boderation into polities, but itis an- 


other thing to drag the individual mem- 
bers at the chariot wheels of the Demo- 
cratic party. A great many members 
of the American Federation of Labor 
in various parts of the commonwealth 
have signified their intention to vote as 
they see fit, regardless of the attempt 
made at Lawrence to tie them up to the 
Democratic party. 

What made it extremely evident that 
unscrupulous men there had planned 
to capture the American Federation of 
Labor for the benefit of the Demo- 
cratic party was the action of the con- 
vention in considering the cases of con- 
gressmen in this commonwealth. The 
eases of 11 congressmen were acted 
upon and two of them were indorsed, 
both Democrats, while nine were cen- 
sured, all of them being Republicans. 
It is extremely significant that some 
of these Republican congressmen had 
been hearty workers in the interests of 
measures demanded by labor organiza- 
tions, and had always been considered 
friends of labor. Some of these con- 
gressmen had yotéd on labor measures 
almost identically as had one of the 
Democratic congressmen who was in- 
dorsed. 

It is true that a number of the dele- 
Bates to the Lawrence convention dep- 
recated any such action as was taken, 
feeling certain that it would be fol. 
lowed by injury to the labor cause, but 
those who were insistent upon dragging 
the labor cause, as represented by the 
Iederation, into politics, could not be 
deterred from their purpose. It was 
quite evident that the whole thing had 
been prearranged and that it was a de- 
liberate effort to align the Federation 
ot Labor on the side of the Democratic 
party in the present political contest. 


Concegling Their Partisanship 

It was called to the attention of some 
of those engaged in this transaction 
that it would be very apparent that the 
move was wholly political as the mat- 
ter then stood; therefore, forthe pur. 
pose of concealing the partisanship of 
the whole transaction, it was decided

The funeral of Rev. Harlow 


j was held Wednesday afternoon from 
{the Baptist church, Wollaston, at 2 
o’clock. Several prominent people and 


clergyman were present. These in- 
cluded Col. Thomas Wentworth Higgin- 
son, of Boston, Rev. W. G. Babcock of 
Dorchester, and Julge Jobn S. Keyes 


of Concord, three of tbe six surviving 


} members of the class of ’41, of Harvard 
University; Rev. Dr. T. S. Barber of 
|the Baptist Mission sovieties, Rev. 
Rufus B. Tobey and Rev. Edward 
Norton. 
The services were conducted by Rev. 
E. D. Webber, pastor of the church, 
| who met the funeral party at the epn- 


trance of the church and chanted ‘‘lam 
the Resurrection,’’ as it proceeded down 
| the aisle, while Mrs, Chandler W. Smith 
played softly on the organ. 

On the casket was a large picture of 
sarviving 
taken on its sixtieth anniversary. 

The church bell was tolled for fifteen 
minutes previous to the services and 
jthe deacons of tbe church, H. B,

theological institution, graduating in 
1847, was setiled as a preacher at Paris, 
Me., on Cape Cod, and elsewhere, Both 
of them, however, in later life retired 
from the active service ef their re- 
spective professions and finally took 
up their abode in Wollaston where the 
elder brother died three years since, 
and the younger has now followed him. 

‘*Turning back to their college life, 
they did nut enter the class of 1841 un- 
til its sophomore year, always roomed 
together in the college buildings, and 
lived in the simplest and most blameless 
way, practicisiog I have no doubt, 
much economy. The students at that 
time, quite unlike the present day, were 
almost wholly either Unitarian or Epis- 
copalians, and I well remember that the 
Harlows held so faithfully to the faith 
in which they were reared and yet 
talked of it so liberally that it disarmed 
for once for all my own boyish prej- 
udices against the Baptist body. 

‘Not myself being a dweller in the 
college yard, but at my mother’s honse 
in Cambridge, I should probably haye 
seea little of them, but for the fact the 
initial letters of our names brought us 
near together in our recitations and that 
we were also not far apart in our grade 
of scholarship, they graduating fourth 
and fifth and I not far off. 

‘*They took no part, that I can re- 
member, in games or athletics, belonged 
to no societies except the closing Phi 
Beta Kappa, but were always on kindly 
and cheery terms with all. It is a 
proof of this that they gradually came 
tu being called by their familiar name 
from the words of a song then much 
sung, and were often spoken of as the 
‘Billy-Barlows,’ or even as the ‘two 
Billies,’ and had the good sense to be 
only amused by it. 

‘*My statement so far may seem only 
commonplace, if not trivial, but college 
life then, like all buman life, was full 
of surprises and every man in the class 
was one day astonished by seeing the 
younger Harlow, that one for whose 
sake we gather today, pluck wholly un- 
expected laurels in quite a new direc- 
tion. We had in those days regular 
exercises in declamation, every man 
taking his turoawnder .Prof, Edward ‘i. 
Channing (grand uncle of the present 
Prof. Edward Channing), and of 
Richard H. Dana, later to be distino- 
guished himself as an orator. 

‘‘The very first competition proved 
that we had amongus two men who 
seemed what might be called natural 
orators. These men _ represented in 
several respects the two extremes of the 
class, oue being a young fellow from 
Louisiana, and the other being the 
grave and modest recluse, Harlow the 
second. Orne, the southberner, recited 
before us Byron’s fine lyric, ‘The Isles 
of Greece,’ and ( remember it as if it 
were yesterday; while Harlow the 
second startled us even more by the 
impressive and even powerful way in 
which he declaimed, I think, a passage 
from Webster, or some similar source. 

“*It is to be remembered that public 
oratory has grown steadily more and 
more direct and simple during these 
later years, in the pulpit and out of it, 
aud Ido not know how our deceased 
friend's manner might have struck me 
20 years later. At one class meeting in 
later years, and one only, I remember 
him as giving us in what seemed a 
slightly overstrenuous manner, an 
impassioned religious appeal, which I 
have no doubt did us good, and I am 
told that even in the years of his 
infirmity, he still gave most faithful 
exhortations, With what fine endurance 
he bore his physical affliction we all 
know; and can well imagine the way 
in which be welcomed his release into 
some higher realm of existence, and 
listened for the verdict: ‘Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant,’ ’’

Qne Probably 
Fatally Injured 

_ By Automobile 
Qn Washington St. 


A serious if not fatal accident occurred 
on Washington street Wednesday after- 
noon, when two little girls were run- 
over by an automobile. The girls were 
Elizabeth Wightman, the 6-year-old 
daughter of John Whightman of 10 
Broadway, and Annie Banhan, the-6- 
year old daughter of Charles G. Banhan 
of 32 Broadway. 

The accident happened just after 
school closed. The two little girls after 
coming from the school yard started 
down Washington street banging on be- 
hind a coal team. Suddenly they stepped 
from behind the coal team into the 
street, directly in front of an automo- 
bile coming toward Quincy. 

The chauffeur tried to stop his 
machine, but the distance was so short 
that be could not, and they were run 
over. The automobile was stopped and 
the occupants in the machine rendered 
all the assistance possible. 

The injured children were immedi- 
ately taken to the house of Mrs, Wil- 
liam Caldwell. Dr. E. H. Bushnell 
was quickly on the spot. A hasty 
examivation showed the Wightman girl 
to be uncunscious, and Dr. Bushnell 
ordered her removed to the City 
Hospital where she was taken in the 
police ambalance, The Banhan girl’s 
injuries were not so serious, and she 
was taken home in the automobile. 
After taking her home the machine 
came back and took Dr. Bushnell to 
the hospital. 

At the hospital the injured girl was 
attended by Drs. Dion and Bushnell. 
It was found that she sustained conous- 
Sion of the brain and up to a late hoar 
at night had not regained conscious- 
ness. The Banhan girl was severely 
bruised and shaken up, but fortunately 
no bones were broken. 

The car, which was numbered 16,178, 
is owned by Lewis Rothenburg of 14 
Claremont park, Boston, and the num- 
ber shows it to be a recent purchase. 
Mr. Rothenburg was not in the car at 
the time. The car had been in Quincy 
undergoing repairs and the owner’s 
brother had come out after it, and was 
taking it to Boston when the accident 
happened. 

In the car at the time were Abram 
Rothenburg of 42 Canal street, Boston; 
George P. Hildreth of Cambridge, the 
chauffeur, and Albert R. Jardine of 16 
Edison park. 

The occupants of the automobile said 
that as they came up the street they 
saw that school was just out and that 
they were running slowly. 

After an investigation of the circum- 
stances the police found that no blame 
was attached to the occupants of the 
automobile. 

At the City Hospital this morning it 
was said that the Wightman girl was 
still unconscious.

Guild Sees Deliberate Deception 
of the People : 


“A REAL YELLOW PERIL” 


Moran’s Opponent Takes Up 
*‘¥ine Specific Falsehoods’”’? In 


a Single Issue of a Boston 


Newspaper and Retutes Them 


Lawrence, Mass., Oct. 18.—Governor 
Guild, accused of defeating the wo- 
men’s and minors’ overtime bill in the 
senate, scored his accusers in city hall 
last night, and came out flat for the 
bill, even urging national legislation. 
Guild said in part: 

“My antagonist has stated that the 
contest between us is not on national 
tssues. It is impossible to confine this 
campaign to local issues. The issue 
that will not down is: Shall Hearst 
and Hearstism control the government 
of the separate states and of the United 
States? Shall this reckless young mil- 
lionaire, who neither in the gold mine 
that pays his bills nor on his Cali- 
fornia ranch, practice what he preaches 
to other employers of labor, supplant 
Theodore Roosevelt as the sort of per- 
son that the American citizen most de- 
lights to honor? 

“I do not know which is the more de- 
moralizing to good government—a 
campaign based on money or a cam- 
paign based on slander. <A second is- 
sue in the campaign therefore is: “Will 
Massachusetts rebike or support a 
campaign based on the deliberate de- 
ception of the people? On Wednesday, 
Oct. 10, the Boston organ of the ruling 
faction of the Massachusetts Democ- 
racy stated: ‘Mr. Guild does not be- 
Lieve in union labor.’ 

“This is falsehood No. 1. The Com- 
mercial Bulletin {s, and has been since 
I assumed control, a union office on the 
eight-hour basis. 

“The organ says: ‘The work on the 
dome is being done under the direction 
of the governor.’ This is falsehood 
No. 2. The statutes of Massachusetts 
delegate this duty and all repairs to the 
sergeant-at-arms, 

“The organ says: ‘The governor 
made a contract with a firm which does 
not employ union men.’ This sentence 
includes falsehoods No. 3 and 4. ‘The 
governor made no contract. He has 
had no authority to do so. The firm 
to which the sergeant-at-arms, who is 
elected by the legislature, awarded the 
contract, did and does employ union 
labor, and union labor is at work on 
the dome now. 

“The organ says: ‘Before this work 
was begun a committee headed by 
Martin T. Joyce, president of the Bos- 
ton Central Labor union, called on the 
governor and acquainted him with all 
the facts.’ This is falsehood No. 5. I 
have had no conversation with any com: 
mittee in regard to the subject of the 
dome. 

“The same issue of the organ de- 
ciared that I had been condemned by 
the A. F. of L. by a vote of 94 to 38. 
This is falsehood No. 6. Yet when cor- 
rection was demanded by the labor un- 
ions the only correction made was not 
a retraction of the statement that I had 
been condemned, but a statement that 
resolutions with regard to Mr. Draper 
had been ‘incorrectly reported.’ 

“The same issue of the same news- 
paper, Oct. 10, on its last page stated 
that I was especially satisfied with 
the defeat of the ‘overtime bill.’ This 
is falsehood No. 7. I never asked or 
intimated, directly or indirectly, that 
I desired any man to vote against that 
bill. I feared no more to face the ‘over- 
time bill’ than I feared to face the 
eight-hour bill. 

“The same article insinuates that I 
might constitutionally have revived the 
overtime bill after its defeat. This is 
falsehood No. 8. The overtime bill had 
been definitely defeated so,far as that 
session of the legislature was _ con- 
cerned. There was no way possible 
under the Constitution for the execu- 
tive to have revived it. 

“My opponent’s principal organ 
states that Judge Dana was rewarded 
for voting against the overtime bill by 
a seat on the bench of the superior 
court. This is falsehood No. 9. The 
overtime bill was defeated on March 23, 
The first intimation that Dana _ re- 
ceived in regard to the judgeship was 
long afterwards. He was confirmed as 
judge on June 20. He neverknew I 
was considering his name. His ap- 
pointment, now attacked, was at the 
time commended by legislators in both 
branches of the state legislature. In 
one single issue of the organ of the op- 
position I have exposed to you nine 
specific falsehoods. I cannot, of course, 
hope to correct every falsehood aimed 
at me in the campaign.

New York Central Road and It; 
Traffic Manager Found Guilty 

New York, Oct. 18—A _ verdict of 
guilty of granting rebates on sugar 
shipments was returned by a jury in 
the United States court here against 
the New York Central Railway com- 
pany and Frederick L. Pomeroy, the 
company’s genera! traffic manager. 
Sentence was deferréd until Friday to 
permit the attorneys for the defense to 
file motions with the court. 

The charge against the New York 
Central and Pomeroy was based upon 
indictments found by the United States 
grand jury after many months of in- 
vestigation. It was alleged that the de- 
fendants entered into an arrangement 
with the American Sugar Refining 
company whereby Edgar & Son of De- 
troit were favored by a reduction of 5 
cents per hundred weight on sugar 
shipments from New York to Detroit 
from the regular traffic rates.

Some Unrest In Cuba

New Warships 
And Big Ones 


Possibly the Fore River shipyard will 
get some of the government work which 
is planned. A Washington dispatch to 
the Transcript says: 

At the next session Congress will be 
asked by the Navy Department for funds 
to build mighty tighting ships to rival 
the new British battleships. Secretary 
Bonaparte has directed the Board of 
Construction to investigate, not only 
the now famous Dreadnought, but more 
particularly the Inflexible, the Indom- 
itable and the Invincible, which were 
thought to be armored cruisers, but 
prove to be battleships of a new and 
formidable type, 

To meet such a ship as the Dread- 
nought the Bureau of Construction has 
been engaged fora year in planning a 
monster battleship. Much progress has 
been made, and the department expects 
to have complete designs ready to back 
up a request to Congress for the neces- 
rary money. 

Great Britain’s newest coup will 
probably result in the abandonment of 
the plans adopted by the department. 
In her three new ships Great Britain 
has vessels that will have less displace- 
ment than the Dreadnought, but which 
will have greater speed and as great a 
battery. The American plans con- 
templated a battleship of 20,000 tons 
displacement, with a broadside to excel 
that of the Dreadnought. 

The new problem to be solved is to 
obtain a ship of less displacement than 
this, capable of greater speed, without 
sacrifice of fighting strength. This is 
the task Secretary Bonaparte has placed 
upon the Board of Construction. 

In the event of success, the next Con- 
gress will be asked for funds for the 
construction of at least two, and 
possibly three, of the new class of 
ships evolved by England from lessons 
of the Russo-Japanese war. It had 
been planned to have the Government 
build the single monster, 

The new developments will mean that 
private concerns will be asked to bid on 
all of whatever numbor of ships may be 
authorized, except one, to be Govern- 
ment built. This phase makes the ac- 
tion of Secretary Bonaparte especially 
interesting to Quincy, Philadelphia, 
Newport News and the few other great 
warshipbuilding centres. The plans of 
the department will ba fully revealed in 
the recommendations to be submitted 
to Congress this winter, 

The Secretary’s attitude, however, is 
eloquently indicated in his instruct- 
tions to the Board of Construction, and 
it is expected in naval circles here that 
Great Britain's new fighting wonders 
will be equalled if not excelled, by 
the resulting product of the depart- 
ment’s skilled designers.

Some maliciously inclined person put 
the city to considerable expense Thurs- 
day evening by tampering with the fire 
alarm, and it is safe to say that if ap- 
prehended they will be punished to the 
full extent of the law.

Accuses Independence League ot 


Demanding Money 


HE EXONERATES HEARS! 


Tammany Leader Receives No- 
tice to Appear Betore Grand 
Jury and Tell What He Knows 
In Relation to the Matter 


New York, Oct. 19.—The most start- 


ling development in the present politi- 
cal campaign in this state came when 


Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
many Hall, publicly charged that 


money had been demanded by repre- 
sentatives of the Independence League 
in consideration of the withdrawal of 
their candidates in certain districts, and 
when Murphy was served with a sub- 
poena to appear before the grand jury 
in a “John Doe” proceeding and testify 
as to his charges. The subpoena was 
issued by District Attorney Jerome af- 
ter.a conference with Judge Rosalsky 
of the court of general sessions, 

In his statement Murphy charged 
that certain Independence League men 
had demanded money for the with- 
drawal of their candidates in congres- 
sional, senatorial and assembly districts 
where a third ticket had been put in 
the field. He added, however, that Wil- 
liam R. Hearst, the Independence 
League and Democratic candidate for 
governor, knew absolutely nothing’ of 
what was going on in this connection. 

The Independence League headquar- 
ters iast night made a positive denial 
of Murphy’s charges, adding that if 
any one connected with the organiza- 
tion had attempted to “hold up” can- 
didates they would be glad to know of 
it. 

The Independence League, which 
was promoted by Hearst, held its state 
convention in this city Sept. 11 and 
named a full state ticket, with Hearst 
end Chanler heading it as governor and 
lieutenant governor, respectively. Sub- 
sequently the league named a complete 
judicial ticket for the first judicial dis- 
trict, which comprises New York city 
and county. At Buffalo, on Sept. 26, the 
Democratic state convention nominated 
Hearst and Chanler for governor and 
lieutenant governor, respectively, and 
endorsed John H. Whalen for secretary 
of state, who had also been named by 
the Independence League convention. 
Hearst’s campaign throughout the 
state has been made under the joint 
management of the Democratic and the 
Independence League state commit- 
tees. 

The subpoena served upon Murphy 
cites him to appear before the grand 
jury and tell that body what he knows 
of the alleged irrefular actions of the 
Independence League men. Jerome 
himself will conduct the examination 
of Murphy by the grand jury and 
Judge Rosalsky probably will be pres- 
ent. 

Judge Rosalsky’s connection with 
the case is merely incidental. Ac- 
cording to the published interview with 
Murphy, it was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Tammany leader that the 
Independence League had filed a nomi- 
nating petition with the name of Rosal- 
sky upon it for the court of general ses- 
sions, 2ud Murpby is said to have ex- 
claimed, “Well I suppose he got his 
money.” Rosalsky, who is a Republi- 
can judiciary candidate, denied that 
he was a party to any agreement. 


“Stupid Campaign Falsehood” 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., Oct. 19.—W. BR 
IIearst last night was shown a press 
dispatch which stated that Charles F. 
Murphy had said that certain repre- 
sentatives of the Independence League 
had demanded money for the withdraw- 
al of league candidates. Hearst said: 
“About as much weight sbould be 
given to this statement by Murphy as 
would be given to a similar statement 
by Woodruff. In many instances the 
league has endorsed Democratic can- 
didates..

Guild and Liquor Legislation

Weaver Breaks With Advisory Board 

Philadelphia, Oct. 19.—The commit- 
tee of prominent citizens, known as the 
mayor's advisory board, has been 
dissolved by Mayor Weaver. The ad- 
visory bourd was created by Weaver 
soon after his rupture with the Repub- 
lican organization in May of last year. 
When the reform party at its recent 
convention failed to nominate Shoyer, 
the mayor’s eandidate for district attor- 
ney, there were rumors of friction be- 
tween the executive and the members 
of the board.

Washington, Oct. 19.—In his annual 
report Brigadier General Sharpe, com- 
missary general of the army, recom- 
mends that each militia eamp have a 
school of instruction in baking and 
cooking during their annual encamp- 
ment. Sharpe states that the superior- 
ity of fireless cooking in the army has 
been thoroughly demonstrated.

Boston, Oct. 19.—For approving the 
payroll of an employe of the city who 
has been bedridden for two years, Ben- 
jamin J. H. Green, a foreman in the 
street department, was arrested last 
night on a charge of larceny of $1048 
from the city of Boston. The money 
had been drawn each week by the 
daughter of the workman.

Bloomington, Ills., Oct. 19.—A cable 
to Ferdinand Trapp announces the 
death of Lord William Scully in Lon- 
don. He held 46,000 acres of land in 
Illinois, 60,000 in Nebraska, 50,000 in 
Kansas and 40,000 in Missouri. He 
owned a house in Washington and had 
lately become naturalized. Trapp was 
his American agent.

Simsbury, Conn., Oct. 19.—When 
Walter Camp, the Yale football advisor, 
framed the new rules, he made a code 
under which his own son, Walter Camp, 
Jr., has broken his collar bone.

New York, Oct. 19.—Cable commu- 


; Hication With Havana has not been re- 
fee and the Western Union Cable 
company is unable to get into commu- 
nication with Maimi, Fla., or Key West, 
the land lines throughout southern

TO FILL OLD ORDERS 


Columb'a Company In Posse- 
sion ot the Eastman Quarry 
Rutland, Vt. Oct. 19.—After spend- 

ing Wednesday night and part of yes- 
terday in guarding the Eastman mar- 
ble quarry at West Rutland from the 
upproach of representatives of the re- 
ceivers of the Columbian Quarry com- 
pany, the armed employes of the East- 
man company were relieved from duty 
late yesterday, and the victory in the 
controversy rested with the receivers 
of the Columbian company. During 
the day the receivers obtained from 
Judge Miles of the supreme court at 
Montpeller injunctions restraining both 
John E. Eastman and his son, George 
I’. Eastman, from opposing the opera- 
tion of the Eastman plant by the re- 
ceivers, and when the papers in this 
proceeding were served the Eastmans 
capitulated and their armed guard 
was withdrawn. 

The injunction makes it possible for 
the Columbian Quarry company re- 
ceivers to operate the plant of the East- 
Inan Quarry company long enough to 
fill orders for which the Eastman com- 
pany contracted, before the failure of 
the Columbian company, to furnish ma- 
terial. The employes of the Eastman 
company are to be hired to work for 
the receivers of the other concern at 
the same wages they now receive until 
the contracts are filled. 


Doctor Charged With Mansiaughter 

Providence, Oct. 19.—The victim of 
criminal surgery, barely able to reach 
her home on a street car, accompanied 
by her lover, Agnes Harrison, 27, died 
after lingering in great agony for two 
weeks, Before her death she is al- 
leged to have confessed who it was that 
performed the operation, and the po- 
lice have been looking for the man ever 
since. Detective Haran yesterday ar- 
rested Dr. William H. Travers, one of 
the oldest physicians in the city, on the 
charge of performing an illegal opera- 
tion and manelaughter. The accused 
man was locked up. 


Overturned Auto Kilis a Woman 

Waltham, Mass., Oct. 19.—By the 
overturning of an automobile at the 
foot of a long hill between Wayland 
and Sudbury, Mrs. Fred N. Dillon of 
Fitchburg was crushed to death be 
neath it and Mrs. George P. Grant, Jr., 
also of Fitchburg, suffered a fracture 
of two ribs and other injuries. George 
P. Grant, Jr., who was the only other 
occupant of the automobile, and who 
was operating it, escaped practically 
unharmed, although he was pinned, 
with the others, beneath the overturned 
machine. 


Violation of Labor Law 

Boston, Oct. 19.—A jury in the 
United States district court returned a 
verdict of guilty on two counts against 
William H. Ellis, the government con- 
tractor, for violation of the national 
elght-hour labor law during the prog- 
ress of the work at the Charlestown 
navy yard pier. The court granted 
counsel for Ellis 20 days, with the privi- 
lege of an extension of this time, to file 
exceptions in the case. 


To Inspect Chinese Missions 

Boston, Oct. 19—The American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, in response to reiterated calls 
from its missions, has decided to send a 
deputation to the Chinese empire during 
the coming year. It is eight years since 
the last deputation from the board went 
to China, and the vast changes which 
have taken place since that time make 
another inspection of the missions de- 
sirable. 


Battie Fiag to Be Returned 

Boston, Oct. 19.—The common coun- 
ceil last night concurred with the board 
of aldermen in voting to return the Con- 
federate flag which General Butler 
brought from New Orleans in 1862 and 
presented to this city. The flag will be 
sent back to New Orleans, but the coun- 
cil voted against making any appro- 
priation for the expenses of a special 
committee’s trip to the Crescent city. 


Bostonians Wiii Honor Lipton 

Boston, Oct. 19.—Sir Thomas Lipton 
has accepted invitations to two ban- 
quets in this city on Oct. 31 and Nov. 1. 
On the former date he will be the guest 
of the city of Boston and on the latter 
he will be entertained by the Boston 
Yacht club, with the co-operation of the 
Massachusetts Yacht Racing associa- 
tion, which is composed of 25 yacht 
clubs in Massachusetts bay. 


New Bishop Consecrated 

Portland, Me., Oct. 19.—In the Ca- 
thedral of the Immaculate Conception, 
before a congregation which completely 
filled the great structure, with civil 
and church dignitaries from ali parts 
of New England, Rt. Rev. Louis S. 
Walsh was consecrated to the episco- 
pacy with solemn ceremony.

Before the first of November all nom- 
inations for the Republican City caucus- 
es must be made, so that municipal pol- 
itics cannot be set aside for the State 
election. In fact there are only eleven 
days including Sundays in which to 
circulate and file nomination papers for 
Mayor, Councilmen, Schook-Committee 
and Ward Committees of nine meo. 

Mayor Thompson is a candidate for a 
third term, and the City Hall people 
are confident that he will have but little 
opposition. Personally the Mayor has 
given good satisfaction, but there has 
been considerable criticism of his de- 
partment officials. Those who would 
like to have a change have not apparent- 
ly united upen a candidate. 

Friends of ex-City Treasurer Gray 
says his candidacy is being taken up 
and actively pressed by many repre- 
sentative and conservative business men 
in the different wards of the city, but 
thus far there has been but little 
enthusiasm, Mr. Gray’s-,well known 
conservatism, not being a politician in 
any sense, and his familiarity with the 
business of the city, cause some to feel 
that he would, if elected, give the city 
a thorough business administration. 

Many other names have been men- 
tioned, but none seem tobe willing to 
become candidates. The list includes 
Councilman Walter F, Nichols, Council- 
man Lewis Bass, Jr., Councilman W. 
M. Chase, ex-Senator Eugene H. 
Sprague, John L, Miller, Nathan G. 
Nickerson, Henry L. Kineaide, Charles 
C. Hearn, Dexter E. Wadsworth, Emery 
L. Crane and otters. ~ 

In the City Council there will be 
many changes, as several members have 
expressed a desire to retire. It is 
important to select if possible more 
business men, that this branch of the 
city government may be improved. 

On the School Committee too, which 
elected three new men last year, there 
will be two or three new men elected 
this year, as two decline reelection. 
Tbus a majority of the board will be 
changed intwo years. 

Many feel that the greatest need of a 
change isin some of the Ward com- 
mittees, In years past voters at the 
caucuses have had no choice because 
only one list of names were filed, but 
it is proposed to have more than one 
list this year.

ECENT orders for the dispatch- 
ing of troops to Cuba have 
called public attention again tc 
Brigadier General J. Franklin 
Bell, chief of staff of the United States 
army, who also has been ordered to 
Cuba himself. Most of the newspapers 
-have stated that these orders for the 
movement of troops were issued by 
General Bell. ‘The truth is that they 
were issued through General Bell. 
There is quite a difference. The dis- 
tinction between “by” and “through” 
as used in this connection indicates the 
difference between what General Bell's 
position as chief of staff really is and 
what the public has come to believe 
it is. 

Doubtless at some time since last 
April, when General Bell was detailed 
—mark the word—as chief of staff, you 
have read that this estimable officer is 
“the head of the army.” But he isn’t. 
No doubt also you have read that he is 
“really in command of the army.” But 
he isn’t. 

“But,”’ you may say, “General Bell fs 
the officer of highest authority in the 
army, and now we have you. Aha!” 

Again, he isn’t. 

The chief of staff is not a matter of 
rank. President Roosevelt did not 
raise General Bell's rank in the least 
when he detailed him as chief of staff. 
We was the senior brigadier then, and 
he still is. Half a dozen major gener-

an officer to fill the place. The law 
gives the president that privilege, and 
he may select any officer of the briga- 
dier grade or above. The chief of staff, 
contrary to popular belief, does not 
hold his position until he drops out of 
it by dropping out of the army at the 
compulsory retirement age of sixty- 
four. 
the chief of staff must tender his res- 
ignation when a new president comes 
into office. The president may 
accept or Cecline the resignation, as he 
chooses. made be- 
cause it is desired that the president 
Lave at his hand, in close touch, a mili- 
tury adviser in sympathy with his ad- 
tainistrative ideas. 

The chief of staff, then, is military 
adviser to the president and the secre- 
tary of war, and he is the vehicle that 
carries or the channel through which 
flows the general and specific orders to 
the American army. Three men not in 
the army, but of it, are always above 
him—president, secretary of war and 
assistant secretary of war. He takes 
the orders of these three men and 
transmits them to the army. Natural- 
Py, if he possesses any initiative, as he 
must to hold that position, he uses his 
brains in figuring out the details. If 
by any chance the present chief of 
staff should get into the field for active 
service as a field officer he would be 
ordered about by Lieutenant General 
Arthur MacArthur, the real head of the 
army, so far as official rank goes.

whose retirement by age limit was 
still so far off that in all reasonable 
probability he would remain in the 
position long enough to get used to its 
duties and carry out some definite 
ideas. Three or four of our preceding 
chiefs of staffs have been in turn the 
lieutenant general who was just about 
to retire on account of having reached | 
the age limit of active service. Mr. 
Roosevelt simply concluded to quit 
complimenting his veteran “heads of 
the army” by giving them a few 
months hard work as chief of staff be- 
fore retirement. He glanced about, 
and his eye fell upon Frank Bell, as} 
the army people used to call him. For 
several years the president had been 
sitting up and taking notice of Bell, 
Here apparently was a man after his 
own heart—a strenuous sort of ou 
vidual who could swim a swamp with 
a knife between his teeth and go after 
the enemy without stopping to dress. 
General Bell is just that sort of; 
chap. That is how he happens to be} 
chief of staff. Back in 1897 a first} 
lieutenant in the Seventh cavalry, al- 
ready forty-one years of age and witb} 


twenty-three years of service behing 
him, wrote in a letter to a friend: 

“Unless I succeed in getting promot 
ed to one of the staff corps I wil 
probably have to retire as a captais 
after forty-six years’ service — from 
boyhood to old age.’ 


Fought Filipinos Five Years. 


The writer of the letter was Lieu- 
tenant James Franklin Bell. Seven) 
years before he had resolved to retire | 
from the army because of the provok: | 
ing slowness of promotion and go intc 
mining. But just then the Indians 
broke out in a fresh spot. Bell made a 
dash for the battle of Wounded Knee | 
and liked the excitement so well that | 
he stayed in the service. As his letter | 
shows, however, he was becoming dis 
gusted again when the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war broke out, That was Bell's | 
chance. He went to the Philippines 
with the first soldiers and stayed there 
for five years, a longer period than 
any other officer or soldier in the army 
spent in the islands. He was Lieuten- 
ant Bell when he went over. When he | 
came back he was Brigadier General | 
Bell and had been so for three years. 

“Use rifles, not spades,” said Bell. 
His idea was to fight instead of in- 
trenching. He pursued that theory 
throughout his many months of fight- 
ing in the islands and also pursued 
Filipinos most, of the time. 

Bell’s career in the Philippines 
smacks strongly of the unusual. He! 
was an all round handy man. He start. | 
ed in as a volunteer major of engi. | 
neers, but very shortly he became chiet 
of detectives to the army. They called | 
him head of the bureau of information, 
but he was really in charge of the de- 
tective work, and he served strenuous- 
ly and picturesquely as a sleuth.

One of his troopers tells another sto- | 
ry of Bell’s quick action in an emer- | 
gency. It happened after the rising of-| 
ficer had become colonel of the Thirty- | 
sixth volunteer infantry and was | 
pounding Porac periodically. Porac is} 
a town in Luzon. 

“The colonel didn't have men enough 
to garrison Porac,” says this trooper, 
“and do outside fighting, too, so we! 
had a habit o’ hikin’ into Porac about | 
ever’ other day an’ capturin’ the town, | 
an’ nex’ day the Gugts ’uld come in} 
an’ capture it back.

The «Suicide Ciub.” 


So dashing in his fighting operations | 
was Bell that the other soldiers called 
his regiment the “Suicide club.” The! 
colonel was dubbed “Daredevil” Bell. 
At Manila a war correspondent an- 
nounced his intention to go out and get} 
with Bell's forces. 

“You're foolish to do that,” said an| 
old army officer. “You just stay here 
in town and commit suicide. That _ 


save you the trouble of the long trip, 
and the results will be the same.” 

General Belli—he soon got to be a 
brigadier general of volunteers and 
then a regular army brigadier—beliey- 
ed that the way to fight the Filipinos 
was to go after them and hit them 
hard. They wouldn’t stand up and 
fight, he said. Accordingly he instruct- 
ed his officers in his theory of fighting. 
and they put it to practice. One result 
was that more medals of honor and 
more promotions for meritorious serv- 
ice or gallantry in action came to Bell’s 
troops than to any other troops in the 
Philippines. Bell himself while still a 
volunteer colonel received a medal of 
honor through congress at the sugges- 
tion of his commanding general and 
the president of the United States. In 
a fight near Porac he rode far ahead of 
his command, chasing all alone two 
Filipino officers and five privates. He 
captured a captain and two privates 
and brought them into camp. General 
Elwell S. Otis in commending him to 
the war department for distinguished 
bravery in battle remarked that Bell 
repeatedly had done things like this, 
“and the wonder was that he was still 
alive.” 

This recalls a little story that is told | 
of General Bell since he returned to 
the United States. In the army ma- 
neuvers at Fort Riley during a sham 
battle General Barry told his cavalry- 
men to keep a sharp eye out for Gen- 
eral Bell. “He will be sure to expose 
himself to danger,” said Barry, “and 
you must get him.” 

General Bell did expose himself, the | 
cavalry swooped down, and he was} 
forced to flee precipitately. The um-| 
pires formally decided that Bell had! 
been captured. Bell objected with em- 
phasis. 

“Possibly I was killed,” he said, “but 
I wasn’t captured—never!” 

And so the man who at forty-one was 
disgusted because he expected to re- 
tire at sixty-four as a captain is now 
at fifty the chief of staff. According to! 
popular conception, General B

American Soldiers Sent to Cuba 
Have Finest Weapons. 


NEW BAYONET IS BUSINESSLIKE. 


Sharp on Both Edges and Not In- 
tended For Ornament—Latest Army 
Rifle the Deadliest In Use—Machine 
Guns With Each Regiment Can Do 
Very Effective Work. 


American troops sent to Havana 
have been prepared for warlike op- 
erations in Cuba with the finest equip- 
ment of arms and ordnance that any 
army of the United States has ever 
carried, says a Washington correspond- 
ent of the New York. Globe. 

The rifles, machine guns and field 
artillery of the troops sent to Cuba 
will represent the highest type of dead- 
ly scientific inventions. No European 
army has ever gone into a campaign 
with weapons of equal merit, and it is 
doubtful if any Evropean army today 
has weapons of equal merit available. 

Not a single weapon that was carried 
by the American soldier of 1898, when 
he went to Cuba, will be carried by 
the soldier of 1906 who has been sent 
to Havana, Everything is more mod- 
ern, bearing the stamp of latest im- 
provement. Even the revolver used 
by the officers is a newer type of 
Colt’s manufacture, The troops, in- 
fantry, cavalry and all will carry the 
new magazine rifle, sometimes called 
the new Springfield. For the first time 
in the history of the army, infantry 
and cavalry have the same weapon, 
the cavalry having hitherto used the 
earbine, a shorter weapon than the 
army rifle. The new rifle is consider- 
ed by experts the deadliest army rifle 
in use. It is of 30 caliber, has the best 
features of the Mauser and the Krag, 
is simpler than the Krag and has a 
much higher muzzle velocity. The Cu- 
ban insurgent, taking refuge behind 
an eighteen inch tree, will not be safe 
from its bullet, such is its terrific force. 
It is fitted out with another ugly 
weapon in the shape of a sixteen inch 
knife bayonet. This bayonet is sharp 
on both edges and is not intended for 
ornament. 

President Roosevelt and high army 
officers, reading the account of the 
Russo-Japanese war and finding the 
bayonet was not obsolete, but still 
much in vogue in modern warfare, con- 
cluded the rod bayonet with which it 
was at first determined to equip the 
new rifle would not do at all. Reaching 
this conclusion, it was decided to de- 
vise a bayonet that when used would 
be effective. The new sixteen inch 
product is the result. 

But the new army rifle is no further 
advaficed in military excellence than 
the new three inch field gun. General 
Crozier, chief of ordnance, considers it 
superior to the field gun used by any 
other army. It has a recoil cylinder 
and shoots a fifteen pound shrapnel, 
having a bursting radius of fifty yards. 
Long range and great accuracy are 
other features of the weapon. The re- 
coil arrangement is so perfect that an 
artilleryman can set a glass of water 
on a wheel of the gun and fire twenty 
shots a minute without spilling the 
water. A sheet of steel is arranged to 
shield the gunners. 

The mountain guns are also new and 
powerful weapons. They have a 2.95 
inch caliber and shoot a fifteen pound 
projectile, but have a lower range than 
the field gun proper. The piece itself is 
earried on one mule, the carriage on 
another and the ammunition on other 
mules. The artillerymen walk. A moun- 
tain battery can be carried over trails 
almost inaccessible and through moun- 
tain paths where men hesitate to ven- 
ture. 

Then, too, for the first time the army 
is entering a campaign with a machine 
gun detachment for each regiment. 
Hitherto there has been no system to 
the handling of the machine guns. Un- 
der the new arrangement a detachment 
of twenty-one men is detailed to each 
regiment to handle the machine weap- 
ons. These are Vickers-Maxim guns of 
the same caliber as the new army rifle. 
They are mounted on tripods when in 
use and are so effective that an experi- 
enced man using one can saw a board 
in two at a half mile. 

Army officers are much interested in 
the question of just what arms the Cu- 
bans have. Ten thousand Winchesters 
of the same caliber as the Krag rifle 
have been sent to Cuba since the pres- 
ent trouble, and through third parties 
this government has sold a large sup- 
ply of Krag cartridges to the Cubans, 
presumably for use of government 
forces there. This government disposed 
in this way of a number of old ma- 
chine guns of 45 caliber, the same eali- 


ber as the old Springfield rifie, and 
ammunition for these guns. If all these 


Weapons are at Havana, where they 
can easily be taken over by the Ameri- 
can forces, there will be no difficulty. 
In the present disordétly state it 
might happen that some of these weap- 
ons got into the hands of elements 
hostile to this country, and the result 
would not be calculated to aid in the 
movement to bring peace and order to 
the island. Until it is definitely known 
what has become of all this equipment 
army oflicers will not be entirely easy 
in their minds. A few thousand maga-

Then there was a war au- 
tomobile, which carried cannon and 
fired shots as it went along. A more 
useful device was an alarm clock that 
fired off a pistol. The inventor says he 
will improve it by inventing a lever 
bedstead in connection with it. 


New Form of Lookout. 

A new lookout for artillerymen has 
just been invented by Underengineer 
Marchand of the fort of St. Miel, near 
the German frontier.

N. S. Kellogg thereupon bought the 
donkey for $250 cash and employed 
aman at a salary of $50 a month to 
care for the animal the rest of his life 
That was twenty-one years ago. Bill 
was six years old at the time. For 
twenty-one years he has enjoyed every 
luxury, has been the pet of children in 
the neighborhood and honored by vis- 
itors from all parts of the world. 

A few days ago Bill was called to 
that place where all good donkeys go, 
and it was the receipt of this news that 

aused Goetz to announce that he wil) 
erect a monument to the memory of 
the famous animal. 

Goetz and Con Sullivan located the 
Sullivan mine. Goetz tells of the find 
ing of the famous mine by the donkey 
as follows: . 

In the fall of 1885 N. S. Kellogg, a 
veteran prospector, rode into camp at 
Murray with samples of ore which he 
had just discovered. He was in the 
employ of Cooper & Peck of Spokane. 
Wash., having been grub staked by 
them. His employers pronounced the 
specimens he brought in worthless, 
whereupon Keéllogg showed them -tc 
Phil O'Rourke, who saw the value of 
the ore and arranged with Kellogg ta 
return to the claim. At that time 
O’Rourke was being grub staked by 
Goetz & Baer of Spokane. These men 
supplied the grub stake for both Kel- 
logg and O’Rourke when they started 
in quest of the claim which Kellogg 
had located, They hadn’t the price of 
a mule and started with their equip 
ment on their backs. , 

The second day out, however, they 
chanced upon the donkey, which had 
wandered from camp. They transfer- 
red their equipment to his back and 
tramped up the canyon until they reach- 
ed Mile Creek, three miles from the 
south fork of the Coeur d’Alene river. 

There the donkey wandered away 
again, and when O'Rourke found him 
he was browsing on a mountain side, 
where he had pawed up some moss, un- 
covering a quantiy of solid galena lead 
and silver ore. 

When Cooper & Peck found that theiz 
donkey had been pressed into service 
they claimed an interest in the mine 
under the grub stake law, and after a 
long legal battle through two courts, 
finally established their rights. 


Novel Plan to Irrigate Fields. 
Senator W. L. Clayton probably has 
the most unique irrigation system in 
Colorado, says a Greeley correspondent 
of the Denver News. It is in the form 
of three huge storage tanks, made of 
steel, that have been placed on a piece 
of dry land just north of Greeley, Colo, 
The tanks have a combined Capacity of 
50,000 gallons. For next season's crop 
Clayton will have a pumping plant in- 
stalled at each of these tanks, and 
when filled they will have plenty of 
water for a good irrigation of the 
fields. The tanks were first used by 
Dr. S. R. Oppenheim in attempting to 
prove his theory that potato starch 
could be separated from the tubers by 
the centrifugal method, the same as 
beet sugar. The system proved a fail- 
ure, and Senator Clayton and W. D.

{In the summary above the ‘‘uncollect- 
ed taxes to Jan. 1°’ does not mean that 
the balance of the tax levy was collect- 
ed, for each year large sums are abated. 
During the year 1905® taxes to the 
amount of $18,715.11 for different years 
were abated. The city not only lost 
this sum but the interest on the same. 

Because of the ron-payment of taxes 
itis necessary to conductthe business 
of the city on borrowed money, and fi- 
nances are becoming complicated.

INCREASE 
IN VOTERS 


Ward One Has 
Largest Nunber 
While Two Wards 
Show a Loss 


There are now 179 more names on the 
voting lists than at the November 
election in 1905, and 26 more than at 
the December election of 1905. The 
total number on the lists at the present 
time is 5,328. 

Four wards have a registration of 
over 900 votes, namely Wards One, 
Three, Four and Five. 

Ward one now heads the list as the 
Ward has 993 voters. The South Quincy 
ward is second with 970. A year ago 
the South Quincy ward was at the top 
of thelist. Since Nov. 1905, Ward three 
has made a net loss of seven while Ward 
one has made a net gain of 23. 

Ward Four, the West Quincy ward 
which for years held the lead, is now in 
the fourth position, having three less 
registered voters than the Wollaston 
ward. The West Quincy ward shows a 
loss of seven over November last year. 
This ward and the South Quincy wards 
being the only ones to show losses. 

The largest gain was in Ward Six, 
the Atlantic ward. The gain there over 
November last year was 63, Ward Two 
comes next with a net gain of 30, Ward 
One gaius 28 and Ward Five adds 14.

Delegates Attended Convention of 
Temperance Women

ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Countess ot Carlisle Is Chosen 
President, While Mrs. Stevens 
Is Again Elected Vice President 
--Woman Suftrage Asked For 


Boston, Oct. 22—Two interesting 
meetings, one of a devotional character 
and the other a mass meeting in charge 
of the Young Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union branch, brought the for- 
mal proceedings of the seventh conven- 
tion of the World’s Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union to a close yester- 
day. The devotional exercises were 
conducted by Mrs. Harrison Lee of Aus- 
tralia, one of the world’s white ribbon 
missionaries, and the sermon was de- 
livered by Miss Elizabeth W. Green- 
wood, world’s superintendent of evan- 
gelistic work. 

The following officers will serve dur- 
ing the next three years: President, 
Countess of Carlisle, York, Eng.; vice 
president-at-large, Mrs. L. M. N. Ste- 
vens, Portland, Me.; honorary secre 
taries, Miss A. E. Slack, Ripley, Eng., 
and Miss A. A. Gordon, Evanston, Ills.; 
treasurer, Mrs. M. E. Sanderson, Dan- 
ville, P. Q. 

The matter of the next meeting place 
was left to the executive committee, 
consisting of the officers, invitations 
having been received to meet in Syd- 
ney, N. S. W., London and Glasgow. 

Members of the union from all parts 
of the world have attended the con- 
vention, which officially opened on 
Thursday. Mrs. Lillian M. N. Ste- 
yens, vice president, presided through- 
out the convention, in the absence of 
the president, Lady Henry Somerset 
of England, and when she was re- 
elected vice president the delegates 
gave a remarkable demonstration in 
her honor, clapping their bands, cheer- 
ing, waving flags, banners and hand- 
kerchiefs for several minutes, and end- 
ing by singing “Praise God From 
Whom All Blessings Flow.” 

Two delegates have occupied a con- 
spicuous place in the convention—the 
Earl of Carlisle, husband of the new 
president of the World’s W. C. T. U., 
and his daughter, Lady Dorothy How- 
ard. The convention also has shown a 
special disposition to show every pos- 
sible attention to the aged president 
of the Japanese W. C. T. U., Mrs, Kaji 
Yajima, who came from her home 
solely to attend this convention, al- 
though she cannot speak or understand 
English. She has spoken several times 
in her own tongue, her speeches having 
been translated by her grand-niece, 
Miss Okoabo, of Oakland, Cal. 

Large sums for W. C. T. U. mission- 
ary work in various countries and for 
other departments have been raised by 
collection and subscription. Strong 
resolutions pledging the union’s adher- 
ence to the principles of total absti- 
nence and prohibition, urging that steps 
be taken to secure greater individual 
and national purity, asking the heads 
of nations to unite in taking every 
possible step toward accomplishing uni- 
versal peace and declaring the union’s 
purpose to use every legitimate means 
to secure the franchise for women on 
the same terms as men, were adopted. 
A successful banquet on Wednesday 
evening preceded the official opening 
of the convention, and there have been 
public meetings on every evening 
since, at which addresses have been 
made by prominent American and for- 
eign delegates. 

The closing day wasa busy one. In 
addition to the election of officers, all 
of whom, with the exception of the 
president, were re-elected, and the 
adoption of resolutions, much routine 
business was disposed of, and there 
were numerous presentations of bou- 


quets and other gifts to leaders among 


the officers and delegates. 

Although the convention officially 
closed late Saturday afternoon, there 
was a public meeting Saturday evening 
and there were additional public meet- 
ings on Sunday afternoon and evening.

Alleged Wholesale Check For-

Langdon, while a guest at the 
Mealey home, is said to have passed a 
forged check for $125, Charles A.

Langdon then represented 
himself to be the son of a railroad pres!- 
dent and was entertained by Eugene 
Timanus, son of the mayor of Balti- 
more. 

Langdon then went to New York and 
then to Chicago. He is said to have 
served a term In an Ohio prison for for- 
gery in 1899. The prisoner told the po- 
lice that he was disowned by his fam- 
Hy after his conviction. 


Found Dead In Olid Mansion 

Norfolk, Oct. 22.—After having been 
missing for 11 days, E. W. James, a 
member of clubs of Norfolk, Richmond 
and Baltimore, and who is said to be 
worth nearly $500,000, was found dead 
in a room of the old James maneion 
here. Death was due to asphyxiation. 
The police are investigating. No one 
has slept in the old mansion for about 
10 years. A room on the main floor had 
been used by James for a decade as an 
office while he was-in Norfolk keeping 
his rental accounts.

Crew Unaware of Danger 

New York, Oct. 22.—Steamship San- 
turce was submerged until her decks 
were covered with water at her dock 
here before a fire in her hold could be ex- 
tizguished. The Santurce reached here 
from Jacksonville, Fla., but the fire was 
not discovered until her hatches were 
removed. The boat was loaded with 
lumber and a fire in the cargo had ap- 
parently been smouldering for some 
time, though Captain Griffith and his 
crew of 28 men were unaware of their 
danger. 


Longworth Removed From Blacklist 

Washington, Oct. 22—The Federa- 
tion of Labor has marked Nicholas 
Longworth off its list of congressional 
targets. In the catalog of those con- 
gressmen marked out for destruction 
at the polls Longworth occupied a 
prominent place, he having voted 
against the interests of organized la- 
bor whenever he got a chance.

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PRIEST 1S MAULED 


Climax to Strife In a Church at 
Westfield, Mass 


THREE MEN ARRESTED 


Discharge ot Housekeeper by 
Pastor of Polish Church Split 
His Parish Into Factions--Big 
Crowd In the Final Scufiie 


Westfield, Mass., Oct. 22.—Trouble 
that has been brewing in the Polish 
Catholic parish of the Church of the 
Holy Trinity in this town reached a cli- 
max last night, when Rey. T. L. 
IPrzybylski, the pastor of the church, 
was severely beaten by a number of his 


opponents. The police rescued the 
priest before he had been injured seri- 
ously. His head had been cut in many 
places and he had received !njurles to 
his hands and one ankle. 

Yollowlng the assault warrants were 
issued for the arrest of seven of the al- 
leged assailants and three men have 
been taken into custody. The men un- 
der arrest are Thomas Kateurkiewicz, 
president of the literary society con- 
nected with the parish; Michael 
Kuezynski, who has been in town less 
than three months and who is said to 
have been at one time a member of the 
police force of St. Petersburg, and An- 
thony Kuczynski, a relative of Michael. 

Last July Fr. Praybylski discharged 
Walerya Dabrowska, a woman who 
served as his housekeeper. A_ short 
time ago the priest had his former 
housekeeper arrested for attempted ex- 
tortion. She was bound over for the 
December term of the grand jury. A 
week later the Dabrowska woman 
caused the arrest of the priest on a 
charge of assault and battery. 

The case was heard in the local dis- 
trict court and decision was reserved. 
As a result of the trouble between the 
priest and his former housekeeper, the 
parish was divided into two factions. 

A meeting of the literary society of 
the parish was to have been held last 
uight in a hall underneath the church. 
Kateurkiewicz, president of the literary 
society, belongs to the faction which 
Is opposed to the priest and had been 
ordered by the priest to keep away 
from the church premises. Last night 
Fr. Przybylski went to the church and 
found Kateurkiewiez there. He or- 
dered him away, but the man refused 
to go. 

It is-alleged that the priest had a re- 
volver in one hand and a club in the 
other and endeavored to drive the man 
from the premises. A scuffle followed, 
during which nearly everybody in the 
ehurch participated. The priest was 
disarmed and badly beaten. 

The affair caused so much noise and 
disorder that the police were sent to 
the church and rescued the priest. The 
issuance of the seven warrants and the 
arrest of three of the alleged assailants 
then followed. 


Insane Asyium Abuses In Cuba 

Havana, Oct. 22—Governor Magoon 
visited the national insane asylum and 
discovered a deplorable state of affairs 
there. Sixteen hyndred and sixty per- 
sons of both sexes are crowded into 
filthy and dilapitated buildings with a 
capacity for 400 persons. They are 
sleeping on broken cots, relics of the 
last American occupation. Congress 
made an-appropriation to enlarge the 
asylum, but the money was never ex- 
pended. Magoon will take instant 
steps to remedy the abuses. 


Husband Tried to Burn Wife Alive 

Pittsburg, Oct. 22—Screaming with 
pain and terror, with her clothing 
ablaze, Mrs. John Doran rushed from 
her house into the street in Wilkins- 
burg and after a policeman had extin- 
guished the flames she was taken to a 
hospital in a critical condition, where 
she charged her husband with deliber- 
ately attempting to burn her alive. Do- 
ran is under arrest. According to Mrs. 
Doran, her husband had been drinking. 
Her statements are substantiated by a 
13-year-old daughter. 


Talk of Poisoning Raschid 

Clarksburg, W. Va., Oct. 22—The 
body of George Raschid, the Syrian 
leper, was cremated at Pickens. The 
shanty in which he had been staying 
was set on fire and the body was con- 
sumed with It. Many people at Pickens 
say the leper was given poison In his 
food. Pickens citizens opposed the 


presence of the man with the loathsome 
disease. 


A Courageous Campaigner 

New Orleans, Oct. 22—Charles Scott

Houseboat Went to Pieces 

Savannah, Ga., Oct. 22.—Steamer Al- 
on, Captain Bell, arrived here with 24 
survivors of houseboat No.4, which 
Was engaged in building the extension 
of the Florida East Coast railroad to 
Key West. The rescued men were 
bruised In their efforts to keep their 
hold upon the wreckage, to which they 
had clung after the houseboat went to 
pieces, There were 137 men on the 
louseboat at the time. It is believed 
hat at least 20 lost their lives. The 
houseboat broke up into rafts and to 
these the survivors clung. 


Steamer Ashore Off Cape Henry 

Norfolk, Oct. 22—The steamer 
George Farwell, timber-laden, from 
Jacksonville, Fla., for New Haven, is 
ashore off Cape Henry and will prob- 
ibly be a total loss. All on board were 
sived. Captain Chisholm and _ his 
crew of 15 men were landed from the 
wrecked steamer by the life saving 
‘rews from the Cape Henry and Vir- 
ginia Beach stations. The steamer, 
laden with 575,000 feet of cypress tim- 
ber, went ashore in a gale Saturday 
bight. 


Were Carried Out to Sea 

St. Augustine, Fla., Oct. 22.—A wire- 
less message from the Standard Oil 
steamer Lucas, 200 miles at sea, an- 
bounces that she picked up at sea seven 
hen, all of whom were employes of the 
Florida Fish and Produce company. 
Their boat broke loose and they were 
tarried out to sea, where the Lucas res- 
tued them after a thrilling experience. 


Serious Damage by Wind 

Salt Lake, Oct. 22.—This region 
bas been swept by a wind storm of un- 
paralleled severity. In addition to 
three serious accidents to persons, prop- 
erty over a wide area has been devas- 
tated. Fire, fanned by the wind, 
obliterated the new $100,000 plant of 
the Utah Packing company. Ruined

He is also looked upon as a historian 
and his sture of information of events 
and other matters in Quincy’s early his- 
tory is often drawn upon by those en- 
gaged in research.

His 
duties as such are manifold and few are 
the days that he cannot be found at his 
desk directing the officers of this insti- 
tation. 

Such citizen are an honor to any com- 
munity and it is the uuiversal wish that 
Mr. Marsh may be spared, to give tbe 
city the benfit of his advice fand exper- 
ence for many years. Mr. Marsh re- 
ceived a number of remembrances 
during the day.

When the Bees Swarmed

Fourteen times the paymaster and 
his safe and escort passed over his 
route and returned smiling. When 
they started out for the fifteenth trip 
“Mexican Charlie’ had his plans all 
laid. He was a Mexican half breed, 
and when you have such a man look 
out for deviltry. He was a hanger on 
around the stage stations for a hun- 
dred miles up and down the line. He 
was a gambler, a horse thief and sus- 
pected of murder, and he had the nec- 
essary qualifications to make him a 
leader of other bad men. He was 
two months making his plans, and 
they were laid for the complete wipe 
out of the entire party. He didn’t pro- 
pose to leave a single man alive to 
identify him afterward. 

When the roundup was completed 
the outlaw gang numbered an even 
twenty men, and all were armed with 
Winchesters and revolvers.

to Produce Them 


“HEARSFISM” DENOUNCED 


Moran Asks Governor Where He 
Tariff Question-- 


Says He Is Not Concerned In 


Stands on 


the New York Election 


Lynn, Muass., Oct. 23.—Governor 
Guild and Lieutenant Governor Draper 
addressed a Republican rally here last 
night. The governor devoted a large 
portion of his address to Hearst. Dra- 
per defended his position on the tariff 
and told of the political record of E, 
G. Brown, his opponent. Guild spoke 
in part as follows: 

“My antagonist is daily advertised 
by himself and by the Hearst organiza- 
tion as the friend of labor. What has 
the district attorney ever done to in- 
crease the industries of Massachu- 
setts? What has he ever done to im- 
prove the conditions of labor in Massa- 
chusetts? 

“The past year has been unusually 
prolific of labor legislation. As it hap- 
pens it has been possible for me to sign 
every labor measure that has reached 
me. 

“On Oct. 15 Moran over his signature 
said: ‘It bas been shown to me that 
by making confidential statements as to 
my public policies when elected, from 
$50,000 to $100,000 would be raised by 
these various interests for this cam- 
paign.’ He intimates that he spurned 
this offer and adds, ‘In consequence I 
find myself opposed by this powerful 
combination of interests.’ 

“Now I want Mr. Moran to explain 
why he is shielding the men who tried 
to bribe him. Let us have the names 
of every man who has tried to secure 
inaction by bribery. 

“Tonight Mr. Hearst’s foremost advo- 
cate in Massachusetts is advocating in 
Faneuil hall my defeat and my an- 
tagonist’s election. The Hearst  or- 
ganization, splendidly organized and 
amply supplied with money, is working 
for the same end in order to make 
Massachusetts Democracy Hearstism, 
in order to make Massachusetts, 
through a Hearst victory now, a Hearst 
state in 1908. 

“Every vile calumny, every distor- 
tion and falsification of public record 
that can be invented is being pre- 
sented daily in Mr. Moran’s personal or- 
gan to poison the minds of the voters of 
this commonwealth. 

“I ask you to judge by the truth. Act 
so that with no uncertain voice Massa- 
chusetts may declare that never shall 
the United States commit the crowning 
Infamy of putting William R. Hearst 
‘in the chair of the murdered McKin- 
ley.” 


GUILD IS QUESTIONED 


Moran Wants to Know It Atti- 
tude on Tariff Is Changed

elty. Moran appeared pale and emaci- 
ated when he entered the hall and for 
the first few minutes of his address 
leaned heavily on a table. Later the 
cheers of the crowd seemed to inspire 
him and he strode up and down the 
platform and emphasized his remarks 
with spirited gestures. 

The main portion of his speech fol- 
lowed closely that which he made a 
week ago at Boston, but there was con- 
siderable new matter, especially in re- 
lation to Governor Guild. 

“I care not,” he said, “whether it 
suits all Democrats or Republicans, but 
if I am elected governor this year and 
next year I will stand side by side with 
other leading Democrats of the coun- 
try. I am not concerned in the New 
York election. Hearstism, Bryanism 
and Rooseveltism does not interest me, 
despite the assertions of my opponent. 
The simple question is whether Guild 
or Moran shall be elected governor in 
Massachusetts?” 

Answering Guild’s question as to 
where he stood on the tariff, Moran said 
that he wrote all the tariff planks in the 
Democratic platform. “But where does 
Guild stand on the tariff question?’ he 
asked. “A year ago Guild declared in 
favor of tariff reform, but this year he 
declares that he stands on the Repub- 
lican platform. I would like to ask 
Guild these questions: 

“Do you want immediate tariff re- 
vision? Do you want reciprocity with 
Canada? Do you stand where you did 
& year ago, or where do you stand?” 

In answer to the charge that he had 
been neglecting his duties as district 
attorney of Suffolk county, Mr. Moran 
said that he had not been given the as- 
sistance by the legislature which he 
needed, and what assistants he had in 
the office were compelled to give their 
attention to routine matters.

P. H. Me- 
Cabe, state committeemen of Albany 
county, stated that a party of up-state 
Democrats, dissatisfied with the action 
of the Buffalo convention, and headed 
by Osborne, had taken possession of 
the Democratic headquarters located at 
Albany and declared themselves the 
rightful possessors. They then an- 
nounced, he said, that with the head- 
quarters as a base, they intended to 
pursue an active anti-Hearst campaign 
throughout the state 


Busy Times For Candidates 

New York, Oct. 23.—Political activity 
was renewed with energy yesterday by 
the gubernatorial candidates, upon 
whom thus far has rested the btirden 
of the campaign.

Airship L’Orient Traveled 8000 
Feet Skyward 


THE THERMOME'ER AT 106 


Landed 57 Miles From Point ot 


Departure--Centuar Descend- 
ed After Covering 30 Miles-- 


Followed by Automobiles = 


Pittsfield, Mass., Oct. 23.—tTwo bal. 
loons, Centaur and L’Orient, which re. 
mained here after the race between bal- 
loons and automobiles for the Hawley 
cup had been declared off last Saturday, 
participated in an endurance contest 
yesterday which carried them many 
miles over northwestern Massachy- 
setts and southern Vermont. L'Orient 
outsalled the Centaur by about three 
hours, finally landing in the litte moun- 
talnous town of Jamaica 
county, 57 miles from tt 
Centaur coming down in 
30 miles from this city. 

The two airships rose from here at 
10:20 o'clock in the forenoon without 
accident. The Centaur carried Charles 
T. Walsh, pilot, and Major Reber and 
Captain Chandler of the signal corps, 
U.S. A. L’Orient was piloted by Leo 
Stevens, who had as his companion 
Captain Hedge, president of the Aero 
Club of Amegica. The two balloons 
were in sight of each other for three 
hours and after them sped three auto 
mobiles, which had entered in the Haw- 
ley cup contest last Saturday. 

The Centaur was slightly behind 
L’Orient on crossing the Vermont bor- 
der line and after getting over Ben- 
nington Pilot Walsh decided to laad. 
The descent was successfully accom- 
plished on the slope of Woodford moun 
tain, three miles outside of the town 
of Bennington, at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

The occupants of the Centaur stated 
on landing that they considered their 
object accomplished and that the trip 
had been highly suecessful from a 
scientific standpoint. 

After seeing the Centaur descend, 
Pilot Stevens of L’Orient decided to 
keep on, but it was some time before the 
breeze gave the balloon another start. 
Twenty-seven more miles of southern 
Vermont was flown over and half an 
hour before sunset L’Orient came down 
in Jamaica. 

Mr. Stevens stated after landing that, 
notwithstanding the fact that L’Orient 
went 8000 feet into the alr, the heat on 
getting above the clouds was so _ in- 
teuse that overcoats, coats and vests 
had to be discarded. At one time the 
thermometer registered 106 degrees 

When the two airships started from 
here the weather was cloudy and the 
wind was blowing from the northeast 
The balloons shot up above the influ- 
ences of the northeaster within a few 
minutes and at once felt the prevaillng 
current from the southwest In the up- 
per atmosphere. The first 30 miles car 
ried them a little east of north, while 
L’Orient was blown due _ northeast 
from Bennington. 

Twenty-five minutes after the Cen- 
taur landed in Bennington an automo 
bile driven by Floyd Knight of this city 
stopped by the side of the balloon car 
A half an hour later an automobile 
owned by C. F. Bishop of Lenox ar- 
rived on the scene. Both these ma- 
chines had followed the balloons in 
their three-hour trip, although both alr- 
ships were out of sight much of the 
time.

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BIG “SAFETY FUND” 


Hartf.rd Life Certificate Holders 
Want It Distributed 


RECEIVER IS ASKED FOR 


Money Deposited With Security 
rust Company Alleged to Have 
Been Held For Advantage ot 
Oflicers ot Insurance Compapy 


Hartford, Oct. 23.—Legal formalities 
necessary to attach in the sum of §1,- 
0ov,000, the property of the Hartford 
Life Insurance company, having an of- 
fice here, and the Security Trust com- 
pany, both incorporated under the laws 
of this state, were carried out by the 
sheriff yesterday afternoon in the suit 
brought against these two companies 
by certain men representing about 20,- 
000 certificate holders of the company 
in various parts of the country, to com- 
pel the distribution of a so-called 
“safety fund” of the company, which 
smounts to more than $1,000,000. A re 
ceiver is also asked for. 

The defendants are ordered to make 
an accounting aud to pay over to the re- 
ceiver all sums received from certificate 
holders in connection with the “safety 
fund.” ‘The suit is returnable in the 
superior court at New Haven on Nov. 6. 

The suit had been expected, but ac- 
tlon was not begun until the certificate 
holders, unable, it is alleged, to get a 
distribution, pooled their interests and 
secured counsel to bring matters to a 
head. 

The Hartford Life Insurance com- 
pany, which ceased active business in 
1809, was organized on the stock-hold- 
ing plan In 1867, but since the former 
dute has continued to collect premiums 
on outstanding certificates as if it were 
continuing business, it being alleged 
that in 1899 the outstanding risks 
amounted to $9,000,000. 

Prior to 1880 the company invented 
a plan of assessment life insurance 
which was designated as “the safety 
fund plan,” by which $3 was collected 
on each $1000 of insurance and put into 
a fund, the surplus of which, when the 
fund reached $1,000,000, was to be dis- 
tributed among the certificate holders. 
This “safety fund" was to be deposited 
with the Security Trust company. 

The plaintiffs in the suit just brought 
claim that the stockholders, having au- 
thorized the collection of the assessment 
for the “safety fund” since 1899, al- 
though the company had ceased to 
write any more insurance, have thus 
far failed to make a distribution of the 
safety fund, and that the intent is to 
keep that fund for their own advan- 
tage through a final wiping out of cer- 
tifileates due to lapses following in- 
creased and exorbitant assessments. 

The company was chartered orig- 
lually In 1867 and its charter later 
changed to meet various forms of in- 
surance. The defendants, it is alleged, 
own the majority of stock. The writ 
describes .at length the operations of 
the company and the character of cer- 
tificates issued and gives excerpts of 
ciculars issued from time to tlme to 
promote business, one quotation being 
the following: 

“The safety fund is limited to $1,000,- 
000, because, that so long as that amount 
of insurance remains upon the books, 
the premiums, based upon the stand- 
ard mortality tables, are ample to meet 


every claim. Should the insurance 
(now $92,000,000) fall below $1,000,- 


000, it is provided that the safety fund 
must be used at once for the payment 
of the face value of every policy out- 
standing, making the strongest form 
of policy ever devised.” 

The writ then says that after the de- 
fendant company ceased to do business 
in 1800 it made the claim, and con- 
tinues to do so, that the safety fund does 
not belong to the policyholders, and 
it continues to assert its right and in- 
tention to continue to make a demand 
for mortuary dues and assessments 
without limit or number or amount, 
and also claims the right to levy and 
demand such dues and assessments and 
the charges for expenses after the 
amount of outstanding insurance is 
reduced below $1,000,000 and on the 
non-payment thereof the defendant 
continues to declare the rights of tne 
certificate holders In the fund forfeited 
and to appropriate the fund to its own 
benefit. 

Furthermore, it is alleged that the 
defendants, as officers of the company, 
have had full knowledge of the facts 
and have accepted benefits of fraudu- 
lent transactions, converting the money 
collected to the payment of dividends 
to stockholders and for the erection of 
buildings and for other purposes of 
benefit to the stockholders. It is also 
alicged that the company’s officers 
have wrongfully concealed the true 
condition of the company. 


United States Has Goid Enough 

New York, Oct. 23.—Secretary Shaw 
suthorizes the announcement that from 
aud after Oct. 23 deposits to facilitate 
gold importations will be discontinued. 
He says that importations have ex- 
ceeded his expectations and for the 
present America has quite Jts share and 
he hus no disposition to disturb condi- 
tions In Europe by a continuation of 
that method of relief.

The crowd turned and went to the 
relief of the Yale man, who had been 
simply stunned a moment by the hard 
tackle. The Yale men looked regret- 
fully at the wreck of a football under 
his arm. The ball had been exploded 
by the fierce tackle of the Mt. Carmel 
fullback and burst with a report re 
sembllng that of a pistol. 

The granger fullback was ealled 
from the swamp, but the game was 
stopped, as there was no unexploded 
football left in Mt. Carmel.

Tiffany and Porter 
were relieved about a month ago. It is 
alleged that Tiffany has paid the navy 
department nearly $10,000 to cover the 
deficiencies and has tendered his resig- 
nation. 


Priest’s Assaliants Arraigned 

Westfield, Mass., Oct. 23.—Five 
members of the Polish Catholic parish 
here were arraigned in court, charged 
with assault, one of them having the 
charge of assault with a dangerous 
weapon lodged against him. Ir. 
Przybylski appeared in court, bearing 
numerous marks of his encounter with 
his parishioners. The prisoners were 
held in $300 bail for a further hearing. 


Day’s Kill of Twelve Deer 

Rutland, Vt., Oct. 23—The deer 
hunting season in Vermont, which is 
confined to one week, opened yesterday 
with fairly good sport in Rutland 
county and one accident. At Brandon, 
Carl Farr shot Willlam Wetmore of 
that town in the wrist, mistaking him 
for a deer. Reports from Rutland 
county show that 12 deer were killed 
during the day.

Stamford, Conn., Oct. 23.—TIrancis 
J. Rogers, principal officer of the local 
lodge of Elks, was arrested last night 
at the Elks’ carnival on a charge of 
selling tickets for a lottery. The ar- 
rest followed a complaint by several 
Stamford ministers that alleged lottery 
schemes and wheels of fortune were be- 
ing operated at the carnival In viola- 
tion of the Iaw. 


Charged With Kililng Sister-in-Law 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 23.—Harry L. 
Wood of Winchendon was arraigned in 
the superior court and pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of murder of his sis- 
ter-in-law, Alice M. Wood, at Winchen- 
don by shooting. The government 
claims Wood killed his sister-in-law by 
shooting her with a shotgun. 


Hunter_Mistook Man For Deer 

Island Falls, Me., Oct. 23.—BenJa- 
min F. MeDole, 35 years old, was mis- 
taken for a deer by William Fowler, 
aged 19, while hunting in the woods 
near the railroad station and instantly 
killed by a rifle bullet, which passed 
through his neck.

Mobile, Ala., Oct. 23.—Steamer Colo- 
rado brought here as passengers Joseph 
Melson, Charles Olsen, Charles Ander- 
fon and Otto Brink, who were picked 
up at sen Saturday 90 miles off Key 
West. 
Growned from a houseboat which was 
wrecked off Long key, in last week’s 
storm. 

The four men were found by 
Colorado’s crew standing on a 
laude out of six logs and were in the 
water waist deep at the time. Melson 
suid he and the other men were on a 
houseboat at Long key when the hurri- 
cane struck them and blew the boat to 
sea. It soon went to pieces and out of 
the 125 people on board 79 were 
drowned before his eyes. The other 42 
have since been taken into Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 

The men suffered terrible hardships. 
They say that the loss of life was 
heavier off Long key than any other 
point. The men were employed by the 
Florida East Coast railway on their ex- 
tension work through the Florida 
swamps from Miami to Key West.

jail. Mrs. Burton accompanied her 
husband to the sheriff's office and then 
went to the cottage, where she will re- 
main until her husband has served his 
six months’ sentence.

St. Johns, Oct. 23.—In consideration 
of the fact that the Americans have 
agreed not to use purse seines to catch 
herring, the colonial fishermen agree 
not to fish at nighttime. Night fishing 
has been a source of trouble through 
the men cutting each other’s nets. The 
possibility of friction is thus reduced 
to a minimum.

POLICE OF PARIS. 


How the Third Brigade Spies Upon 
the Whole Force. 

Vance Thompson describes in Every- 
body’s the famous Third brigade of 
the Paris police, whose business is to 
supervise the police. It is composed 
of an officer de paix, a principal in- 
spector, a brigadier, five subbrigadiers 
and about serenty-five picked men. 
About half are assigned to watch the 
patrolmen, He is a bold policeman 
who commits any of the little sins 
Cear to the patrolman’s heart. There 
is hardly a chance that he will not be 
detected in time. Reprimand follows, 
after that fine and. lastly dismissal. 
There is always a long “waiting list” of 
candidates, sound young fellows fresh 
from the army, and the city can choose 
its new servants among the best. 

The other half of the Third brigade 
is engaged in work of a more typic ally 
Latin kind. It investigates all com- 
plaints made against the patroimen | 
by chiefs and citizens, and it main- 
tains a regular system of espionage 
upon the private lives of all police- 
men. 

“This, of course, is the Latin way 
of doing things,” writes Mr. Thomp- 
son. “Wrong as it may be in principle, 
it serves to weed out the men of bad 
character and bad habits and bad as- 
sociations, and it prevents that mon- 
strous alliance of the police and the 
lawbreakers.” 

The Third brigade in turn is watch- 
ed by a smaller body of detectives, 
who report directly to the prefect of 
police. 


DESERT THIRST. 


Its Five Phases, Two of Which Mean 
Certain Death, 

Half of the people dying from desert 
thirst perish in thirty-six hours, a quar- 
ter within forty-eight or fifty hours and 
all others of which the history is known 
within eighty hours. 

The phenomena of desert thirst may 
be arranged in three stages—namely, 
normal thirst, functional derangement 
and structural degeneration. These 
three st&ges are made up of five phases 
—the clamorous, cotton mouth phase, 
the shriveled tongue, the blood sweat 
and the living death. There.is hope in 
saving the lives of the victims whose 
thirst Is diagnosed in the first three 
phases, but for the fourth and fifth 
death is certain. 

The clamorous phase of desert thirst 
may be relieved by water, or in some 
instances fruit acids or similar sub- 
stances. The second, or cotton mouth, 
phase should be treated by giving the 
victim quarts of water taken in small 
sips and flooding his body. Practically 
the same. treatment may be applied to 
the third, or shriveled tongue, phase, 
with the addition of a medicine to 
counteract the fever and a tonic for the 
heart. Water would only 
damage in the fourth, or blood sweat, 
phase, and even if it were possible to 
satisfy the thirst of the victim his 
mental condition would never be clear. 
Death from thirst is often painless.— 
Los Angeles Times. 


The Valley of Quilloia. 

“Whoever,” says Charles Darwin in 
his “Voyage of the Beagle,” “called 
Yalparaiso the valley of paradise 
must have been thinking of Quillota.” 
Quillota is a thriving town twenty-six 
miles from Valparaiso in a northeast- 
erly direction. Any person, he de- 
clares, who sees only the country 
around Valparaiso, barren of vegeta- 
tion, would never imagine that there 
were such picturesque spots in Chile. 
“As soon as we reached the brow of 
the sierra the valley of Quillota was 
immediately under our feet. The pros- 
pect was one of remarkable natural 
luxuriance! The valley is very broad 
and quite flat and is thus easily irri- 
gated in all parts. The little square 
gardeus are crowded with orange and 
olive trees and every sort of 
table.”

WATER IN TURKEY. 


Must Meet Many Conditions to Be a 
Perfect Beverage. 

“Turks are extremely particular,” 
writes a traveler, “in regard to the 
quality of the water they drink and 
are willing to be at much trouble and 
expense to obtain water of the kind 
they prefer. To be a perfect beverage 
water must issue from a rock, fall from 
a height, be of medium temperature, 
flow rapidly and copiously, taste sweet, 
spring in high and lonely ground and 
run from south to north or from east 
to west. The excellence of any water 
is accordingly determined by the num- 
ber of these conditions it fulfills. It is 
remarkable how much pleasure Turks 
find in visiting a famous spring in the 
country, to spend the whole day beside 
it under the shade of trees, doing little 
else than drink carafe after carafe of 
the water as the elixir of life. Resorts 
of this description abound on the shores 
and in the valleys of the upper Bos- 
porus under such names as the Water 
of Life, the Silver Water, the Water 
Under the Chestnut Tree, the Water 
Beside the Hazels. The spectacle of 
the great gatherings there on Fridays, 
arrayed in bridal colors, seated tier 
above tier on the terraced platforms 
built against the green slope of the 
hill, the women above, the men be- 
low, all in the deep shade of the 
branches meeting overhead, forms a 
picture beyond a painter’s power to re- 
produce.—Chicago News. 


Hot Drinks For Thirst. 

It is a mistake to suppose that cold 
drinks are necessary to relieve thirst. 
Very cold dranks, as a rule, increase 
the feverish condition of the mouth 
and stomach and so create thirst. Ex- 
perience shows it to be a fact that hot 
drinks relieve the thirst and cool off 
the body when it is in an abnormally 
heated condition better than ice cold 
drinks. It is far better and safer to 
avoid the use of drinks below 60 de- 
grees. In fact, a higher temperature is 
to be preferred, and those who are 
much troubled with thirst will do well 
to t the advantages to be derived 
from ‘hot drinks instead of cold fluids, 
to which they have been accustomed. 
Hot drinks also have the advantage 
>f aiding digestion instead of causing 
debility of the stomach and bowels.

They 
are about three or four years old and 
for Torres strait shells they bring 8 
per cent more, while for western Aus- 
tralia shells they bring 12 per cent 
more per hundredweight (112 pounds) 
than first class shells.

| NEGLECT OF DUTY 


Moran’s Answer to Charge Not 
Satisfactory to Guild 


DELAY IN GRAND JURY 


Governor Says District Attorney 
Is Responsible For It--Moran 
Again Speaks Concerning the 
Presidency In 1908 


Boston, Oct. 24.—Governor Guild de- 
livered two campaign addresses in this 
city last night, one at a smoke talk 
given by the Roosevelt club at the 
American house and the other at a rally 
of negro voters at the South End. In 
his address before the Roosevelt club 
the governor said: 

“On Saturday last I called the atten- 
tion of the opposition candidate to his 
failure to attend to his duty in hunting 
down those responsible for the failure 
of the Provident Securities and Bank- 
ing company last January, by which 
the people of this commonwealth lost 
thousands of dollars of their hard 
earned savings. His response to me is 
to the effect that he hasn't had time to 
attend to this matter, and he complains 
that he hasn’t had enough oflice assist- 
ants to do his work properly. 

“He has had more assistance than 
uny of his predecessors in the office of 
district attorney. He has had plenty 
of time to delay the work of the grand 
jury by hauling before it, on all kinds 
of trumped-up charges, men who have 
dared merely to oppose him in polities. 
He has had time to interfere in an or- 
dinary police court case and to delay 
the legitimate work of his own office 
that he might haul before the grand 
jury a college boy who happened to be 
the son of the President of the United 
States. Yet he claims that he has not 
had time in nine long months to hunt 
out and punish those responsible for 
taking the savings of the poor.” 

Governor Guild then replied to other 
statements made by Moran on the 
stump. He claimed that in certain of 
Lis pledges Moran pledged himself to 
evade the laws of the commonwealth if 
elected. 

Senator Lodge spoke for half an hour, 
principally in defense of his “Cossack” 
term as applied to the Democratic can- 
didates. He said that the voters had 
the question before them of whether the 
government of the state shall be Amer- 
ican or shall be carried on by a band of 
men who would rule like Cossacks. 

He claimed that if the national gov- 
ernment should take all the railroads 
of the country it would increase the 
public debt eight times, while the ser- 
vice by the railroads would be far be- 
low what it is today. He deplored the 
efforts of the Democratic candidate to 
“blacken the character of every man 
connected with the Republican cam- 
paign.” 


AN OVERFLOW MEETING 


Moran ‘‘Gets Back”? at Guild In 
Two Speeches at Worcester 
Worcester, Mass., Oct. 24.—Jobhn B. 

Moran was compelled to make two 

speeches in this city last evening, an 

overflow meeting in Lower Mechanics 
hell being necessary. Moran deviated 
but little from the speeches which he 
has already made in the campaign, but 
some of his new remarks were inter- 


esting. 


In reference to the presidential fight 
in 1908 he said that he was not affiliated 
with either Hearst or Bryan, but that 
in 1908, if he was elected this year and 
next, he should go through the state and 
get delegates for a Massachusetts man 
for president. He said he refused to 
stand on that portion of the Democratic 
platform which mentioned a presiden- 
tial candidate for 1908, as he had his 
own views as to who that candidate 
should be. 

In reply to Governor Guild, who 
stated in his speech at Lynn that he 
(Moran) had obtained the Prohibition 
nomination and then repudiated its plat- 
form, Moran said that if the person who 
made that statement had not been 
Gulld he would say that it was a lie, 
but would now term it a gubernatorial 
falsification. 

In reference to the Schaefer case, re- 
garding which it was charged that he 
had made no effort to Investigate the 
story that if he had been offered a 
bribe, Moran said that he called politi- 
ciaus before the grand jury who were 
both opposed and friendly to him, but 
that the grand jury refused to take ac- 
tion in the matter. Moran said that he 
Lad established a reputation in Boston 
for his independence and that he was 
conducting the present campaign’ in an 
independent manner. 

He reiterated his statement that if 
he was elected governor he would com- 
pel all the district attorneys in the state 
to enforce the laws against liquor sell- 
ing and gambling. 

Mr. Moran spoke 25 minutes in the 
upper hall and then went to the lower 
hall, where he made a shorter speech, 
but covered practically the same ground 
as in his first address.

“No ships will be paid off, no men 
will be sent to barracks or iunstrue- 
tional schools, and no alteration will be 
made in the proportion of oflicers and 
men serving afloat.” 

The circular does not indicate what 
ships or how many of them will be 
withdrawn from the other fleets to con- 
stitute the home fieet and merely 
states that interchanges will be made 
whenever they conduce to the fighting 
efficiency and convenience of the set- 
vice. It concludes by saying that the 
changes will be carried out gradually 
aud that the board of the admiralty Is 
satisfied that the more active training 
nucleus crews receive will add to the 
sea experience of the fleet as a whole. 

The Daily Telegraph, in an editorial 
on the admiralty circular, regards it as 
most gratifying. “It is realized that 
the center of gravity has shifted,” the 
paper says, “from southern to northern 


waters. The Mediterranean has be 
come the scene of a picnic of peace. 
France, Italy and Austria are all our 
good friends. By taking ships from 


this peaceful area of the extended en 
tente cordiale into the home feet, the 
country obtains another fleet in th: 
divisions, each under a rear admiral.” 

The editorial articles in other news- 
papers are written mostly from the par- 
iy point of view, or else the paper sus- 
pends judgment until further detalls 
are known. 

The Tribune frankly regards the 
circular as a further recognition of the 
fact that the rise of a compact German 
navy in home waters has made the Brit 
ish home squadron too small, and de- 
clares that British naval predonder 
ance in the Mediterranean was clearly 


excessive,

MARINE TURTLES. 


How They Are Stripped of Their 
Shells While Alive. 

The shells shipped from the Colon 
district are taken from turtles caught 
on the Lagarto and San Blas coasts of 
the Caribbean sea during the months 
o? May, June, July and August, when 
they approach the shore to deposit 
eggs, which are laid on the sandy 
beaches above high water mark at 
night. Holes are dug about one and a 
half feet deep and the eggs deposited 
therein. Generally about three layings 
are made during a period of nine 
weeks. The eggs are lightly covered 
with sand and left to be hatched out 
by the heat of the sun. The turtles are 
caught either while on shore or in the 
water by means of nets. 

As 2 rule, they are killed immediately 
after being caught, cleaned and the 
shell frame washed with sand. But on 
the San Blas coast the Indians do not 
kill them, but at once proceed to re- 
move the shell by subjecting the tur- 
tles to great heat, afterward throwing 
the turtles back into the sea. By the 
application of heat the successive plates 
of shell come off very easily. 

Turtles caught in these waters vary 
in size from one to four and a half feet 
long, with a maximum weight of 150 
pounds, and the average weight of 
shell obtained from each is from six to 
seven pounds. The commercial value 
of tortoise shell depends upon the thick- 
ness and size of the plates rather than 
upon the brilliancy of the colors.

On July 11, 
1767, they became at Quincy the parents 
of a future President of these United 
States, —John Quincy Adams. 

1780—John Hancock, born in Quincy, 
became the first Governor of Massachu- 
setts under the Constitution. He was 
annually reelected until 1785, when he 
retired because of poor health. In 1787 
he was again called to the gubernatorial 
chair and continued to serve until bis 
death Oct. 8, 1798. He was Governor 
in 1792 when Quincy was incorporated 
as a town.

The Canal, 


Contrary to expectations our citizens 
will not have an opportunity at the 
coming election to express themselves 
on the acceptance of Chapter 532 of the 
Acts of 1906, entitled ‘‘An Act to In- 
corporate the New York, Brockton and 
Boston Canal and Transportation Com- 
pany.”’

Qnincy citizens are however greatly in- 
terested in the proposed canal and if it 
is eventually built it can not fail to be 
of inestimatable value to Quincy.

FACTS AND FAKES 


Guild’s Text In Attacking the Rec- 
ord of Moran 


SAYS HEARST IS BACKER 


District Attorney Has Something 
to Say on the Liquor Question 
and Asks More Questions of 
Guild In Speech at Lynn 


Mass., Oct. 25.—Gov- 


ernor Guild, at a Republican rally here

John B. Moran as district attorney of 
Suffolk county. The hall was

lows: 

“My text tonight is facts and fakes. 
The fake presented is that my antago- 
nist has worn himself out with the du- 
ties of his office. The fact is that he has 
devoted himself chiefly to politics and 
lias paid less attention to the real du- 
ties of his oflice than any man who ever 
occupied it. 

“The fake is that he is a poor man’s 
candidate. ‘The fact is that, as the 
Hearst candidate, he is backed by one 
of the richest men in the world. 

“The fake {s, to quote the gentleman 
in opposition, that Moran has no symm- 
pathy with the violators of the law, that 
no mnan is more feared by the criminal 
element. The fact is that he has not 
only used his jrower for a pretty gen- 
eral jail delivery of the hoboes, round- 
ers and toughs in Charles street jail, 
but driven from the refuge of the In- 
temperate Women’s home unfortunate 
women there being cured by an expert 
physician of the habit of intemperance. 


He not only put these unfortunate 
creatures back upon the street, but 
actually furnished them with money 


with which many of them, in a fair way 
to reformation, promptly bought liquor 
and again succumbed. 

“The fake is that if governor he could 
force all district attorneys to enforce 
the law. The fact is that district at- 
torneys are elected by the people and are 
independent of the governor. If a gov- 
ernor had the power my antagonist 
tries to make the people believe be has, 
I should have long ago forced the dis- 
trict attorney of Suffolk county to at- 
tend to the legitimate work of his own 
office. 

“My antagonist flies into the air like 
a feather whenever I venture to breathe 
the suggestion that every vote for him 
is a vote for his backer, Hearst, tn his 
camp of the political unclean beneath 
the yellow fiag. 

“He says he cares nothing for Hearst. 
I ask him, then: Why did you go to 
New York to see William R. Hearst? 
What did you say to Hearst? Whatdid 
Hearst say to you?’ 


MORE QUESTIONS 


Moran Hands Out a Few and 
Requests Guild to Answer 
Lynn, Mass., Oct. 25.—John B. Mo- 
ran spoke to an audience of 3500 in the 
City opera house last night, while 1500 
others unable to get into the building 


attended two overflow meetings held in 
the street nearby. Moran plunged into 
his speech by saying: 

“I come not as a Democrat or a Pro- 
hibitionist, not as an Independence 
Leaguer; not as a mob ruler, notas a 
ezar, not as a Cossack, but as an Amer- 
ican citizen born in this state, edu- 
cated in the public schools and loving 
his country and its flag more than those 
who slander me from the public plat- 
form. All I ask is that those who op- 
pose me in the Democratic lines should 
come out in the open like men of cour- 
age and fight on the other side.” 

Mr. Moran said that Governor Guild 
in a speech in Lynn had declared that 
he (Moran) had repudiated the Prohibi- 
tion platform. “From any other man 
than Governor Guild,” said Moran, 
“that stutement would be a falsehood, 
but from the lips of the man who will 
cease to be governor after Noy. 6 1 may 
say that it is prevarication. I believe 
in liberty and am ready to accord to any 
human being the liberty to use liquor 
or not.” 

Still addressing himself to Guild, 
Moran denied that he had repudiated 
the Democratic platform. “I wrote 
every plank in that platform,” he said, 
“and I stand on it now. There are 33 
planks in the platform and on every one 
of which I will send a message to the 
legislature on Jan. 1 next and if the leg- 
islature refuses to act I will go before 
the people and ask for a legislature that 
will act.” , 

Mr. Moran then demanded that the 
newspapers print a series of questious 
which he wished propounded to Guild. 
The questions related to the governor's 
attitude on various issues, including the 
Initiative and referendum, abolition of 
capital pubpishment, a drastic abortion 
law and many others. 


Against Government Ownership

Why Hearst Fought Trusts 
New York, Oct. 25.—Demonstrative 
welcomes were given W. R. Hearst at 
several meetings addressed by him in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn last night. 
Hearst said: “I did not make the fight 
against the coal trust, in which I spent 
$250,000, to save the increased cost of 
coal at my home, but to save hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in increased 
cost of the homes of all the people. I 
did not fight the ice trust and the gas

Cases Against “Holy Ghost” 


Sandford Nol Prossed 


MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE 


Two Trials Resulted In Disa- 
greement ot Jury, While a 
Verdict ot Guilty Was Returned 
In Another, but Set Aside by 
the Supreme Court 


Lewiston, Me., Oct. 25.—All the cases 
in the Andronscoggin county supreme 
court agalust Rey. Frank W. Sandford 
of Shiloh, leader of the “Holy Ghost and 
Us” society, including one charge of 
manslaughter and four of cruelty to 
children, have been nol prossed. 
Against each of the charges on the rec- 
ord of the clerk of the court has been 
written the memorandum: “Nol 
prossed on advice of the court.” 

Sandford has been tried three times 
ou an indictment for manslaughter, al- 
leging that the death of Leander Bart- 
lett, 14 years old, who was one of the Shi- 
loh colony, resulted from undue pun- 
ishment inflicted for disobedience of the 
rules of the colony. It was alleged that 
the boy was deprived of nourishment 
and that, weakened by hunger, he was 
attacked with a sickness which re- 
sulted fatally. 

The first trial, which was held in the 
Androscoggin county court in Auburn 
in January, 1904, resulted in a disagree- 


ment. On motion of Sandford’s coun- 
sel, who thought the state of pubife 


opinion in the county prejudicial to 
their client’s interests, a change of 
venue was secured and the second trial 
was held in the Franklin county court 
in Farmington In May, 1904. The jury, 
after less than an hour’s deliberation, 
returned a verdict of guilty. Counsel 
for Sandford, however, appealed to the 
full bench of the supreme court, and 
the verdict was set aside and a new 
trial ordered. The third trial was held 
in the Androscoggin county court at Au- 
burn in September, 1905, and again re- 
sulted in a disagreement of the jury. 

At the cleasging up of the docket of 
the term of court Just closed In Au- 
burn, County Attorney Crockett, who 
conducted the case against Sandford 
for the state in the third trial, was ad- 
vised by Judge Wiswell, the presiding 
justice, and by other justices who were 
consulted, that in view of the expense 
that would be incurred and the diffi- 
culty that the state has met with in get- 
ting evidence in previous trials, it 
would be well to nol prosse the indict- 
ment. This was done in the case of the 
1aanslaughter charge and in that of the 
cruelty charges also. 

Sandford is well known to Boston 
people, as he has made several attempts 
to convert that city. The most import- 
ant try was made in 1900, when he went 
there with all sorts of trumpetings and 
heraldings and said that he was to make 

Soston a clean and pure city in less 
than a week. 

After six years of preaching under 
roofs, Sandford purchased a big circus 
tent and began to go from town to 
town, holding revival meetings. All the 
time he was accepting gifts, although 
he had no stated salary. 

A trip to the Holy Land gave him 
more advanced ideas, and upon his re- 
turn he started the “Holy Ghost and 
Us” society, of which he is the leader.

High Tribute by 
Former Pastor 


Thursday afternoon, at four o'clock, 
brief services were held in the chapel 
of First church in memory of one of 
the former residents of Quincy, Mr. 
William R. Polson. He was known 
and respected by many of our towns- 
people and will also be remembered as 
having married Miss Whitney, the only 
daughter of the oldtime merchant, 
William F. Whitney of the firm of 
Whitney & Nasb. - 

The chief services were held in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., Wednesday evening. 
The beautiful bome of Mr. Polson was 
crowded with the relatives, friends and 
business associates of the deceased who 
were moved in an unusually deep degree 
by the unexpected passing of one whom 
they so greatly loved and respected, 
Their feelings were expressed in a 
measure through their floral tributes 
which were in beauty and multitude, 
beyond anything most of those present 
had ever seen. Services impressive for 
their simplicity were conducted by the 
Rey. D. M. Wilson, assisted by the Rev. 
Dr. Cadman of Brooklyn. 

The services here in Quinvy were also 
conducted by the Rev. Mr. Wilson. 
Friends and relatives were present from 
Bostoo and neighboring towns as well 
as from our own city and the floral con- 
tributions were numerous. After the 
reading of a brief selection of scriptures 
the Rey. Mr. Wilson made a sbort ad- 
dress, speaking in substance as follows: 

We are pausing for a moment dear 
friends before we committo its kindred 
dust the remains of a son of Massa- 
chusetts and a former resident of 
Quincy. Here in the heart of the old 
town so familiar to him, here in this 
sacred place which bas been the church 
home of many of us and of those dear 
to us, we commune together, before 
we go on our separate ways, in the 
memory of the beloved husband, 
brother, friend. In the old homestead 
which used to stand in sight of this 
temple I united him in marriage just 
twenty-four years ago tomorrow, to one 
born into this church, How happy 
that union proved! how rich in love 
and hospitality the bome thus founded! 

Just twenty-four years ago he de- 
parted for New York, fullof hope, am- 
bitions to work out acareer. And how 
well he succeeded. How rapidly he 
forged to the front and all by virtue of 
his own native abilities and sterling 
character. His clear judgment, his re- 


!markable grasp of details, his industry, 


commanded attention and won for him 
promotion. 

He became one of the chief managers 
of the largest printing firm in the 
country and its treasurer; he was chosen 
director of one of the important Brook- 
lyn banks, and one of the beneficient 
hospitals of that city, and served as 
trustee and trusted official of other 
kindred organizations. He filled alarge 
place in the social and business life of 
that community. But he was not only 
widely trusted; he was widely beloved. 
Everywhere he made friends, because 
he was so loyal, unselfish and friendly 
himself. He aimed to bea man; to 
treat every man ina manly fashion, and 
to live an honest, clean, high-hearted 
ife ; and he succeeded. 

His was a successful life in character 
and achievement; a full life though 
death came untimely. It was because 
of its fullness, because of his too gen- 
erous acceptance of responsibilities, be- 
cause he shirked nothing and gave the 
strength of soul and body to every duty, 
that his days were shortened. But he 
is now at rest. With os he lives and 
will live as an inspiration to all that is 
generous, large hearted, friendly and 
faitbfal. 

After the services the remains were 
interred in the Mt. Wollaston cemetery.

Portrait of Hancock 
Presented to Boston. 


The anniversary of the inauguration 
of John Hancock as the first Governor 
of Massachusetts under the Constitu- 
tion, was observed on Thursday in Bos- 
top, when John Hancock chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution, presented 
the ‘Hancock grammar school with a 
life-sized portrait of Hancock, who was 
born in Quincy, Jan, 12, 1736-7. | 

It represents John Hancock in hisrich 
inaugural suit of dark blue velvet orna- 


mented with white lace and gold} 
buttons, with a white stock at the: 
throat. His powdered white wig, so 


famous in Bosto: in his time is faith-| 
fully represented. 
Mayor Fitzgerald, in accepting the, 
portrait in behalf of the city, said: | 
‘“‘There are many reasons which I 
could give for saying that I am more 


than ordinarily gratified to take part in 


your exercises commemorative of the 
first governor of Massachusetts, John 
Hancock. 

‘*A Boston Latin school boy, a gradu- 
ate of Harvard college, his business was 
spent in this part of the city, and his 
public life was bound up with the his- 
tory of Boston, where his great career 
was culminated, while he was governor 
of Massachusetts. 

Selectman of the town of Boston, rep- 
resentative to the general assembly of 
the province, president of the provin- 
cial congress of Massachusetts, a signer 
of the declaration of independence and 
fovernor of Massachusetts, his devo- 
tion to public affairs, although the 
richest man in the province—devoted 
even to the detriment of his private | 
affairs—is a lesson in patriotism and | 
civic virtue which should not be for- 
gotten. 

‘*He realized the obligations which a| 
man owes bis country, and carried into 
practice the ideal he expressed in his 
speech delivered after the Boston mas- | 
sacre on State street, when he said: ‘T| 
have, from my earliest recollections of 
youth, rejoiced inthe felicity of my fel- 
low men; and have considered it as the | 
indispensable duty of every member of |

Unfulfiilled Promises Mark His 


Career as District Attorney. 


The state campaign is now at its 
Leight, and both candidates for gevern 
cr are on the stump. Johy B. Moras 
claims that on his record as district at- 
torney of Suffolk county he has a right 
to ask to be chosen governor, but his 
own party leaders declare him to have 
made a decidedly poor record, and as- 
| cert that he is an unfit man to occupy 
the gubernatorial chair. 

Evidently what the people at large 
want to know is what Mr. Moran has 
done. They wish to see certain abuses 
! corrected and they are asking them- 
selves whether Moran is the man to cor- 
rect them.

The sum of Mr. Moran’s perform- 

ance is contained in his conviction 
of Proctor and Borges-—both cases 
which in the ordinary course of events 
might bave come before @he courts— 
the indictment of two jurors in the 
| Crocker will case, and the discharge of 
the inmates of the Massachusetts 
| Home for Intemperate Women. 
The indictment of the two jurors is a 
| very different thing from a conviction, 
} and there is good reason to believe that 
the two jurors in the Crocker will case 
will not be convicted, the only witness 
having now disappeared. 

The Massachusetts Home for Intem- 


perate Women is a private charitable 
institution, to which the coyrt com- 
lmits, with the consent of their rela- 


tives, intemperate women. The dis 
trict attorney ordered the summary dis 
charge of these poor women, several of 
whom were almost immediately found 
| again, drunk in the streets. 

Many inquiries into the action of 
public bodies and many prosecutions 
have been threatened by the district 
attorney during the 10 months of his in- 
cumbency. It may be well to review 
briefly these various actions and see 
what has come of them. 

The Record as It Stands. 

1. Proceedings were instituted 
against the Hotel Touraine and most 
of the leading hotels of Boston, either 
for violation of their liguor license or 


' 
for the maintenance of screens. 

In the case of the Touraine, the leg- 
islature, with the concurrence of the 
representatives of the temperance peo- 
ple, passed an act correcting a technical 
violation of the law by the Touraine. 

In the cases of illegal screens, the 
only hotel which tested the matter in 
the courts was the Hotel Essex, andthe 
Hotel Essex won. 

It is to be noted that no action was 


taken by the district attorney against 
ordinary barrooms which maintained 
screens in violation of the law. 

2. The inquiry into the corruption 
of the legislature has never gone any 
further in spite of Gethro’s alleged con- 
fession. The district attorney has 
never substantiated his and Lawson’s 
allegations of bribery. Itis not un- 
reasonable to suppose that if anything 
substantial had materialized the mat- 
ter would not have been 
drop. 

3. Grave charges of mlisappropria- 
tion of public moneys were first made 
more than a year ago by the Good Gov- 
ernment association in the case of the 
Fenway contracts. The matter was 
carefully investigated by United States 
District Attorney Asa P. French, who 
discovered many interesting facts 
which were placed at the disposal of the 
district attorney. Mr. Moran has never 
used the evidence submitted to him and 
bo public action has been taken. °* 

4. In the Chelsea aldermanic charges 
the indictment was badly drawn, 
through the fault of the district attor- 
ney’s office, and failed. 

5. In the case of the ice dealers, 17 
dealers were indicted, charged with 
conspiracy to fix the price of ice, but the 
case has never been tried. 

6. In the Normal school case, investi- 
gation showed that the foundations of 
the Normal school were much stronger 
than the contract requiremeuts. 

7. In the Provident Securities and 
Banking case, the governor acted with- 
out the assistance of the district attor- 
ney. 

8. In he matter of the dealers who 
used short weights, nothing has been 
done. 

9. Mr. Moran introduced into the 
legislature a bill for the better detec- 
tion of illegal operations, but the bill 
was so loosely drawn and so faulty that 
it was immediately rejected by the 
house. 

A List of Broken Pledges. 

Mr. Moran promised to investigate 
the actions of the city officials of Bos- 
ton in various cases. 

He promised to investigate the alle- 
gations of aldermanie bribery in. the 
dock trust case. No public action has 
thus far been taken.

The last grand jury was discharged 
because Mr. Moran was on the stump. 
And yet there are still many cases 
which Mr. Moran has promised to 
bring before them. 

This is characteristic of Mr. Moran’s 
general attitude toward the duties of 
his office. 

It is easy to make promises. With 
a little cleverness it is not difficult to 
nd¥ertise ones-self. And if one cares 
not for the opinion of reputable men 
it requires no courage to “dare.”

He promised to !nvestigate the Fen- 
way graft cases. No public action thus 
far. 

He promised to investigate the deal 
by which Charlea M. Draper resigned 
the chairmanship of the board ofalder- 
men in favor of Alderman Cauley. No 
public action has béen taken. 

There were besides charges 
against Mayor Fitzgerald by Congress- 
man McNary; and charges that Mayor 
Fitzgerald, through a weekly paper con- 
trolled by him, was coercing city el- 
ployes. 

Mayor Fitzgerald has never been in- 
dicted. The mayor’s paper supports 
Moran. ‘The mayor presides at the 
opening Moran meeting in Faneuil hall. 
Every man may make his own deduc- 
tions from these facts. 

Mr. Moran promised in his campaign 
for district attorney to put Thomas W. 
Lawson and H. H. Rogers in prison for 
perjury alleged to have been commit- 
ted in the gas trials. Rogers and Law- 
son are still at large. Lawson is an 
ardent supporter of Moran. 

How Moran Is Regarded. 

If Mr. Moran were the man he paints 
himself to be, he would deserve the sup- 
port of all honest people, but one can- 
not find a reputable man who knows 
the conditions at the court house who 
believes Mr. Moran is honest in his pre- 
teusions. 

A careful consideration of his record 
and an analysis of the reasons behind 
his actions cannot fail to lead an im-

judgment of posterity and the dictates 
of honor. Evidently Mr. Moran cares 
nothing for these as long as he is suc 
cessful at the polls.

Structure Across the Mississippi 
to Be 6,000 Feet Long. 


THIRTY-FIVE FEET IN HEIGHT 


Its Cost Estimated at 810,000,000. 
Total of 211,500 Horsepower, Great- 
er Than That at Niagara Falls, Will 
Be Generated—A $5,000,000 Canal 
Is Doomed, 


Hugh L. Cooper, the Wall street en- 
gineer who solved the problem of how 
to harness the waters of Niagara and 
who drew the plans which made it 
possible to accomplish that greatest 
of all feats in the line of electrical de- 
velopment, proposes to build a dam 
6,000 feet long across the Mississippi 
river at Keokuk, Ia., at the foot of 
what is known as the Des Moines rap- 
ids, says a special dispatch from Keo- 
kuk to the Chicago Record-Herald. 
Here where the forces of the father of 
waters are the strongest and wildest, 
for a distance of twelve miles he has 
evolved a plan to build the immova- 
ble in front of the irresistible, and the 
old question of the ancient Greek 

' physicists will be answered in the 
changed commercial conditions in the 
heart of the American nation. 

Large dams have been built before, 
albeit none so large as the proposed 
dam at Keokuk, which, it is expected, 
will be built within the next two years. 
The great Niagara falls proposition 
was so enormous that for a time the 
country laughed and said that it was 
not possible to so control the mighty 
forces there as to get 200,000 horse- 
power for commercial purposes, But 
when the world’s greatest dam at 
Keokuk is completed the immense 
power house, 1,863 feet long, will con- 
tain 47 immense generators, with a 
eapacity of 4,500 horsepower each, or 
a maximum capacity of 211,500, to be 
utilized in operating the industrial 
wheels in many cities. 

There was a time not so many years 
ago when the wise ones sald it was as 
impossible to dam the Mississippi at 
Keokuk as it would be to try to stop 
the flow of the tides or to change the 
course of the moon in its orbit. The 
force of the rapids is so strong that 
practical engineers have figured that 
41,000,000,000 gallons of water pass 
over them in twenty-four hours. Until 
1877 it was impossible for steamboats 
to go any farther north than Keokuk 
because of the rapids, All freight was 
unloaded there and hauled twelve 
miles up stream, where it was trans- 
ferred to other boats and the interrupt- 
ed trip to St. Paul continued. Thirty 
years ago the government built a 
great canal at Keokuk in the interest 
of navigation, so that’ river traffic 
would not be impeded, the cost being 
$5,000,000. 

Now Uncle Sam has agreed to let 
Mr. Cooper and the syndicate back of 
him destroy this $5,000,000 improve 
ment, and the president has signed a 
bill giving the right to condemn any 
land needed which cannot otherwise be 
acquired, 

The great dam and water power elec- 
tric plant will cost at least $10,000,000 
to complete. Over $1,000,000 of this 
will be paid to the owners of the land 
which will be overflowed above the 
dam. Careful investigation during the 
past year has determined the feasibili- 
ty of the project, and nearly $100,000 
has already been expended in pre- 
liminary work. Surveys have been 
made from Keokuk to Burlington, and 
it has been determined that in the 
neighborhood of 9,000 acres of valua- 
ble farming lands will be under thirty- 
five feet of still running water, the 
overflow extending thirty-five miles up 
stream. Options on a large part of 
these lands ure already secured, and 
the work {fs continuing as rapidly as 
possible. 

The great dam, which will be thirty- 
five feet in height, will extend in a 
grand curve across the river from the 
end of the power house, In order to 
admit of the passage of boats there 
will be one lock on the Iowa side in- 
stead of three, as in the canal, which 
will be drowned deeply, while the gov- 
ernment will save $40,000 a year in op- 
erating expenses alone, 

As soon as the exact cost of the work 
can be computed the syndicate of Ca- 
nadian capitalists who provided the 
money for the work at Niagara will 
make their decision. They have al- 
ready said that they want to build the 
dam, but they will not give out the 
positive statement as to the date when 
the work will be started until they 
| know exactly what the cost is going 
to be. 

They are profiting by the experience 
gained at Glens Falls, Pa., where they 

built a dam across the Susquehanna, 
but began the work before they had 
acquired possession of all the land nec- 
essary. The result was that they en- 
croached on the rights of the owner of

John D. Rockefeller has not sent 
neighborly congratulations to John 
Melin of Pocantico Hills, near Tarry- 
town, N. Y., who married pretty Miss 
Annie Oleson, formerly of Stockholm, 
the other day, says the New York 
World. 

John Melin dispenses refreshments 
for man and boy in Sleepy Hollow. 
If the man is thirsty Melin will sell 
him a glass of ale or something stron- 
ger. If the boy likes sweets he can 
buy a stick of candy from Melin. For 
years Mr. Rockefeller has been trying 
to rid himself of Melin as a neighbor. 
For years Mr. Rockefeller bas been 
adding to his fine estate on the Pocan- 
tico Hills.

Rockefeller came; here is my home; 
here I earn my living, and here I will 
remain.” Then Mr. Rockefeller issued 
an order to his employees boycotting 
Melin; told his 300 gardeners and 
grooms and ground keepers that if 
they drank strong drinks at Melin’s 
they must go work for some poorer 
man, Melin’s profits fell off, but he 
stayed.

NOW CANNING “HOT STUFF.” 


Preparing Chili Peppers For Market 
a New Industry In Los Angeles. 

A new industry was started in Los 
Angeles, Cal., recently, that of prepar- 
ing for the wholesale market Mexican 
canned foods and dainties in which the 
chili pepper forms an important item, 
says the Los Angeles Times. Such 
foodstuffs have never before been put 
up in this way for the market. 

“Hot stuff’ is getting popular in all 
sections of the United States, and as 
about the “hottest stuff” is a chili pep- 
per there is a greater demand for the 
red pod than ever before and greater 
than can be supplied, 

One reason put forward for this 
growing demand for the chili pepper 
from so many quarters is that tourists 
coming to Los Angeles acquire the 
taste for Spanish dishes and securing 
recipes reproduce the tasty dishes at 
home and pass along the recipe to their 
neighbors. But whatever the cause 
there has suddenly developed this ex- 
traordinary demand for the “hot stuff,” 
and there are carload orders from 
many parts of the country which can- 
not be filled. 

Naturally the price of chilis has 
boomed. Last spring the rate whole- 
sale for red peppers was 10 cents a 
pound, Now it is from 12 to 13 cents 
and not enough at this price. Farm- 
ers in all parts of Southern California 
are beginning to turn their flelds to 
the cultivation of the chili, but the 
home of the chili at present is about 
Anaheim, Fullerton and Santa Ana. 

Near Santa Monica is a rancher who 
raises what Is called the black chili, 
which has a thicker skin and a sweet 
flavor, though just as hot as the old 
fashioned kind. This is the only ranch 
of black peppers known of near Los 
Angeles. Ranchers raised about a ton

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MOVING NORTHWEST 


Ute Indians May Be Overtaken 
by Cavalry by Sunday 

Sheridan, Wyo., Oct 27.—Word has 
reached ere that the Utes are now 
moving and are headed northwest to- 
ward the northern Cheyennes, whose 
reservation lies about 50 miles east of 
Fort Custer, Mont. It is said that their 
purpose is to induce the northern 
Cheyennes to join them in a raid.

Money Lost on Custom Houses

At Bangor last year it cost the govern- 
ment 7% cents to collect each dollar, 
whereas at Boston the average cost of 
collection was but 3 cents. At Machias 
the cost of collecting each dollar was 

32; at Castine, $1.95; at Wiscasset, 
$5.87; at Frenchman’s Bay, $8.58, 
while at York, where the receipts were 
but $5, the cost of collection was $28.37 
per dollar. 


Investigating Tracy’s Death 

Waitstield, Vt., Oct. 27.—The autopsy 
over the body of Henry Tracy, who 
was found dead by a roadside in North 
Iayston with four bullet wounds in 
his head and trunk, was held yester- 
day. The examination did not show 
conclusively that the man’s death was 
due to the bullet wounds. It is believed 
that while driving along the road In a 
wagon, Tracy became stupefied by 
liquor and fell from the wagon near 
the farmhouse of the father of Harri- 
son Corless, 17 years old, who is under 
arrest for the shooting.

Victim of Young Hunters 

Gloucester, Mass., Oct. 27.—Mrs. 
Kaine was accidentally shot and killed 
by two boys who were out gunning in 
the village of Lansville. The lads, 
Chester Stuart, 17, and George Peters, 
16, were brought to the police station, 
where they are held on the charge of 
manslaughter. Mrs. Kaine was a 
widow, her husband having been killed 
in a quarry accident six years ago. She 
was 65 years old. 

Swift Revolving Machine Burst 

Sanford. Me., Oct. 27.—Two work- 
men were seriously injured by the 
bursting of a machine in which water 
is extracted from cloth at the Sanford 
mills. The machine was revolving at 
the rate of 2000 revolutions a minute. 
Blair Legere lost a leg, which was near- 
ly cut off by a piece of metal and was 
later amputated, and John Leblane was 
terribly injured on the chest. 


Alleged Dormitory Thief 

Gardner, Mass., Oct. 27.—On sus- 
picion of being implicated in the larceny 
of jewelry and clothing from Harvard 
university dormitories, Lester Lake, 
employed in a toy factory here, was ar- 
rested at the request of Cambridge of- 
ficers. Lake accompanied Cambridge 
officers to that city last night. He de- 
nied knowledge of the thefts. 


Didn’t Live to Reach Hospitai 

Vanceboro, Me., Oct. 27.—R. E. Mel- 
Iyn, United States inspector of immi- 
gration here, accidentally shot him- 
self in the head while handling a re- 
volver and died on the train while on 
the way to Bangor, where it was in- 
tended to place him in a hospital.

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GUILD AND MORAN 


Will Continue Aggressive Fight 
Until Election Day 


GUILD STRONGLY BACKED 


Has Support ot Party Orators, 
While Moran |Has but Little 


Assistance--Rallies Are Un- 


usually Well Attended 


Boston, Oct. 29.—The two most 
prominent aspirants for the highest of- 
fice in the state, Governor Guild, the 
Republican candidate, who is see king a 
re-election, and John B. Moran of Bos- 
ton, district attorney of Suffolk county, 
the candidate of the Democratic and 
Prohibition parties and the Independ- 
ence League, will reund into the home 
stretch this week, each confident of the 
result at the finish a week from tomor- 
row. 

The campaign so far has been an un- 
usually vigorous one on the part of 
both candidates and has developed sev- 
eral interesting features. 

The campaign for re-election of Guild 
has been conducted by the Republican 
state committee and the candidate has 
had the support of the party orators, 
principally Lieutenant Governor Dra- 
per, who has been obliged to defend 
himself against the attack of his oppo- 
nent, Senator Lodge and a number of 
congressmen. 

Mr. Moran has apparently the sup- 
port of no political machine. The 
Democratie state committee has not 
been in evidence since its organization 
shortly after the state convention. The 
Probibitionist state committee has 
been heard from once through the 
newspapers, while the managers of the 
Independenee League have done con- 
siderable quiet work and have held one 
rally. 

The opposition to Guild has centered 
entirely in Moran, whose speeches have 
been the most strenuous heard on the 
Massachusetts stump for many years. 

The Boston district attorney began 
his campaign by a speech in Boston on 
Oct. 15. At that time he took up the 
Republican platform plank by plank 
and dissected it, and then followed by 
presenting the strong features of the 
Democratie platform which he claimed 
to have written. Since that time he 
has spoken almost nightly and it has 
been seldom that he has not shown evi- 
dence of exhaustion at the close of each 
speech. He hgs spared neither Repub- 
licans nor Deniocrats in his attack up- 
on what he has termed politi¢al cor- 
ruption, and he has been particularly 
bitter against corporations, the lobby 
and the Republican leaders, including 
Guild. He has arranged to speak every 
night during this week, beginning to- 
day with a two days’ tour in the west- 
ern portion of the state. 

Governor Guild has not shrunk from 
the attacks of his opponent, and, al- 
though he has declined to answer him 
on the same platform in a joint debate, 
he has not only replied to many of Mo- 
ran’s most pointed questions, but has 
hurled back a number of equally vigor- 
ous ones on his own account. Guild 
will speak every day except Wednes- 
day and will close the weck with a tour 
Si Cape Cod. 

The rallies this year have been un- 
usually well attended, especially those 
at which Moran has spoken, when in 
nearly every case overflow meetings 
have been necessary. 

The Democratic organization has af- 


forded very little assistance to con- 
gressional candidates, but neverthe- 
less several who desire to go to 


Washington have been waging strong 
campaigns and feel confident of suc- 
cess. 

A somewhat unusual feature is the 
fact that two of the Republican con- 
gressmen seeking re-election, Rock 
wood Hoar in the Third district and 
Augustus P. Gardner in the Sixth, are 
confined to their houses by illness and 
will not be able to appear on the stump 
in the present campaign. Gardner is 
conducting his campaign entirely 
through the newspaners. 

Rallies during the present week cover 
a greater portion of the state and the 
campaign will, as usual, with 
meetings in nearly every ward in Bos- 
ton.

Elections of Next Week 
New York, Oct. 29.—A week from to- 


morrow there will be ¢lections in 42 
states and three territories. Oregon, 
Maine and Vermont have already 


elected state officers and members of 
the Sixtieth congress. In 23 of the 
states a governor and other state offi- 
eers (in 20 of them, also, a legislature); 
in 10 minor state officers or justices of 
the supreme court; in two, congress- 
men and a legislature, and in seven con- 
gressmen only are to be elected. Okla- 
homa is to vote on a state constitution, 
and Arizona and New Mexico on joint 
statehood. 

The terms of 30 United States sena- 
tors—15 Democrats and 15 Republi- 
cans—expire March 3, 1907. Of the 22 
states in which is to be chosen Nov. 6a 
legislature that will elect United States 
senators, 14 are now represented in the 
senate by Republicans and eight by 
Democrats. 

A national house of representatives 
is to be elected—the Sixtieth con- 
gress, with 386 members. The present 
house is composed of 250 Republicans 
and 136 Democrats. Maine has al-

The cause of the wreck has not been 
established. It was probably due 
either to defective rails or the breaking

While running at a speed said to have 
been moderate and not unusual, the first 
couch left the rails and dragged those 
it over the ties for a distance 
of 50 feet.

uches, but as darkness set in and 

the tide ran more swiftly, they were 
unable, for a long time, to reach them. 
Late in the evening a wrecking crew 


arrived on the scene and with their 
iid and the use of a derrick a dozen or 
more bodies were taken out and 
brought to this city. Of the 44 bodies 
about 20 have been identified, and, it is 
believed, no difficulty will be expe- 
rienced in establishing the identity of 
the others. 

General Manager Atterbury of the 
Pennsylvania railroad has arrived on 
the scene and will make a thorough in- 
vest tion into the cause of the acci- 
Until this investigation shall 
have been made, Atterbury declined to 
make a statement. 

“I arrived at the drawbridge,” said 
Coroner Gasgill late last night, “shortly 
after the accident occurred. With Mr. 
Atterbury, I made a thorough inspec- 
tion of the track. The railroad officials 
claim to be at a loss to explain the 
cause of the wreck. Several import- 
ant facts were brought cut by our in- 
spection. I found the end of the draw- 
bridge tracks higher than the ends of 
the other track. Consequently it was 
impossible for a train traveling fast to 
avoid jumping and being in danger of 
leaving the rails. That the wheels of 
the train had hit the end of the rails 
with terrific force was shown by the 
battered conditions of the rails. 

“The condition of the rails, how- 
ever, is at variance with the statement 
made by the bridge tender. Accord- 
ing to Atterbury, the bridge tender told 
him that the bridge had just been 
closed, and that he had gone to either 
end of the draw to remove the danger 
flags, which had been placed there 
when the bridge was about to be open- 
ed. The bridgeman told Atterbury he 
was positive the tracks were perfect- 
ly locked. My investigation shows this 
not to have been the case. 

“My attention has been called to the 
fact that there are no guard rails of any 
kind on the bridge. Had there been 
they might have prevented the train 
plunging into The Thoroughfare, even 
gfter it had jumped the tracks. I will 
find out if the law requires protection 
of this kind. I will not be in a hurry 
with the investigation, as I want to get 
all possible information. I shali name 
a jury of exceptional! merit at once and 
begin the investigation. It is impossi- 
ble at this time to ascertain how many 
persons lost their lives, but from what 
I am told I fear the number will be in 
the neighborhood of 75.”

Turbines for 
New Battleships 


The 20,000 or more ton battleship 
which experts of the Navy Depart- 
meut—to say nothing of those outside 
of the departmeut—are making plans 
for, will probably carry turbines instead 
of ordinary reciprocating engines as the 
motive power, says the Washington cor- 
respondent of the Boston Transcript. 

This is the result of information 
which has come from England lately re- 
garding the Dreadnought. The reports 
indicate that the turbines operated on 
the English vessel with great success, 
and convinced the experts that they 
could be run economically with the ship 
going at low speed. 

This has been the principal block in 
the way of adopting the turbine for our 
own large ships of war, but the naval 
engineers are now so far convinced of 
the efficiency and econgmy of the turbine 
that it is realized it would bave been a 
decided advantage to have had turbines 
onthe battleships recently contracted 
for instead of reciprocating engines. 
The change cannot now be made, of 
course, since it would involve many 
questions with other bidders who pro- 
posed to furnish turbines and whose 
bids_ were rejected. 

It is still a question whether the 
choice will be between the Curtis tur- 
bine or the Parsons-Westinghouse tur- 
bine the latter being described as an im- 
provement on the English type used on 
the Dreadnought and manufactured in 
this country, It is certain, say the na- 
val epgineers, the turbine bas come to 
stay, and must be taken into account in 
equipping the next big ships planned 
for this Government. The new de- 
stroyers which are being designed will 
carry turbines.

Guild Asks What Moran Ha3 


Done Toward Prosecxtion 


MAN WHO DARES TO TALK

foston, Gect. %0.—Governor Guild 
made two political speeches in the sub- 
urbs last evening, one at Brookline and 


the other at Watertown. In each he 


propounded a number of questions to 
his opponent, and answered the affi- 
davit of James M. Perkins, 
charges against Wilson H. Fairbank, a 
the Lewis and 
Clark Exposition, which affidavit was 
read by Moran in his speech on Satur- 
day night. Guild’s remarks at both 
Brookline and Watertown were in part 
as follows: 

“Mr. Moran advertises himself as a 
law-enforcer, opposing graft and law- 
breakers. He has convicted one small 
grafter. What has be done about the 
big grafters? 

“On Dec. 28 last an official report filed 
at city hall showed apparent graft to 
the extent of $385,205.43. The investi- 
gation showed that the form of con- 
tract used ‘is readily adapted for use 
as a means of distributing political 
patronage at the expense of the city.’ 
The report further stated a belief that 
such contracts were in fact resorted to 
in these instances largely for that pur- 
pose. The statement was further 
made that ‘names of men appeared up- 
on the payrolls who were paid, but did 
not work at all.’ 

“This is no unsupported oral allega- 
tion Which the man who made it refused 
to reduce to writing. This is an offi- 
cial report with serious and formal 
charges which you have had before you 
for nine months. You pledged yourself 
to action. 

“You have shown yourself to be the 
man who dares to talk. Are you the 
man who fears to act? 

“You dared to talk against the Ice 
trust. I believe that away back in the 
hot days of August you got some in- 
dictments against members of the Ice 
trust. Why have you not pushed the 
Boston Ice trust case, Mr. Moran, to a 
finish? Is it because you are afraid to 
do so, or because you haven't had time 
in the midst of your political campaign- 
ing and your trips to New York, or be- 
cause you and your assistants are so in- 
efficient that your indictments are 
worthless? 

“You ‘dared’ to talk against the bribe 
givers in bucket shops. Do you fear 
to try that case at all? 

“You ‘dared’ to promise searching in- 
vestigation of padded payrolls at city 
hall. Do you fear to make that prom- 
ise good? 

“You ‘dared’ to promise investigation 
of bribery in the dock trust cases. Do 
you fear to probe in that case, too? 

“You ‘dared’ to denounce those ac- 
cused of robbing the depositors in the 
Provident Securities and Banking 
company. Do you fear to hunt the ras- 
cals out? 

“You ‘dared’ to release a swarm of 
little criminals from Charles street jail. 
Why don’t you put some big criminals 
in jail? 

“On Saturday night my antagonist 
read an affidavit made before his friend, 
Timothy W. Coakley, by one who was, 
but no longer is, an employe of the com- 
monwealth. The affidavit concerned 
certain transactions connected with the 
Lewis and Clark Exposition at Port- 
land. It was insinuated that import- 
ant evidence affecting the disburse- 
ment of moneys in connection with that 
exposition was being held back by me 
for political motives. There is no evi- 
dence in my possession which is not and 
has not been public property. I could 
not conceal any such evidence if I 
would. I would not if I could. 

“The Lewis and Clark Exposition 
commission was authorized in 1904. 
The exposition closed in 1905. The al- 
leged incident which forms the basis of 
the attack by James M. Perkins on 
Commissioner Fairbank, but which 
Fairbank asserts never took place, oc- 
curred, if it did oceur, not later than 
last sprimg. 

“On Oct. 22 I laid the matter before 
the attorney general and requested him 
to examine into the facts. On Oct. 24 
the attorney general notified both Per- 
kins and Fairbank to come before him 
with their papers on Oct. 29 at 2 p. m. 

“That hearing, arranged at my _ re- 
quest, has been held. A stenographic 
report was made of the entire proceed- 
ings. I am entirely willing that every 
word of it shall be given to the public. 
So is the attorney general. The repre- 
sentative of the district attorney, how- 
ever, who was present, requested that 
it should not be published. A copy of 
the whole proceedings will be fur- 
nished the district attorney’s office at

Mr. Moran said that Guild had al- 
ways spoken highly of President Mc- 
Kinley and never lost an opportunity to 
speak of the virtues of the late presi- 
dent. ‘This did not prevent him, he 
said, from taking $100 in payment for 
his eulogy at the unveiling of the me- 
morial in Springfield a year ago. 

Mr. Moran again attacked Wilson H. 
Fairbank, who is at present a member 
of the state commission on the James- 
town Exposition and was also a mem- 
ber of the commissions at the Lewis 
ani Clark and Louisiana Expositions. 
Moran claimed Fairbank had in his 
possession at his home in Warren be- 
tween $2000 and $3000 worth of the 
state property. The speaker called up- 
on Guild to send a member of the state 
police to Warren at once and take the 
state property to Boston. 

In connection with the recent trial 
of Robert G. Proctor, private secretary 
of Senator Lodge, on a charge of lar 
ceny from John G. Bestgen. Moran 
said that, in addition to $225 which 
Bestgen gave Proctor, presents were 
made by Bestgen to Chairman Talbot 
and Treasurer Reynolds of the Republi- 
can state committee, consisting of 
knives, razors, und other 
cutlery.

Union Labor to Organize 

San Francisco, Oct. 380.—At a se 
cret meeting of the board of supervisors 
it was decided to form an organization 
“to champion the cause of justice and 
fair play, refute the slanders of cor- 
porations and millionaires” and resist 
attacks on union labor administration. 
Four thousand city employes have been 
called to assemble, and bring five 
friends each, making the total strength 
of the organization about 24,000 men. 


Bailey’s Estimate of Hearst 
Dallas, Oct. 30.—In a speech at 
3rownwood Senator Bailey excoriated 
Mr. Hearst. “He is a political Ish- 
maelite with his hand raised against 
every man and every man’s hand 
raised against him,” said Bailey. “He 
is so bad that his candidacy would dis- 
ease any electorate, his elections would 
disgrace and office, and his leadership 
would destroy any party.

vorce case, provided a sensation in the 
arrest of William de Costa, a negre 
tailor, immediately after he had testi- 
fied that Mrs. Hartje had frequently 
visited his establishment for the pur- 
pose of meeting Hooe. A charge of per- 
jury will be made against De Costa. 


Specimen of Russian Justice 

Riga, Oct. 30.—Representatives of the 
government assembled the entire popu- 
lation of a village near Winden and in- 
formed the people that if they did not 
at once surrender the persons guilty 
of the murder of two women half of the 
population would be transported to Si- 
beria. The entire population of the vil- 
lage was heavily fined. 


Steamer Lost Off Cape Race 

St. Johns, Oct. 30.—Steamer Elixir, 
Cadiz, Spain, for Gaspe, Que. ran 
ashore in a dense fog near Cape Race, 
The vessel struck a sheer cliff and sank 
within a few minutes in 20 fathoms of 
water. The crew narrowly escaped 
drowning.

Electric Train Wreck

Disaster Is a Mystery Which

Atluntie City, N. J., Oct. 80.—The 
total number of dead in the wreck of 
the electric traiu, which, on Sunday af- } 
ternoon, loaded with

placed at 53. Of these, 49 bodies have | 
been identified, two remain unclaimed : 
in the temporary morgue and two per- |

Monday was a day, of unceasing ac- 


thetic incidents. Wrecking crews with 
derricks succeeded in bringing one of 
the two submerged cars to the surface 
und divers, working in relays, brought 
up bodies until their fearful task was 
completed and they reported that no 
more dead remained either inside the 
second car or in the water and mud 
tinywhere in the vicinity. 

Interest now centers in the work of 
the coroner's jury which made a care- 
ful inspection of the scene of the 
wreck and the drawbridge at which 
the train left the rails. The jury met at 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon and, ac- 


| companied by Coroner Gaskill, Prose- 


| 


cuting Attorney Abbott, City Solicitor | 
Wootten and several other city officials, | 
proceeded to the scene of the tragedy. 
At the bridge they were joined by May- 
or Stey and General Manager Atterbury | 
of the Pennsylvania railroad. 

After the forward car of the two sub- 
merged coaches had been hoisted to the 
surface and the divers who had been at 
work on the wreckage all day had made 
a final examination of the second car 
without finding any more bodies, Atter- 
bury, who, with several of his assist- 
ants, had been on the scene since Sun- 
day night, expressed his belief that the 
total number of dead would not exceed 
53. | 

“There is a bare possibility that one 
or two others may have been killed,” 
he said, “but I feel confident that the 
number of vietims will remain at 53. I 
cannot believe that any of the unfor- 
tunates were carried out to sea by the 
ebbing tide.” 

On returning from the drawbridge 
Atterbury discussed the accident free- 
ly, but when asked to give his theory 
as to the cause of it, he reptied that it 
still is a mystery to him. “I still be- 
lieve,” he declared, “that there was 
nothing wrong with the rails of the 
bridge. I am inclined to think that the 
cause will be ascertained when the 
first coach is examined.” 

Mr. Atterbury himself showed the 
jurors how the bridge is operated and 
explained in detail the manner of open- 
ing and closing the draw. On their re- 
turn to this city the jury decided to hold 
the first session of the inquiry Thurs- 
day. 

Although reasonably certain that the 
narrow waterway into which the train 
fell had been relieved of all its dead, 
the divers continued their work late 
into the night and maintained a diligent 
search. The wrecking crew was also 
kept busy preparing for the hoisting of 
the second car. The debris of the last 
car, Which struck and was held fast by 
an abutment, has not yet been removed, 
an effort in that direction resulting in 
half the coach sliding into the stream.

yeomen. These men left the Brooklyn 
in charge of a mail pouch in which 
there were registered letters containing 
$1800 for transmission to the United 
States. The crew of the Brooklyn had 
just been paid off, and the men were 
sending money home. 


Signal Corps Sent Against Utes 

Omaha, Oct. 30.—General Wint, com- 
manding the department ofthe Missouri, 
returned yesterday from Newport News 
and at once took charge of the cam- 
paign against the Utes in Wyoming, 
his first order being for the dispatch of 
Captain Wildman with 30 men of the 
signal corps from Fort Omaha to the 
scene of the military operations, taking 
with them all necessary field apparatus.

Lloyd alleges he was refused a 
transfer to the Westerville line, though 
the franchise of the company explicitly 
declares that a transfer shall be given.

Record Cargo of Appies 
Boston, Oct. 80.—With a record far 
in excess of any European liner leay- 
ing this pert during the fall season, 
steamship Ivernia left at 8:30 o’clock 
this morning for Queenstown and Livy- 
erpool, with 26.000 barrels of apples as 
part cargo. The nearest approach to 
this vast quantity of fruit left here on 
the Bohemian for Liverpool, on Oct. 9, 
when that vessel took out 13,446 bar- 
rels, just a trifle over one half the quan- 

tity the Ivernia left with today. 


Gulls Feasting on Eels 

Nantucket, Mass., Oct. 380.—Thou- 
sands of dead sand eels, averaging five 
inches in length, have been thrown up- 
on the beaches during the past two 
days, furnishing a feast that has at- 
tracted thousands of gulls. Some ofthe 
birds must have come a considerable 
distance, for they seemed somewhat 
exhausted when they arrived. The 
flock along the beaches is a tremendous 
one and the winged army is constantly 
being reinforced. 


Treasure Ship Safe In Port 

Boston, Oct. 30.—The Arabistan, a 
week overdue, arrived here today with 
$2,735,000 in specie. She sailed from 
Montevideo Sept. 15. By some error 
her arrival at St. Lucia, where she 
touched Oct. 12, was not cabled, and 
after the destructive Caribbean hurri- 
cane of Oct. 17 fears for her safety 
were felt. The gold is in $10 eagles and 
is consigned to Boston and New York 
bankers.

Dpening of New Reservation 
May Be Declared Invalid 

Thorne, Ney., Oct. 30.—With the fir- 
ing of a blast of dynamite from the top 
of Grant peak, the Walker Luke Indian 
reservation was opened to settlers at 
noon yesterday. At the signal hundreds 
of seatchers for gold hurried helter 
skelter over the boundary lines and be- 
fore the smoke from the dynamite ex- 
plosion had drifted away a spectacular 
race of launches, automobiles, horses 
and all sorts of vehicles was on. 

Those who had waited for the signal 
before rushing into the reservation 
found, it is asserted, that all the more 
valuable claims in the vicinity of creeks 
emptying into Walker lake had been 
taken up by men who had unlawfully 
gotten in Sunday night. It issaid many 
miners flocked in during the night, 
overwhelming the Indian police, of 
whom there were only 14 to guard 75 
miles of territory.

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GUILD EXPLAINS 


f\cceptance of Fee as Orator Was 


Perfectly Legitimate 


FAIRBANK IS DEFENDED 


Saved State Money by Storing 


Property at Warren--Moran 


Says He Will Be Governor and 
Presidential Candidate--Wants 
State Auditor Discharged 


Brockton, Mass., Oct. 31.—Governor 
Guild and Congressman Lawrence ad- 
dressed rallies in Canton and Grand 
Army hall here last night. Guild de- 
voted a large part of his address in each 
hall to charges made by John B. Mo- 
ran. He spoke in part as follows: 

“I suggest to my antagonist that if 
he has run out of material, there yet re- 
mains a few days before election for 
him to attempt an explanation to the 
people as to why he has neglected one 
important duty after another to which 
I have called his attention. I regret 
that his campaign has reached the 
level where he has found it necessary 
to descend to the kind of attack made 
for the first time by him lastnight. By 
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Referring *o Guild’s refusal to par- 
Ucipate in a joint debate with bim, on 
the ground that it was below the dig- 
tity of the governor, Moran said: 
“Will it be beneath Governor Guild’s 
dignity when, on the first of Januury, 
he will be ebliged to walk arm in arm 
with me at the state house when I am 
inaugurated governor?” 

After repeating his charges agaiust 
Commissioner Fairbank of the Lewis 
and Clark Exposition, Moran stated 
that he himself was a Democrat and 
not a Prohibitionist or a member of the 
Independence League. He said that he 
had been accused of being a Cossack 
and a disturbing element in the politi- 
eal field. “What will they say if two 
years from now I take the field for the 
highest office in the country?’ he 
queried, adding that he intended to do 
so if his strength continued.

“Mr. Moran put forth the statement 
last night that Senaor Fairbank had at 
his place in Warren between $2000 and 
$2000 worth of Massachusetts property 
which he has no right to keep. He call- 
ed upon me to send the district police 
to Warren to recover the property. 
The plain intimation is that Senator 
Fairbank had stolen property from the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts. This 
is the first time, I think, on record 
where a prosecuting officer with al- 
leged evidence of the locality of alleged 
stolen property has published the fact 
to the world, giving thereby ample op- 
portunity to its possessor of disposing 
of the alleged property before it could 
be found or seized. 

“Well, Mr. Moran, I have not ordered 
the district police to raid Commission- 
er Fairbank’s premises at Warren and 
1 will tell you and the public why. 

“No information of the character ex- 
ploited by Mr. Moran last night has 
ever been brought to my attention by 
Mt. Perkins or by anybody else. This 
morning, accordingly, I investigated 
this charge. I find that so far from 
having taken state property for hisown 
use, Mr. Fairbank is in reality saving 
the state money. The property is be- 
ing stored at Warren beeause it can be 
and is being stored there free of any ex- 
pense to the commonwealth, which is

“The claim is made for my antagonist 
that he is a better friend than I to those 
who work with their hands.

Cheyennes May Aid Utes 

Sheridan, Wyo., Oct. 31.—A hurried 
change in the disposition of troops of 
the Tenth cava!try, under Colonel Au- 
gur, disclosed that the real danger now 
lies in the anticipated junction of Chey- 
enne Indians with the Utes. A portion 
ef Augur’s command was hurried on to 
Sheridan, where supply wagons were 
started northward. 

From C. C. Rousculp, a guide, it is 
learned that the troops under Augur, 
reinforced by two additional companies 
from Fort MacKenzie, will proceed to- 
day to Ashland, 80 miles north of Sheri- 
dan, to meet the troops coming over- 
land from Fort Keogh. Troops from 
Fort Keogh should arrive at Ashland 
tonight, but Augur cannot arrive there 
before Thursday. 

Rousculp was with General Crook in 
1868 and knows the Cheyennes well. 
He says that there are between 700 and 
800 warriors in the tribe and that they 
are the best armed Indians in the west. 

Luther Dunning, who lives on Otter 
creek, has just arrived from the Indian 
camp, where he met and talked with 
Chief Kannapah, who says his people 
will fight rather than be taken back to 
Utah. When Dunning visited them 
the Indians were on the Bear creek, a 
small tributary of Hanging Woman 
creek, the latter flowing into Tongue 
river. 

This is the latest reliable informa- 
tion concerning the location of the 
Utes, and at that time they were 70 
miles from Sheridan and making west- 
ward to Tongue river. From this point 
they will follow Tongue river north- 
ward to the Cheyenne reservation un- 
less stopped by the soldiers.

SANITARY CONCRETE. 


Building Material of the Future and 
Its Advantages. 

The advantages of concrete on the 
mechanical side are these: It is proof 
against fire, wind and water, rats, in- 
sects and dry rot and the danger of 
electricity. It needs no painting or re- 
pair. Fire or water overflow inside can 
do only local damage to the contents of 
a room and no more. 

It becomes stronger and harder with 
age, which is, of course, an advantage, 
except when additions or alterations 
are made, involving hard work to cut 
walls and floors. There are no 
leaky roofs, no damp or cold east or 
north rooms. There is great economy 
of heating. Being a firm mass through- 
out, like a house made of baked clay, 
there is no vibration, and in case one 
spot of the foundation should be under- 
mined the well knit structure might 
not show so much as a crack.
